New  Variety  Discovered?  [if 
you  read  this  in  1403,  this  is  a  repeat]

Hello  Gramsters . Freditor,  While  observing 

some  series  #521  $1  MPC  notes,  I  noticed  a  distinctive 
difference  in  the  numeral  or  "font"  type  for  number  9. 

1  have  3  pieces  from  the  first  printing  that  contain 
the  numeral  "9"  in  it's  position  number.  2  pieces  I 
own  are  very  sharp  "pointed  9's"  the  3rd  piece  a 
"very  blunt  squared  off  9".  Could  it  be  a  slight 
doubling  of  this  digit?  I  don't  believe  so.  But  I  have 
studied  and  compared  the  9's  under  5  x  and  10  x  and 
doesn't  seem  to  be  doubled  enough  to  cause  such  a 
thick  bottomed  9 !  The  nine  would  have  to  be  cockeyed 
quite  a  bit  to  cause  this  effect  or  doubled  ( 
horizontal  spread)  to  a  point  where  the  other  parts 

of  the  9  should  be  thicker.  This  is  my  preliminary 
observation.  Anyone  else  that  notice  this  phenomenon. 

Please  report,  to  guyaraby@earthlink.net  or  the 
Gram.  I  am  curious  about  this  font  variation.  Reminds 
me  of  series  #481.  Needs  more  reports.  Serial  number 
of  BLUNT  9  variety  is  E07344101E  =  Pos  9,  the  other 

2  pieces  of  that  are  the  "pointed  9  variety"  are 
E15667416E  Pos  69,  and  E19984824E  pos  49.  ALL  are 
FIRST  PRINTING!  This  is  why  I  am  concerned.  All  3 
pcs.  are  CU.  Just  observing.  Could  there  be  2  types  of 

numeral  '  9  '  used  for  the  1st  printing?  Guy . Happy  Holidays,  and  my 

prayers  go  out  to

Comments  from  the  field  and  from  the  champ:  Jack 
Hunter  wrote--Bill  Meyers  wrote  It  was  dated  8  DEC 
1942  and  commemorated  the  first  anniversary  of  the 
attack  on  Pearl  Harbor.  MPC  series  541  has  alot  of 
mysteries  associated  with  the  replacements.  Jack 
Hunter  wrote  a  similar  response,  but  which  got  lost  in 
the  New  Year's  Eve  Gram  debacle.  The  ultimate  answer 
came  from  Joe:  The  50  sen  notes  with  Yasukuni  Shrine 
were  issued  with  dates  of  Showa  17,  18,  19,  and  20 
(1942,43,44,45),  not  1942  and  1946  (though  the 
1945-dated  notes  were  not  issued  until  1946)  .  The 
initial  issue  date  was  8  December  1942  -  first 
anniversary  of  the  start  of  the  Greater  East  Asia  War 
[meaning  attacks  on  more  than  Pearl]  on  the  west  side 
of  the  International  Date  Line  (which  as  7  December  on 
the  Hawaii  side) .If  you  want  to  ask  a  really  good 
question,  ask  what  the  1946  issue  date  corresponded 
to/coincided  with.  [I  think  that  we  will  save  that 
question  for  the  finals  (hint,  hint) .  We  should 
probably  ask  all  of  these  Japanese  area  questions 
using  Showa  dates.]

Allied  Specimen  Books  in  Auction 

Three  Allied  military  currency  specimen  sets  have 
been  consigned  to  the  MPCFest  auction.  The  three 
booklets  are:  1)  Specimens  of  Allied  Military  Mark 
Currency,  2)  Specimens  of  Allied  Military  Currency 
[lire,  unstated  on  cover],  and  3)  Specimens  of 
Supplemental  French  Franc  Currency 
Booklets  were  prepared  when  the  notes  were  printed. 

It  has  been  widely  stated  that  they  were  for 
education,  training,  and  counterfeit  detection 
purposes,  but  this  has  never  been  confirmed  in  any 
official  way. 

The  mark  booklet  contains  .5,  1,  5,  10,  20,  50,  100, 
and  1000  mark  specimen  notes  made  from  Forbes-printed 
replacements  that  are  perforated  with  the  word 
specimen.  The  cover  cover  and  each  of  the  notes  has 
small  areas  of  discoloration  from  the  disintegration 
of  a  rubber  band  that  apparantly  held  the  booklets  at 
one  time. 

The  supplemental  franc  booklet  contains  specimens  of 
the  2,  5,  10,  50,  100,  500,  1000,  and  5000  franc 
denominations.  The  specimens  have  zero  serial  numbers. 
Of  greatest  interest  is  the  5000  franc  denomination 
because  it  was  not  issued.  Therefore  it  is  available 
on  is  specimen  form  as  in  this  case.  This  booklet  has 
damage  similar  to  the  mark  booklet  described  about  but 
the  marks  appear  less  on  the  notes  and  in  partiular 
the  1000  and  5000  franc  notes  have  only  tiny  marks 
that  would  not  be  noticed  if  they  were  not  in  the 
booklet  with  more  significant  marks. 

The  lire  booklet  is  a  very  interesting  research  item 
because  the  notes  are  all  expedient  specimens  made 
from  a  combination  of  regular  issues  and  replacements. 
The  1  and  2  lire  notes  are  expedients  from  star  notes 
of  Series  1943.  The  5,  10,  50,  100,  and  500  lire  are 
Series  1943A  made  from  regular  issues.  The  1000  lire 
is  also  a  Series  1943A,  but  it  is  a  star  note. 

Although  all  booklets  are  rare.  Expedient  booklets 
like  this  lire  booklet  are  relatively  recent 
discoveries.  Their  exact  history  is  not  known.  Since 
they  include  some,  but  not  necessarily  all  star  notes 
and  have  a  rubber  stamp  SPECIMEN  marking  rather  than 
perforated  markings  like  the  booklets  that  are  known 
to  have  originated  with  the  printers,  it  is  believed 
that  the  expedients  were  created  in  the  field  by 
finance  offices  where  additional  specimens  were 
needed.  These  creators  knew  that  they  should  use  star 
notes  from  examining  the  original  specimen  booklets. 


but  apparently  could  not  find  enough  stars  to  make 
booklets  of  stars  (this  comes  as  no  surprise  to 
collectors ! ) . 

All  booklets  are  rare  and  desirable.  They  have  sold 
in  the  market  from  time  to  time,  but  no  recent  sales 
have  been  recorded.

Editorial 


In  rummaging  around  my  office  today,  I  found  a  an  old 
college  textbook:  World  Civilizations  from  Anciet  to 
Contemporary  by  E.  Burns  and  P.  Ralph,  third  edition. 
It  is  volume  2,  I  do  not  seem  to  have  any  other 
volumes.  The  first  edition  was  1955,  the  third  edition 
(the  one  that  I  have)  was  1964.  I  do  not  think  that  I 
ever  used  this  textbook  in  a  class,  but  I  might  be 
wrong  on  that. 

Anyway,  before  I  tossed  it,  I  sat  down  and  looked  it 
over  and  found  lots  of  interesting  things.  Now  I  am 
afraid  that  I  might  put  it  on  my  to-read  pile. 

The  first  particularly  interesting  thing  that  I 
found  was  a  chart  on  the  cost  of  World  War  II  (without 
stating  what  start  date  was  used) .  It  starts  off  by 
saying  the  the  total  cost  was  estimated  at 
$1,384,900,000,000  (estimate  prepared  by  James  H. 

Brady  and  the  American  University.) 

Obviously,  the  human  costs  are  far  more  and  cannot 
be  calculated,  but  even  this  monetary  figure  is  all 
but  impossible  to  comprehend.  The  authors  try  to  give 
meaning  to  the  figure  by  saying  that  for  this  figure, 
ALL  of  the  following  could  be  purchased. 

--a  house  for  every  family  in  the  US,  Britain, 

Belgium,  and  Portugal 

--a  public  library  for  every  city  of  200,000 
inhabitants  in  the  US,  Britain,  and  the  USSR 
--a  university  for  each  of  these  cities 


--an  automobile  for  every  family  in  the  US 
--salaries  of  50,000  teachers  and  50,000  nurses  for 
100  years 

--college  education  for  every  high  school  graduate  in 
the  US  between  17  and  21  years  of  age. 

The  chart  actually  further  specified  the  value  of 
the  houses,  cars  etc.  specified  but  I  figure  that  we 
can  look  at  it  as  1964  dollars  or  2006  dollars  and  it 
probably  comes  out  the  same  (with  the  implied  growth 
of  the  cost) . 

I  am  excited  about  the  consignment  of  specimen 
booklets  to  the  Fest  auction.  I  have  some  interesting 
experiences  with  specimen  booklets.  I  will  try  to 
write  them  up  over  the  next  few  days  or  at  least  by 
the  time  of  the  auction.

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Azad  Hind  coinage 
by  Joe  Boling 

Herb  Friedman's  marvelous  treatise  on  Azad  Hind  notes 
(gram  1402)  mentioned  the  Azad  Hind  coinage  only 
briefly.  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  piece  he  described 
bearing  the  portrait  of  Bose,  but  I  am  with  the 
counterstamped  Indian  rupees.  I  prepared  an  exhibit  of 
such  a  piece  for  the  ANA  convention  in  1985.  Here  is 
the  text  relating  directly  to  the  coin. 

COINAGE  OF  THE  P.G.A.H.  Coinage  is  surely  the  most  difficult  fiscal  item  for 

a  government  to  prepare,  but  also  one  of  the  most 

tangible  symbols  of  governmental  stability.  The 

subject  of  this  exhibit  is  a  rupee  of  the  Empire  of 

India  counterstamped  with  the  letters  "P.G.A.H.  1943." 

The  counterstamp  is  applied  directly  across  the  face 
of  King  George  VI .  A  photograph  of  another  piece  shows 
the  counterstamp  obliterating  the  crown.  Either 

application  has  interesting  propaganda  suggestions.  The  use  of  a  counterstamp 
greatly  simplifies  the 

production  of  coinage;  neither  expensive  minting 
equipment  nor  complete  preparation  of  planchets  is 
required.  Preparation  of  a  counterstamp  die  is 
relatively  simple,  any  suitable  coin  from  circulation 
can  be  used  as  a  planchet,  and  any  convenient  location 
can  serve  as  a  mint.  But  why  bother?  Paper  money  is 

almost  as  easy  to  prepare,  and  ever  so  much  cheaper.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
Burma-India  border  region  are 

notorious  for  preferring  "hard  cash"  over  paper 
currencies.  Allied  airmen  carried  gold  coins  in  their 
emergency  kits  for  use  if  they  had  to  walk  out  from  a 
remote  crash  site;  paper  dollars,  pounds,  or  rupees 


would  not  do.  Similarly,  if  the  I.N.A.  wanted  to 
obtain  goods  and  services  along  their  route,  and  did 
not  want  to  antagonize  the  locals  by  using 
expropriation  as  their  currency,  they  would  have  to 
have  something  easily  recognizable  and  accepted.  What 
better  medium  than  the  local  coinage,  modified  to  add 
to  the  stature  of  the  users  and  denigrate  that  of 
their  enemies?  Mr.Sengar  reports  that  he  has  also  seen 
this  counterstamp  on  a  Burmese  rupee  (Y-7,  the  peacock 
design) .  Either  coin  as  a  base  piece  would  be 
recognizable  and  acceptable  to  the  border-area 
residents;  only  the  defacement  might  be  a  problem. 

We  do  not  know  who  prepared  these  coins,  nor  where  or 
when.  This  piece  and  the  one  reported  by  Surana  were 
prepared  on  1942  rupees.  The  action  of  striking  the 
counterstamp  die  on  the  obverse  virtually  obliterated 
most  of  the  date  and  the  word  "India"  on  the  reverse, 
but  the  date  can  be  made  out  with  a  microscope  or  good 
glass.  I  have  seen  no  dates  reported  for  other  pieces. 

The  use  of  Indian  coins  dated  only  a  year  before  the 
counterstamp  was  applied  indicates  that  either  the 
originator  had  access  to  some  purloined  Indian  coins 
(perhaps  seized  from  a  shipment  to  a  bank)  or  that  the 
counterstamps  were  applied  to  coins  found  locally 

after  the  I.N.A.  entered  India.  Although  these  pieces  may  be  modern 
fantasies,  they 

seem  to  have  the  acceptance  of  the  Indian  specialists 
with  whom  I  have  discussed  them.  Only  a  few  have  been 
reported.  The  original 

information  I  received  was  that  five  had  been  retained 
by  an  I.N.A.  officer  for  some  thirty-nine  years  after 
the  war  before  they  reached  numismatists.  Another 
report,  from  a  dealer,  said  that  he  had  handled  some 

and  had  three  in  stock.  No  contemporary  reports  of  P.G.A.H.  or  I.N.A.  coinage 

have  come  to  my  attention,  so  the  issue  may  have  been 

prepared  and  not  used.  It  is  certain  that  the  British 

would  not  have  let  such  coins  circulate  after  the  war, 

but  the  piece  exhibited  appears  to  have  circulated  at 

least  briefly.  There  is  dirt  in  the  counterstamp,  and 

the  raised  areas  around  it  seem  to  be  burnished  from 

normal  wear  and  tear.  In  any  event,  I  am  sure  that  the 

P.G.A.H.  had  better  intentions,  and  did  not  regard 

this  as  a  permanent  coinage  -  but  rather  as  a 

provisional's  provisional. 
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Championship  Question  Corner 
Question:  What  issue  was  overprinted  for  Force  T? 

Question  35,  difficulty  2.  (bonus,  what  was  the 
highest  denomination  that  was  overprinted?) .  Along  the 
same  line  of  highest  denominations,  what  is  the 
highest  denomination  Government  Printer  Palestine  for 
Djibouti?  Question  36,  difficulty  2. 

Yesterday's  question:  Two  barter  series  have  the  same 
series  designation  but  different  designs.  What  is  the 
series?  Question  33,  difficulty  3.  Central  Bank  of  the 
Philippines  puppet  bank  notes  were  printed  in  what 
denominations?  Question  34,  difficulty  2. 

The  answer  is:  Series  1947  barter  units  come  in  two 
designs.  The  Japanese  puppet  Central  Bank  of  the 
Philippines  had  two  denominations  printed:  10  and  100 
piso.  The  question  carefully  asked  what  was  printed 
because  certainly  the  10  piso  note  was  not  issued.  The 
100  piso  probably  was  not  issued  either,  but  the  10 
certainly  was  not.  Only  one  piece  is  reported  and  its 
whereabouts  are  uncertain. 

Comments  from  the  field.  Jack  Hunter  wrote--Wow,  these 
are  deep  on  the  list!  Two  different  issues  of  Barter 
notes  from  series  1947.  I  was  unable  to  find  your 
listing  for  the  Puppet  notes  for  the  Central  Bank  of 
the  Philippines.  But  according  to  some  very  old 
information  (N.  Shafer)  Guide  to  Philippines  paper 
money  c.1964.  The  100  pesos  was  the  only  denomination 
printed,  but  not  released  for  circulation.  So  unless 
Neil  decides  to  up-date  this  fine  reference,  it  is  all 
the  information  I  have.  [Champ,  you  missed  one.  I  can 
hear  the  chearing  around  the  country.  Hm,  I  wonder  how 
many  in  the  cheering  section  got  it  right. --Ed] 

I  know  it  is  in  WW  II  somewhere,  but  Neil's  book 
only  has  128  pages,  including  the  index!  Not  to 
mention,  the  weight  difference!  So  for  speed  in 
finding  things,  Neil's  book  was  a  lock. 

Maybe  you  can  take  on  another  project  here,  Fred.  You 
and  Neil  could  go  through  and  up-date  the  Philippines 
book,  along  with  his  reference  on  Philippines 
Guerrilla  Gurrency,  and  combine  them  into  one  handy 
book ! 

Sounds  like  a  long  over  due  idea  to  me!  Maybe  Neil 
would  like  to  hear  this  one!  hehe!

Question:  Who  created  the  first  series  of  Fest  notes? 

(Question  36,  difficulty  2)  Japanese  Invasion  Money 

was  printed  but  not  issued  for  use  in  what  country?  (Question  37,  difficulty 
1) 


Yesterday's  question:  What  issue  was  overprinted  for 
Force  T?  Question  35,  difficulty  2.  (bonus,  what  was 
the  highest  denomination  that  was  overprinted?) .  Along 
the  same  line  of  highest  denominations,  what  is  the 
highest  denomination  Government  Printer  Palestine  for 
Djibouti?  Question  36,  difficulty  2. 

The  answer  is:  British  Armed  Forces  Special  Vouchers 
were  overprinted  for  Force  T.  Since  all  denominations 
were  overprinted  and  Force  T  used  the  first  series  the 
highest  denomination  Force  T  note  was  the  1  pound.  The 
highest  denomination  Djibouti  GPP  was  1000  francs. 
There  is  a  special  reason  that  this  question  is  in  the 
pile.  In  1978  when  we  were  working  on  the  first  S-B, 
there  was  some  question  on  whether  or  not  that 
Djibouti  series  included  a  500  franc  denomination.  At 
Memphis  that  year,  Amon  Carter  had  a  500  in  his  case 
thus  answering  the  question.  I  was  able  to  squeeze 
that  listing  in  only  because  the  book  had  been 
slightly  delayed.  If  you  look  at  the  listings  for 
Djibouti  in  that  book,  you  can  tell  that  a  little 
squeezing  had  been  done. 

Comments  from  the  field.  Regarding  question  34  Jack 
Hunter  wrote — I  had  to  get  the  book  out  on  this  one! 
The  Manchukuo  flag  has  five  colors,  red,  white,  blue, 
black  &  yellow.  Are  these  real  madness  questions?  Or 
just  spur  of  the  moment?  Keep  them  coming!  [Hm,  Jack 
you  are  really  good.  Yes  n  no.  These  championship 
questions  are  either  direct  madness  questions, 
modified  questions,  or  new  ones  added  to  the  pile. 
Since  they  are  open  book  here  in  the  Gram,  I  sometimes 
change  the  question  a  little  to  make  it  more 
interesting  or  instructive.

While  abstracting  IBNS  articles  for  the  ANS ' s 
publication  "Numismatic  Literature, "  I  ran  across  a 
surprising  tidbit  about  British  Military  Authority 
(BMA)  lire  notes  for  Tripolitania .  The  article  (IBNS 
43:4,  p44)  is  an  account  by  Peter  Symes  of  the 


emissions  of  the  Libyan  Currency  Commission,  which 
commenced  issuing  notes  in  early  1952.  I  would  not 
have  expected  military  currency  to  still  be 
circulating  this  late  in  a  supposedly  liberated  area; 
it  had  been  replaced  in  Germany  and  mainland  Japan  by 
1948.  During  the  initial  replacement  of  locally-circulating 
currencies  with  Libyan  notes,  1.114  million  Egyptian 
pounds,  141.377  million  Algerian  francs,  and  1.216 
billion  BMA  lire  were  withdrawn.  Yes,  I  said  BILLION. 

Granted,  the  lira  was  not  worth  much  (400  to  the  pound 
in  Tripolitania,  480  to  the  pound  in  other  parts  of 

North  Africa),  but  that's  still  a  lot  of  cash.  According  to  Theo  van  Elmpt's 
seminal  book  on  BMA 

currency,  a  total  of  184  cases  of  notes  were  shipped 
from  Libya  to  London  for  destruction  (in  addition  to  a 
much  smaller  quantity  that  was  incinerated  in  Africa) . 

The  British  needed  to  repatriate  the  banknote  paper  to 

England  to  be  pulped  for  making  new  notes.  By  the  end  of  1954,  2595  1000  lire 
notes  and  4937  500 

lire  notes  were  still  outstanding.  That's  not  many  to 
spread  among  the  hundreds  of  military  currency 
collectors,  considering  that  a  substantial  number  of 

those  notes  were  likely  destroyed  in  use.  Related  to  this  -  Milt  Blackburn 
has  consigned  a  copy 

of  Van  Elmpt's  BMA  book  to  the  scholarship  auction  at 
fest  VII  (no  Ski,  you  have  NOT  heard  about  this  yet  - 
I  am  assembling  a  cache  of  materials  for  the  auction 

and  will  communicate  with  you  about  them  shortly) .  Where  is  the  FUN  report? 
All  those  gramsters  there, 

and  a  special  meeting  honoring  Leo,  and  not  a  word 

from  you  guys?  ***********************************************************

Father  of  a  Numismatist

While  working  on  Leo  Mays  notes  etc.,  I  came  across 
the  obituary  of  Leo  G.  May,  Sr.  Leo  had  it  nicely 
laminated  and  carefully  stored  among  his  things.  Not 
only  because  he  was  our  Leos  father,  but  also  because 
he  was  a  WWII  veteran,  I  thought  that  it  would  be 
reasonable  to  share  at  least  most  of  it  here.  I  have 
left  out  the  contributions  information  and  other  minor 
administrative  things.  I  am  sorry  that  I  do  not  know 
from  what  newspaper  the  obituary  came. 

Captain  Leo  May 

(July  24,  1909  February  26,  1995) 


Valle j oCaptain  Leo  G.  Many,  USN  (red.),  former 


administrative  officer  at  Mare  Island  Naval  Shipyard, 
and  who  practiced  law  in  Vallejo  from  1963  to 
1980, died  Sunday  in  a  hospital  in  Walnut  Creek 
following  a  long  illness.  He  was  85. 

He  was  born  in  Rome,  NY  and  was  a  long  time  resident 
of  Vallejo.  He  attended  St.  Aloysius  Academy  in  Rome, 

NY  from  first  to  12th  grades;  entered  the  US  Naval 
Academy  in  1926  and  was  graduated  in  1930  at  age  20. 

He  was  commissioned  ensign  before  bing  old  enough  to 
vote.  During  his  career,  he  served  in  the  battleships 
Wyoming  and  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the  cruiser 
Montgomery  in  the  early  years  of  his  naval  career.  He 
served  as  division  officer  of  the  Beaver  in  1935,  and 
during  World  War  II,  he  commanded  the  destroyers, 
Tattnall  and  Paul  Hamilton  an  served  as  executive 
officer  at  the  Naval  Academy  in  the  fnal  months  of  the 
war.  In  1948,  he  became  officer-in-charge  of  the  Naval 
reserve  Training  Center  at  Utica  and  Syracuse,  NY  , 
and  during  that  time  he  was  promoted  to  captain.  He 
also  served  as  commander  of  the  Mathews  and  was 
commander  of  fleet  activities  at  Sasebo,  Japana, 
before  coming  to  mare  Island  in  1958.  He  retired  from 
the  service  in  1960  after  34  years  in  the  Navy. 

Upon  his  retirement  from  the  Navy,  Captain  May 
attended  Boalt  Hall  Law  chool  of  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley  and  passed  the  1963  fall  bar 
examination . 

Captain  May  was  a  member  of  St.  Cahterine  of  Siena 
Catholic  Church,  Vallejo  Elks  Lodge  No.  559,  and  the 
Kinghts  of  Columbus,  Vallejo  council  No.  874. 

His  wife,  Pricilla  Pat,  preceded  him  in  death. 

He  is  survived  by  a  daughter,  Priscilla  Pam  Kloski 
of  Vallejo;  a  son,  Leo  G.  Jr.  of  Miami,  Fla.;  a 
brother,  J.  Paul  of  East  Aurora,  NY;  six  grandchildren 
and  three  great  grandchildren.

Another  bond  ad  using  a  Japanese  bond  as 
"bait" 

by  Joe  Boling 

I  was  working  on  my  backlog  of  unaccessioned  bonds 
two  nights  ago,  and  came  across  a  very  interesting 
item.  It  is  an  advertisement  promoting  US  bonds,  using 
a  Japanese  bond  as  an  example  of  what  the  US  buyers 
should  be  emulating  -  similar  to  the  Life  magazine  ad 
from  the  National  Dairy  Products  Corporation  that  is 

shown  in  SB  (page  565) .  This  one  is  from  the  Reardon  company  (not  otherwise 

described  -  I  don't  know  what  kind  of  business  they 

were  in) ,  and  the  ad  copy  is  not  nearly  as  explicit  as 

the  one  in  Life  (in  terms  of  describing  how  Japanese 

consumers  are  sacrificing  for  the  war  effort) .  But  the 

part  of  the  piece  that  is  so  intriguing  is  the  serial 

number  of  the  bond  -  mu  121304.  This  is  one  number 

higher  than  the  piece  that  the  Dairy  Corporation  used. 

So,  who  acquired  a  consecutive  group  of  these  Japanese 
China  Incident  treasury  bonds  and  distributed  them  to 

advertising  agencies  to  use  for  ad  copy?  The  Reardon  piece  has  the  bond 
printed  (somewhat 

reduced)  on  one  side  of  the  sheet,  and  the  ad  copy  on 
the  other  side,  in  plain  text  -  not  very  fancy.  It  was 
a  stand-alone  flyer,  not  a  page  in  a  magazine.  But  the 
side  with  the  bond  shows  that  it  is  complete  -  all 
coupons  present.  The  one  in  the  Life  ad  is  folded 
under  so  we  can't  see  the  bottom  row,  and  can't  tell 
whether  it  is  complete.  This  bond  was  issued  13 
December  1940,  so  the  first  coupon  should  have  been 
clipped  and  redeemed  before  our  borders  with  Japan 
were  closed  in  December  1941.  If  the  bond  was  being 
held  by  a  fiduciary  institution  in  the  US,  I  would 
expect  that  to  have  happened  on  schedule.  Similarly, 
if  the  bonds  were  being  held  outside  the  US,  I  would 
have  expected  coupons  to  be  clipped  up  to  the  time 
they  came  into  US  custody.  So  these  unclipped  bonds 
(and  any  others  numbered  on  either  side  of  them)  must 
have  been  held  by  someone  in  the  US  who  could  not 
submit  the  first  coupon  on  schedule,  and  who 
subsequently  lost  control  of  the  pieces  in  some  manner 
that  I  cannot  guess.  Have  any  gramsters  run  into 
accounts  of  Japanese-related  assets  being 

confiscated?  Also  of  current  interest  is  my  source  for  this  piece

Eyes  for  the  Navy 
by  Jim  Downey 

In  a  previous  Gram,  I  discussed  the  "Eyes  for  the 
Navy"  program  from  WWI . 

The  United  States  Navy  was  so  ill-prepared  for  the 
war  that  they  had  to  ask  for  donations  of  binoculars, 
telescopes,  sextants  and  similar  devices  for  the  war. 

A  person  who  donated  to  the  program  received  a 
personal  note  and  a  large,  ornate  certificate  signed 

by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt.  These  documents  are 
highly  sought  after  from  autograph 

collectors.  In  addition  to  these  items,  the  person 
also  received  a  check  for  $1.00  drawn  on  the  US 
Treasury.  The  note  indicated  that  the  check  was 
payment  in  full  for  the  item  donated.  In  the  event 
that  the  item  was  returned  after  the  war,  the  money 
would  be  considered  rent. 

At  the  time  the  previous  article  was  written,  the 
question  was  asked  whether  a  similar  program  was  done 
during  WWI I.  After  a  few  years  of  searching,  I  can 
confirm  that  the  Navy  did  operate  a  similar  program  in 
WWII.  I  recently  acquired  a  US  Treasury  check  for 
$1.00  and  an  accompanying  letter  from  the  Paymaster 
General  of  the  Navy,  Rear  Admiral  W.B.  Young.  The 
letter  thanks  the  recipient  for  his  donation  of  a  pair 
of  binoculars  to  the  US  Navy. 

As  with  the  "Eyes  for  the  Navy"  program  in  WWII, 

Admiral  Young's  letter  also  indicates  that  the  check 
is  payment  for  the  binoculars  and  is  to  be  considered 
rent  in  the  event  that  the  item  was  returned  after  the 
war . 

Unlike  the  WWI  checks  which  indicate  on  them  that 
they  are  for  binoculars,  this  check  does  not  identify 
its  purpose.  The  check  is  a  plain  US  Treasury  check 
from  the  Navy  dated  July  13,  1942.  Without  the 
accompanying  letter,  the  check  loses  its  meaning  since 
its  purpose  is  otherwise  lost.

Comments  from  the  field:  Bill  Meyers  wrote:  he  US 
dismissed  the  JAPWANCAP  case  due  to  expiration  of  the 
statute  of  limitations  so  $0  was  recovered.  Higest  block 
number  is  87 .

Comments  from  the  field:  Champ  Hunter  wrote:  The 
Solomon  Islands,  were  in  the  area  of  Oceania.  So  the 
JIM  used  there  were  in  monetary  units  of  Pounds  and 
shillings.  672,000  notes  to  the  fractional  MPC  unit. 

8000  sheets  X  84  positions.  Challenger  Bill  Meyers 
wrote  Solomon  Islands  used  Oceania  JIM,  in 
denominations  of  1/2,1  and  10  shillings  and  1  pound. 

Roger  Urce  wrote:  The  JIM  notes  for  Oceania  -  in 
Australian  Pounds,  at  20  schillings  to  the  pound,  were 
used  in  the  Solomon  Islands.  For  the  bonus,  there  are 
8000  sheets  each  with  84  notes/sheet  for  a  total  of 
672,00  notes  for  each  of  the  fractional  denominations. 

I  beleive  the  answer  you  are  lookin  for  is  672,000  x 
4  or  2,688,000/full  unit,  [no,  I  do  not  know  where 
the  4  factor  comes  from,  672,000  is  the  answer--ed]  As 
far  as  the  highest  block  number  for  Philippine  JIM,  I 
am  confused.  Gram  1415  has  two  answers  -  74  and  87  as 
reported  by  Bill  Meyers.  Which  is  correct?  [good 
catch  here,  the  largest  that  I  know  of  is  74,  but  I 
repeat  that  I  could  be  corrected  here--Ed] 


Editorial 


An  article,  letter  or  editorial  in  the  e-sylum  last 
week  commented  on  unfinished  or  more  importantly 
unpublished  manuscripts.  I  was  going  to  write  the 
following  commentary  for  that  publication,  but  then 
realized  that  I  could  use  it  here  and  let  Wayne 
republish  it  if  he  would  like. 

Unfortunately,  I  have  a  few  unpublished  manuscripts. 
Of  the  three  that  I  am  thinking  of  (there  might  be 


more) ,  there  is  a  continuum  of  likelihood  that  they 
will  ever  be  published.  In  order  from  most  likely  to 
(eventually)  be  published  they  are  (titles 
approximate) :  United  States  Defense  and  War  Bonds, 
World  War  II  Allied  Military  Currency,  and  Military 
Vignettes . 

All  three  of  these  were  near  publication  at  one  time 
or  another.  The  most  interesting  story  here  is  about 
Military  Vignettes.  In  the  1970s  and  80s  I  wrote  a 
monthly  column  called  Military  Vignettes  for  the  Bank 
Note  Reporter.  Eventually,  I  decided  to  publish  an 
anthology  of  these  many  columns.  The  special  hook  was 
that  I  would  publish  the  articles  as  they  originally 
appeared  with  annotations. 

This  was  in  about  1984.  Word  processors  were  not 
what  they  are  now,  but  still  I  had  one  and  worked  real 
hard  on  the  project.  I  got  most  or  all  of  the  articles 
typed.  I  also  wrote  most  of  the  annotations.  In  many 
cases  the  annotations  were  as  long  or  even  longer  than 
the  original  articles.  I  must  say  that  the  articles 
and  annotations  included  some  really  good  information. 
As  mentioned  in  the  e-sylum,  the  last  10%  causes  a 
lot  of  trouble  and  often  means  the  difference  between 
publishing  and  not.  In  this  case  I  never  got  the  last 
10%  done.  However,  I  did  make  up  a  mock-up  of  the 
cover.  I  also  photographed  it  and  included  it  on  a 
price  list  somewhere  along  the  line.  I  am  pretty  sure 
that  I  never  accepted  any  money  for  copies  because  I 
think  that  (among  other  things)  I  never  decided  on  a 
price.  Some  other  project  got  in  the  way. 
Unfortunately,  Grover  Criswell  lifted  the  notice 
with  picture  of  the  cover  from  some  sales  literature 
and  included  it  on  a  price  list  of  his.  He  must  have 
put  a  price  on  it  because  I  believe  that  he  took  a  few 
orders.  Grover  was  infamous  for  taking  orders  for 
vaporbooks  and  this  was  one  of  his  worst  examples. 

Now  for  the  really  good  part.  You  can  go  to 
Amazon.com  today  and  look  for  this  title  with  author 
Schwan  and  find  that  it  is  out  of  print.  I  would  say 
that  that  is  an  understatement!

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Show  Report--FUN 
by  Roger  Urce 

After  attending  FUN,  we  like  to  take  a  week  or  so 
and  remain  in  Florida  to  relax,  and  on  this  trip,  to 

study  "the  Book"  in  preparation  for  March.  Consequently,  this  report  is 

somewhat  delayed.  Overall  FUN  was  a  good  show;  coin  dealers  far 

outnumbered  paper  money  dealers  and  those  dealt 

primarily  with  US  paper.  A  number  of  dealers  offered 

MPC,  either  in  the  very  common/low  priced  range  or 

scarcer  notes  that  were  priced  accordingly.  We  did 

manage  to  find  some  notes  at  tables  manned  by  Dave 

Amey  and  James  Warmus .  Some  "junk  boxes"  yielded  a 

couple  of  high  grade  French  West  Africa  notes  (SB  1371 

and  SB  1373)  at  very  undervalued  prices  and  a  couple 

of  JAPWANCAP  overstamps  in  varieties  I  did  not  have. 

While  Larry  and  I  were  looking  over  some  notes  at 
Tom  Denly's  table,  Fred  arrived  (the  table  was  right 
up  front  next  to  the  main  entrance) .  As  we  discussed 
various  matters  numismatic,  a  number  of  Festers  passed 
by  and  joined  in  the  discussion  which  lasted  the 
better  part  of  two  hours.  We  were  joined  by  Ray  and 
Pia  Bows  who,  as  has  been  reported,  plan  to  attend  the 
Fest  and  will  have  some  very  interesting  items  from 
various  conflicts  for  show  and  tell.  Later  on  I  asked 
Fred  about  the  organization  of  Remembered  and  said 
that  I  thought  the  listing  could  have  been  done 
alphabetically  by  country  to  make  them  easier  to  find. 

He  related  how  he  and  Joe  organized  the  book  in  its 
present  form  so  that  all  AMC  issues,  JIM  issues  and 
the  like  would  be  listed  together.  I  said  I  could  see 
his  logic,  but  found  it  a  bit  troublesome  finding  the 
quick  country  list  in  the  first  few  pages  of  the  book. 

Fred  replied  the  list  was  not  located  in  front,  only 
the  table  of  contents  were  there,  and  that  the  list 


was  on  the  last  page  to  facilitate  its  use.  Okay,  but 
there  is  a  quick  country  list  in  front  -  no  said  our 

Editor  and  was  insistent  until  I  showed  him  my  copy.  Seems  we  both  learned 

something  we  didn't  know.  Larry  also  had  some  items  for  the  Fest  auction,  one 

of  which  is  a  ledger  from  the  USS  Jack  W.  Wilke  DE  800 

with  entries  beginning  on  24  September  1944  and  ending 

on  30  June  1946.  The  neatly  entered  data  lists  ship's 

store  activities  and  deposits  of  larger  sums  which  are 

speculated  to  be  for  payroll.  A  Google  search 

revealed  the  Wilke  was  named  for  Jack  Winton  Wilke  of 

California  who  as  a  Naval  aviator  was  assigned  to 

Torpedo  Squadron  8  on  board  USS  Hornet.  This 

squadron,  along  with  a  number  of  other  units  engaged 

the  Japanese  at  the  Battle  of  Midway  in  June  of  1942.  Except  for  one  pilot, 
all  were  lost  in  the  battle.  The 

USS  Wilke  was  commissioned  in  March  of  1944  and  saw 
war  duty  as  a  convoy  escort  in  the  Atlantic  and  into 
the  Mediterranean  and  northern  France.  She  also 
operated  with  a  hunter-killer  group  in  the  North 
Atlantic  area. 

Lastly,  I  was  moved  by  all  the  tributes  to  Leo  here 

in  the  Gram  and  at  the  memorial  service  at  the  show.  When  we  walked  in  the 
show  this  time  I  naturally 

looked  for  "the  hat"  and,  as  is  my  habit  at  all  shows, 
go  right  over  to  Leo's  table.  Of  course  I  knew  the 
hat  wouldn't  be  there,  but  we  went  to  the  table 
anyway.  I  think  Ski  put  it  best  when  he  said  that  our 
base  of  operations  was  gone  -  everybody  wound  up  at 
Leo's  table  and  we  will  all  miss  him  and  doing  that.

Burma  JIM  lc,  highest,  100  rupee 
Malaya  JIM  lc,  highest,  $1000 

NEI  JIM  een  cent,  highest,  10  gulden,  (not  counting 
Southern  Development  notes) . 

Philippines  JIM  1  centavo,  highest,  10  pesos.  (Again, 
No  S . D .  notes )  . 

Throw  in  the  Southern  development  bank  issues,  which 
are  different  ISSUES,  then  things  go  up  from  there 
(higher? ) . 

Also,  in  WWII  MC  it  plainly  shows  that  the  HIGHEST 
block  number  for  Philippines  JIM  is  87  !  That  occurs 
on  the  one  peso  note  listed  as  127a,  on  page  162. 

These  are  the  notes  that  have  block  number  only  (no 
serial  #  ) . 

Frankly,  at  your  advanced  age,  I  figured  you  would 
have  quit  with  the  "higher"  stuff  a  long  time  ago.  I 
can  understand  it  while  you  were  in  Viet  Nam,  but  hey, 
the  war  is  over  my  friend.  So  step  away  from  the  hash 
pipe.  ;-)  Poetry??

Bill  Myers  wrote:  The  HOOMA  medal  from  1942  had  a  poem 
by  HOOMA  on  the  reverse. 

Burma  has  a  1  cent  JIM  with  highest  denomination  of 
100  rupees  Malaya  has  a  1  cent  JIM  with  the  highest 
denomination  of  1000  dollars  Netherlands  East  Indies 
has  a  one  (ein)  cent  note  with  highest  denomination  of 
100  roepiah  Philippines  has  a  one  centavo  which  I  have 
seen  abbreviated  as  cent,  the  highest  denomination  is 
100  pesos. 

As  far  as  the  question,  what  is  the  highest  block 
reported  for  Philippine  JIM  I  got  87  from  page  636  of 
WWII  Remembered  where  it  list  the  reported  block 
numbers  and  for  1  peso  notes  (2227b)  it  list  block  87. 
I  have  a  1  peso  note  with  block  number  83.  Scan 
attached.  Did  I  miss 

something  in  the  question?  [well,  I  really  walked  on 
myself  with  these!  It  was  probably  clear  that  while  I 
was  on  the  road,  I  was  not  taking  questions  from  the 
actual  March  Madness  cards,  but  was  adlibing  the 
questions  (I  tried  not  to  adlib  the  answers) .  With  all 
of  the  talk  about  JIM,  I  thought  that  we  should 
emphasize  questions  on  that  subject.

Comments  from  the  field:  Champion  Jack  wrote:  I  guess 
that  you  won't  send  out  a  new  Gram  until  you  get 
answers  to  the  championship  questions.  So  I  guess  I'll 
take  a  stab  at  them. 

The  animal  that  appears  on  the  State  of  Burma  notes  is 
a  peacock,  and  the  only  other  vignette  is  of  Ba  Maw  on 
the  100  rupee. 

I  think  I  have  figured  out  your  difficulty  ratings 
too.  The  more  entries  you  need  to  look  at  in  the  book, 
the  higher  the  rating.  There  are  ten  different 
references  to  Burma  in  the  index!  It's  almost  a  crap 
shoot  to  get  the  right  one.  I'm  just  kidding  of 
course,  just  a  follow  up  on  Roger's  comments  about  the 
whole  layout  of  the  book.  Once  you  get  used  to  the 
black  hole  logic  of  it,  it's  a  piece  of  cake...  Yeah 
right!  [I  have  been  expecting  more  comments  on  the 
difficulty  rating--Ed] 

Bill  Myers  wrote:  The  notes  printed  in  Japan  have  a 
Burmese  peacock  on  the  face.  The  local  printed  notes 
have  a  stylized  peacock.  There  appears  to  be  a 
stylized  bird  between  the  peacocks  around  the  edge 
(eagle?)  and  a  chinze  in  the  lower  right  corner  of  the 
face . 

Roger  Urce  wrote:  The  Burmese  peacock  is  on  the  face 
of  the  State  of  Burma  notes  printed  in  Japan;  Ba  Maw 
is  the  other  vignette  (along  with  a  stylized  peacock) 
on  the  locally  printed  Burmese  notes.  BTW  -  regarding 
the  block  number  question  for  Philippine  JIM,  it  seems 
that  87  is  the  correct  answer;  as  for  the  one  cent 
question,  can  we  presume  it  will  not  be  among  those 
used  in  March?  [the  most  interesting  response  came 
from  a  person  (held  namless  here)  who  insisted  that  a 
bird  is  not  an  animal.  Dictionary  debate  ensued.  I 
stand  with  peacock . --Ed]

The  first  (issued)  Series  591  25  cent  replacement 
has  been  found--and  sold  (at  least  twice) .  News  of  the 
discovery  spread  like  wildfire  at  FUN. 

David  Seelye  arranged  to  buy  the  note  just  before 
arriving  at  FUN  and  carried  the  secret  of  the 
discovery  to  the  show.  There  he  tried  to  keep  it 
secret  until  his  target  was  in  sight,  but  he  could  not 
hold  it  in  and  the  secret  leaked. 

The  note  is  a  beautiful  extremely  fine,  serial 
number  G00256102.  Seelye  sold  the  note  at  the  show 
with  several  collectors  witnessing  the  transaction  in 
addition  to  David  and  the  target. 

Of  the  90  issued  types  of  MPC,  87  had  been  known  in 
collections  before  FUN.  This  discovery  leaves  two  as 
yet  unrecorded.  Both  of  these  would  have  been  unlikely 
candidates  to  be  finalists  when  the  survey  of 
replacements  was  begun  some  30  years  ago.  They  are 
Series  481  $5  and  Series  651  $5.

Editorial 


The  lead  story  about  the  discovery  of  the  first 
replacement  591  25  cent  is  certainly  exciting.  It 
brings  up  interesting  research  questions  and  probably 
other  issues  as  well.  Less  obvious  are  the  editorial 
questions  involved. 

My  Bank  Note  Reporter  arrived  today.  I  hope  that  you 
subscribe  to  the  BNR.  If  you  do  not  you  should  (more 
on  that  below) .  In  a  letter  to  the  editor  from  Paul  (below)  he 
indirectly  points  out  the  discovery  of  the  replacement 
and  that  I  was  the  buyer  of  the  note. 

This  means  that  I  knew  about  the  discovery  about  two 
weeks  ago.  Why  did  I  not  report  this  important 
discovery  in  the  Gram?  Should  I  have?  I  will  answer 
the  first,  and  ask  your  comment  on  the  second 
question . 

This  discovery  was  certainly  the  type  that  deserved 
to  be  announced  in  the  Gram  and  I  would  certainly  have 
loved  to  have  made  the  announcement  here.  On  the  other 
hand  because  of  the  venue  of  the  event,  David  Harper 
of  the  Bank  Note  Reporter  was  present  for  the 
transaction  and  not  only  agreed  to  put  it  on  the  front 
page  of  the  BNR,  but  wanted  to  do  so.  It  is  a  singular 
honor  to  have  a  MPC  story  on  the  front  page  of  the  BNR 
and  one  that  should  be  seized  upon.  I  should  note  that 
in  the  accompanying  story  I  was  also  able  to  get  in  a 
plug  for  MPCFest. 

While  David  did  not  specifically  request  or  imply 
that  I  should  withhold  the  news  until  it  had  appeared 
in  the  BNR,  I  know  from  experience  with  David  and  from 
my  own  experience  as  editor  that  he  would  like  to  have 
the  story  first.  I  believe  that  we  should  reinforce 
the  appropriate  behavior  (publishing  an  important  MPC 
story  on  the  front  page  of  the  BNR)  and  I  belive  that 
witholding  the  story  until  the  BNR  arrived  in  mail 
boxes  was  an  appropriate  reinforcement. 

I  must  confess  another  ugly  matter--money .  When  I 
make  such  submissions  to  the  BNR  I  actually  get  paid 
(gasp) .  It  is  a  small  amount,  but  in  terms  of 
disclosure  I  must  mention  it.  I  will  leave  it  for  you 
to  figure  out  the  comparison  of  amounts  received  for 
writing  here  vs  writing  for  the  BNR. 

Wait,  it  gets  better.  During  discussion  with  David 
Kranz  on  the  above  subject  while  David  Harper  was  on 
vaction,  I  more  or  less  agreed  to  start  writing 
regularly  for  the  BNR  again  (I  wrote  a  long  running 
column  for  the  paper  in  the  70s  and  80s) .  This  likely 
will  mean  that  there  will  be  many  features  and  at 
least  some  news  that  I  will  submit  to  the  BNR  before 


it  appears  in  the  Gram.  For  those  of  you  who  subscribe 
to  the  BNR,  it  probably  does  not  make  a  difference. 
Perhaps  there  will  be  a  few  of  you  who  do  not 
subscribe  who  might  be  encouraged  to  do  so  because  of 
these  (promised)  articles. 

A  really  interesting  twist  to  the  replacement  story 
concerns  the  collector  witnesses  to  the  transaction. 

If  they  had  written  a  litter  to  the  editor  about  the 
event,  it  would  have  been  much  harder  to  ethically 
withhold  their  comments  because  of  the  considerations 
above .

Good  grief!  Why  do  I  have  to  read  in  Coin  World 
that  military  seminarian  COL  (Dr)  William  (Bill)  Myers 
won  best  in  show  at  FUN  with  a  military  money 
exhibit? !  This  should  have  been  trumpeted  across  the 
web  two  weeks  ago!  Bill  showed  the  pogs  that  AAFES  has 
been  issuing  for  several  years  now.  Although  there  was 
no  mention  of  stored  value  cards  in  the  CW  writeup,  I 
would  not  be  surprised  if  at  least  one  of  those  was 
also  shown  as  ancillary  material.  They  were  the  topic 
of  Bill's  show-and-tell  at  the  mini-fest  at  the 
Colorado  Springs  coin  show  last  summer.  According  to 
the  article.  Bill  is  deploying  again  soon,  so  I 

suspect  we  won't  see  him  at  seminar  this  year.  I  was  in  my  local  bank  last 
week  to  pick  up  some 

Sacagawea  or  Susan  B  Anthony  dollar  coins  (I  carry 
them  all  the  time,  together  with  $2  notes,  in  lieu  of 
dollar  bills) .  The  vault  teller  was  not  in,  so  I  could 
not  get  a  roll,  and  had  to  content  myself  with  the 
loose  coins  that  the  teller  I  was  talking  to  had  in 
her  till  -  fifteen  of  them.  As  she  pushed  them  across 
the  counter,  I  saw  that  there  were  three  SBA  and  the 
rest  were  golden  dollars  -  except  that  one  was  the 
wrong  size  -  a  tad  small.  The  design  was  also  wrong  - 
I  pointed  to  it  and  said  that  it  was  not  a  US  dollar. 

But  it  was  exactly  the  same  color  as  the  US  "gold" 
dollars.  Upon  picking  it  up  and  examining  it,  I  discovered 
that  it  is  an  Australian  $1  coin  (worth  75c  at  current 
rates),  and  a  WWII  commemorative.  The  reverse  shows  a 
man  standing  on  one  foot  with  his  hat  in  hand  held 
enthusiastically  aloft,  and  his  shadow  extending 
behind  him  (the  first  time  I  have  ever  seen  that  kind 
of  artwork  used  as  a  coin  design) .  Above  is  the 
inscription  WORLD  WAR  1939-1945  PEACE.  It  is  too  new 
to  be  in  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins,  so  I 

cannot  report  a  KM  number.  Naturally,  I  did  not  leave  it  there  -  I  paid  the 

teller  a  dollar  for  it  and  brought  it  home  with  the 

other  dollar  coins  she  offered.  I  think  it  is 

fascinating  that  this  piece  infiltrated  a  US  bank 

based  only  on  its  color.  It  is  possible  that  the 

original  depositor  thought  it  was  a  legitimate  dollar, 

since  it  says  1  DOLLAR  next  to  the  dancing  man.  It  is 

only  on  the  obverse  that  the  non-US  connection  is  made 

-  a  matronly  head  labeled  ELIZABETH  II  and  the  words 

AUSTRALIA  2005. 

Now,  here's  a  conundrum  that  one  of  our  Australian 
readers  can  address.  Why  is  the  Australian  $2  coin 


only  2/3  the  size  of  the  $1  coin?  We  have  the  same 
situation  in  the  US  (which  is  confusing  to 
youngsters),  with  the  5c  coin  larger  than  the  10c 
coin,  but  there  is  a  history  associated  with  that 
relating  to  the  past  use  of  silver  in  the  smaller 
coin.  There  is  no  such  history  in  Australia  -  why  the 
anomaly?

Dear  freditor, 

I  read  with  interest  Joe's  comment  on  the  Aussie 
coin  he  recently  received  and  the  questions  he  raised. 
The  $2  is  smaller  than  the  $1  for  2  main  reasons  as 
far  as  I  am  aware.  Firstly  the  smaller  blanks  are 
cheaper  to  produce,  but  probably  the  main  reason  is 
the  great  care  is  made  to  distinguish  the  size  & 
sometimes  shape  of  all  Aussie  decimal  coins  to  enable 
the  blind  to  differentiate.  This  came  about  after  the 
debacle  of  the  1966  round  50  cent  piece,  which  was 
incredibly  close  in  size  to  the  20  cent  piece.  Hence 
the  change  to  a  12  sided  coin.  Autralia  removed  the  2 
smallest  coins  from  circulation  a  few  years  ago,  the  1 
&  2  cent  pieces,  &  the  $2  note.  The  5  cent  is  the 
smallest  with  the  $2  similar  in  size  but  heavier, 
thicker  &  also  not 

milled  around  the  entire  circumference. 

If  the  $2  was  made  to  the  next  size  over  the  $1,  it 
would  probably  use  about  4  times  the  amount  of  metal 
per  coin  &  be  too  heavy  &  cumbersome! 

The  $1  coin  Joe  mentions  is  part  of  a  set  that  was 
produced  to  commemorate  WWII,  another  was  done  to 
commemorate  the  90th  anniversay  of  ANZAC!  (I'd  be 
interested  to  know  how  many  of  my  American  friends 
know  that  story?) 

If  anyone  is  interested,  further  info  on  these  coins 
can  be  found  at  www.ramint.gov.au  the  official  website 
of  the  Royal  mint  in  Canberra.

Make  Money  With  This  Tip 
by  Joe  Boling 

In  the  BNR  article  about  the  replacement  series  591 
quarter,  Fred  says  that  the  serial  number  (G00256102) 
indicates  that  at  least  8500  replacements  were  issued. 

This  assumes  that  replacements  were  used  by  the  sheet, 
and  that  102  sheets  (8568  notes)  were  used.  But  we 
know  that  replacements  have  also  appeared  in  packs 
(straps) .  What  if  the  first  100  sheets  were  cut  up 
into  straps  and  used  for  individual  note  replacement, 
and  sheets  101  and  higher  were  used  for  sheet  by  sheet 
replacement?  We  could  have  as  few  as  two  sheets  of 
replacements  having  been  used.  The  fact  is  that  unless 
we  have  information  from  inside  the  plant  about 
exactly  how  replacements  were  handled,  we  cannot 
conclude  that  about  8500  replacements  were  used  for 
this  emission.  [I  agree  with  Joe,  but  still  this  is 
the  best  method  that  we  have  of  estimating  the  number 
of  replacements  issued--Ed.] 

Somebody  asked  about  sources  of  ANA  summer  seminar 
scholarships  for  exhibitors.  The  YN  best  of  show 
exhibitor  at  the  summer  ANA  convention  gets  one.  In 
addition,  the  winer  of  the  National  Con  Week  class  at 
the  spring  conventin  also  gets  one.  The  Pacific  NW 
Numismatic  Assn  does  not  give  a  scholarship  for 
exhibiting,  but  its  best  of  show  exhibitor  gets  $200 
toward  the  expenses  of  taking  the  winning  exhibit  to 
the  ANA  convention  in  the  same  year.  But  PNNA  does 
award  two  scholarships  (one  to  a  YN)  each  year  (for  up 
to  $1000  each,  which  covers  some  of  the 
transportation) ,  and  the  Seattle  Numismatic  Society 
also  offers  a  tuition/lodging  scholarship  (at  the 
ANA's  lowest  rate,  and  with  no  transportation) .  Many 
other  regional  and  local  organizations  offer 

scholarships  as  well  -  if  you  belong  to  one,  inquire.  Speaking  of  summer 
seminar,  ANA  recently  posted  an 

increase  in  prices.  For  those  staying  in  Loomis 
Dormitory,  the  price  went  up  $100  (to  $749) .  For  those 
staying  in  the  "western  ridge"  apartments,  the  price 


went  up  $50  (to  $949)  .  It's  pretty  dumb  to  raise  the 
price  in  the  middle  of  an  application  season  (this 
should  have  been  announced  last  August,  not  this 
month) .  The  old  prices  are  available  through  the  end 
of  this  month  -  applications  postmarked  after  1  Feb 
will  be  at  the  new  rates,  so  if  you  are  planning  to 
get  to  ANA  this  summer  (and  if  Fred  gets  this 
published  before  1  Feb),  get  your  application  in  NOW. 

You  need  only  make  a  deposit  to  confirm  at  the  old 
price  -  according  to  Barb  Olson  today  (Monday  30  Jan) , 
full  payment  is  not  needed  at  this  time.

Auction  Preview 
by  Larry  "Ski"  Smulczenski 

It  appears  that  we  will  again  have  a  very  interesting 
and  successful  auction  at  this  years  Fest.  There  are 
plenty  of  things  in  the  listing  that  each  and  every 
gramster  will  probably  be  interested  in  and  can  add  to 
their  collections.  There  are  some  rare  and  expensive 
lots  and  also  many  inexpensive  items  that  possibly  can 
be  stolen.  Again  as  in  the  past,  there  have  been  a 
number  of  very  generous  individuals  that  have  donated 
items  to  the  auction  with  the  proceeds  going  to  the 
scholarship  fund.  Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
go  out  to  each  and  every  one  of  them.  Although  we 
appreciate  every  donation,  I  would  like  to  highlight 
the  donations  of  three  individuals.  Ed  Hoffman  who  has 
long  been  a  dealer  of  MPC  and  other  military  notes 
generously  donated  four  lovely  MPC  replacements.  These 
include  a  series  541/25c  note  in  fine  condition  which 
is  quite  nice  but  does  have  a  number  "9"  in  crayon  on 
the  right  side  of  the  face.  This  note  (F00048462)  is 
not  listed  in  the  catalog  and  the  serial  number  is 
significantly  lower  than  the  lowest  one  listed.  Also 
donated  are  541/50c  (F00314243)  in  VF,  591/5c 
(G00249810)  Fine  and  692/5c  (E00661618)  Fine.  The 
first  two  are  not  listed  in  the  catalog,  the  third  one 
is  but  notice  that  it  is  a  Flipper.  These  are  all 
great  items  looking  for  a  new  home. 

The  other  two  individuals  that  I  would  like  to 
mention  are  Dave  Seelye  and  Val  May.  Dave  has  always 
generously  supported  our  cause  and  this  year  was  no 
exception.  Roger  Urce  has  already  reviewed  the  Special 
Cash  Book  from  the  USS  Jack  W.  Wilke  that  we  had 
perused  at  FUN.  Some  of  the  other  items  that  Dave 
donated  are  a  brand  new  Black  light,  a  panoramic  photo 
of  the  Roosevelt  Dam  (Vignette  from  the  back  of  the 
692/$20),  great  catalog  of  Danish  military  notes,  and 
two  super  Posters  mounted  on  canvas.  Valerie  has 
donated  a  group  of  items  in  memory  of  Leo  to  benefit 


the  scholarship  program.  Some  of  these  include  a  $50 
Chinese  Aviation  Bond,  two  Newfoundland  War  Savings 
Certificates,  a  group  of  chit  books  and  some 
Numismatic  Circulating  Checks  from  Leo  May  Enterprises 
signed  by  Fred  Schwan  and  dated  in  April  of  1995.  I 
don't  remember  seeing  these  Circulating  Checks  before 
and  as  I  understand  what  I  have  heard  is  that  this  was 
the  first  attempt  at  creating  a  circulating  medium  of 
exchange  in  the  numismatic  community.  Could  this  be 
the  forerunner  to  MFC  and  how  many  of  them  still 
exist? 

Thanks  also  to  Wendell  Wolka,  Adolf  Witzke,  Dick  and 
Loretta  Freyser,  Gail  Baker,  Colin  Bruce,  Masaki 
Yosihmura,  A1  Glaser,  Ron  Waddell,  Dan  and  Kathy 
Freeland,  Tom  Warburton,  John  and  Nancy  Wilson  and 
Howard  Daniel. 

Some  of  the  other  great  items  that  you  might  want  to 
look  for  include  the  three  specimen  booklets  that  have 
been  the  feature  item  of  a  previous  Gram.  These  are 
super  items.  We  also  have  three  Thai  and  one  Korean 
coupon  that  will  be  up  for  bids.  An  item  that  has  not 
been  seen  before  is  a  MPC  check  redeemable  in  MPC  or 
Francs  issued  thru  the  American  Express  Company  in 
Fontainbleau,  France  which  was  the  first  Headquarters 
of  NATO.  A  group  of  gasoline  coupons,  savings  bonds 
and  MFC  will  also  be  available.  Another  neat  item  is 
an  Azid  Hind  counterstamped  rupee  coin  that  has  been 
written  about  in  the  Gram.  Other  coins/tokens  included 
are  a  25  ore  Ministerie  van  Oorlog  token,  a  3d 
Australian  internment  camp  token,  a  set  of  four  Irish 
internment  camp  coins  from  Curragh  and  then  my 
favorite . 

Most  of  you  know  how  I  despise  plastic  but  this  is 
one  I  probably  will  bid  on.  We  have  here  an 
encapsulated  20  mark  coin  from  the  Litzmannstadt 
Ghetto,  S/B  1026  page  781.  This  coin  is  graded  as 
AU-50  and  that  is  all.  But  if  you  are  smart  enough  to 
go  into  WWII  Remembered,  you  will  find  that  that  this 
coin,  encased  in  plastic  in  a  well  known  company's 
slab  is  indeed  a  counterfeit  as  it  does  not  have  the 
small  triangle  on  the  reverse  as  described  in  the 
book.  The  self-proclaimed  experts  goofed  and  if  you 
buy  plastic  instead  of  reading  the  book  you  would  have 
paid  six  times  what  you  should  have  for  this  little 
gem.  That  is  my  word  to  the  wise:  read  the  book. 

There  are  many  other  neat  things  including  sets  of 
AMC  stamps,  Rosie  the  Rivet  items,  ration  items, 
books,  manuals  and  a  great  photo  album  with  pictures 
of  postwar  Japan  that  you  might  want  to  look  at,  but 
that's  enough  to  wet  you  whistle  for  the  time  being. 

We  will  try  to  get  a  copy  of  the  auction  in  the  Gram 
in  the  next  week  or  so.  By  the  way,  for  you  that  did 
not  get  your  lots  in,  sorry,  but  the  auction  is  closed 
until  next  year.  **************************************

Comments  from  the  field:  Jack  (champ)  Hunter  worte: 

BMA  notes  were  overprinted  for  Bulgaria,  France  and 
Greece.  Felix  Eboue,  who's  portrait  appears  on  the  100 
francs  note  of  L'Afrique  Equatoriale  Francaise.  Chad. 
French  Equatorial  Africa.  Cool  note  btw.  [I  think 
that  Jack  is  saying  that  the  answer  is  Chad.  That  is 
not  correct.]  Bill  Myers  wrote: The  initial  BMA  were 
overprinted  with  Bulgaria,  France  &  Greece.  Felix 
Eboue  was  appointed  Governor  of  French  Equitorial 
Africa.  [The  twist  and  the  reason  for  the  difficulty  3 
rating  is  that  Eboue  was  governor  of  Chad  when  the  war 
stated.  After  France  fell,  de  Guale  appointed  him 
governor  general  of  French  Equatorial  Africa.] 


Editorial 


That  the  Fest  is  less  than  a  month  away  is  not  all 
that  surprising  to  me.  What  IS  surprising  is  that  it 
is  Fest  VII  that  we  are  talking  about.  But  then  again, 
I  remember  making  a  wager  on  Super  Bowl  I . 

I  think  that  it  was  in  1422  that  Ed  Beaman  took  me 
to  task  for  an  editorial  decision  to  in  his  view 
withold  some  information  from  the  Gram.  I  would  prefer 
to  say  that  I  elegantly  coordinated  the  information, 
but  still  I  appreciate  the  comments.  This  issue  has 
come  up  in  a  serious  way  only  one  time  before.  In  that 
case,  I  think  that  the  complaint  was  absolutely 
correct  and  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  withhold  the  info 
(thanks  TK) . 

In  this  case  I  still  think  that  the  overall  good  was 
best  served  in  the  way  that  it  was  handled.  Part  of 
this  opinion  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  there  was 
very  little  liklliehood  of  harm  for  a  Gramster  by 
waiting  two  weeks  to  get  the  info.  After  all,  the  only 
one  who  could  remotely  be  hurt  might  be  a  person  who 


might  be  offerred  a  Serie  591  25  cent  replacement 
during  that  time.  In  such  an  unlikely  case,  that  would 
be  a  very  lucky  person  indeed  whether  it  was  the  first 
or  second  one  reported. 

I  recently  have  had  feedback  that  both  the  Bank  Note 
Reporter  and  the  Gram  have  powerful  reaches.  Jane  at 
the  ANA  told  me  that  she  received  17  emails  about  the 
increase  in  seminar  rates  based  on  the  Gram  article.  I 
think  that  is  great.  Spectacular  even.  On  the  other 
hand,  both  yesterday  and  today  I  received 
contratulatory  calls  from  collectors  based  upon  the 
BNR  story. 

What  are  our  rights  and  responsibilities  as  editor? 
Neither  of  these  is  very  well  defined  and  I  admit  to 
no  formal  (or  informal  for  that  matter)  training  in 
this  area  other  than  being  an  avid  reader. 

We  edit,  that  is  change,  many  articles  and  letters 
that  arrive.  Obviously,  we  (I)  change  them  because  I 
think  that  the  change  is  necessary  or  desirable.  In 
only  one  case  did  I  not  publish  a  letter  because  I 
thought  that  it  was  biased,  ugly,  incorrect  or  all 
three.  Oops,  now  that  I  think  about  it,  there  may  have 
been  two  cases  like  his. 

One  writer  told  me  that  he  likes  to  see  how  I 
changed  his  material  and  that  he  learns  from  it. 

It  does  not  happen  so  much  any  more,  but  I  routinely 
change  obverse  to  face  when  a  writer  is  talking  about 
a  note.  I  often  change  capitalization,  but  for  example 
with  Ed's  letter (s),  I  do  not  do  that  because  his  use 
of  capitalization  is  creative  and  is  part  of  his 
personality  and  message. 

I  routinely  remove  titles  from  names  because  I  feel 
that  we  are  a  fun  hobby  publication,  not  a 
professional  journal  of  any  kind.  An  exception  to  this 
is  Howard  Daniel  who  routinely  calls  himself  The 
Master  Sergeant.  Instead  of  finding  this  pretentious, 

I  find  it  cute  or  quaint  and  more  like  a  nick  name 
than  a  title.  Indeed,  I  will  not  bore  you  with  my  view 
of  whether  this  is  actually  a  title  at  all. 

I  frequently  hold  a  letter  or  even  a  news  item  with 
a  plan  of  coordinating  several  items.  Of  coruse  as 
with  all  of  the  above  issues,  I  too  can  make  mistakes.

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Occupied  Jersey  and  Guernsey 
By  Steve  Feller 

The  British  Channel  Islands  are  excellent  places  to 
visit  for  the  collector  intrigued  with  how  history 
connects  to  bank  notes.  For  years,  I  have  wanted  to 
visit  these  islands  and  recently  I  spent  three  days  in 
the  two  bailiwicks  of  Jersey  and  Guernsey.  For  me  the 
historical  connection  was  the  fact  that  German  forces 
in  fact,  occupied  these  two  bits  of  British  territory 
during  World  War  II.  This  occupation  was  not  gentle 
and  the  islanders  endured  almost  five  years  of  it 
until  their  liberation  occurred  on  VE  day  plus  one:  9 
May  1945.  The  occupation  began  at  the  very  end  of  June 
1940  after  Britain  realized  that  the  islands  could  not 
be  defended  following  the  fall  of  France. 

Geographically,  the  islands  are  close  to  France 
(even  as  close  as  nine  miles  from  Normandy) .  Thus,  the 
Germans  arrived  without  resistance.  We  began  our 
numismatic  adventure  on  Jersey,  the  largest  of  the 
islands.  The  flight  from  Coventry,  England  (where  I  am 
living  temporarily)  took  but  one  hour.  After  an 
enjoyable  Asian  fusion  meal,  my  wife  and  I  rested  in 
our  hotel  just  off  the  city  center  of  St.  Helier,  the 
capital  of  Jersey.  Next  morning  we  walked  to  the 
liberation  plaza  opposite  the  German  command  center, 
the  four-star  hotel  Pom  dOr.  Along  the  way,  we  walked 
by  one  of  Jerseys  occupation  museums  and  noted  that 
it  would  open  at  10:00  A.M.  Tourist  information 
yielded  the  location  of  St.  Heliers  coin  shop  and 
after  some  shopping  for  pearls  for  my  better  half  I 


easily  found  the  shop--a  wonderful  eclectic  place  that 
mainly  dealt  with  coins  but  had  a  considerable  amount 
of  bank  notes  and  associated  artifacts  as  well.  After 
I  mentioned  my  interests,  the  proprietor  showed  me  a 
good  selection  of  the  Jersey  occupation  notes.  He  then 
said  that  he  thought  he  might  have  a  complete  set 
including  the  rare  ten  shilling  and  one  pound  notes 
and  if  I  could  stop  back  in  a  few  hours  he  would  look 
at  home  during  lunch.  Naturally,  I  agreed  to  return. 

We  next  went  to  the  occupation  museum  which,  while 
interesting,  did  not  care  for  it  artifacts  very  well. 

At  one  point  original  Canadian  relief  supply  packages 
were  being  used  to  prop  up  a  display!  However,  the 
museum  did  have  a  rather  large  collection  of  monetary 
issues  including  many  ration  books.  Many  digital 
photos  later  we  left  the  museum  and  had  a  nice  lunch 
at  a  local  Italian  place.  While  walking  after  lunch  I 
hailed  a  cab  and  asked  the  driver  to  take  us  around 
the  island  for  an  hour  or  so  to  see  sites  associated 
with  the  German  occupation.  The  driver,  a  woman  from 
England,  knew  the  island  well--it  is  but  45  square 
miles  and  we  went  to  many  bunkers  gun  emplacements 
scattered  among  sites  of  splendid  beauty  as  well.  It 
really  does  not  take  much  more  than  an  hour  to  go  all 
the  way  around.  The  islands  are  said  to  have  been 
among  the  heaviest  fortified  places  in  Nazi-occupied 
Europe  with  many  miles  of  underground  tunnels  as  well. 

Dozens  of  pictures  later  the  cab  dropped  my  wife  off 
for  a  well-earned  nap  at  our  hotel  and  continued  on 
with  me  back  to  the  coin  shop.  Of  course,  this  is  the 
optimal  way  to  buy  bank  notes  while  married  and  soon 
the  Feller  collection  had  a  complete  set  of  the  Jersey 
occupation  notes.  Also  purchased  were  common  German 
occupation  notes  because  they  were  brought  into  the 
shop  at  the  same  time  as  Jersey  occupation  notes  by 
the  locals--in  other  words,  they  were  the  actual 
German  notes  used  on  Jersey— however;  the  notes 
themselves  cannot  prove  this.  Still  I  paid  just  a  few 
pounds  for  these.  As  a  parting  purchase,  I  obtained  an 
original  Jersey  newspaper  from  the  beginning  of  the 
occupation  giving  the  rules  for  the  civilian 
population--this  was  well  worth  an  additional  five 
pounds . 

In  my  next  installment,  I  will  describe  our  visit  to 
Guernsey,  which  had  many  more  adventures  that  are 
numismatic-in  fact  more  than  on  Jersey  since  we  spent 
more  time  there.

Occupied  Jersey  and  Guernsey  part  II 
By  Steve  Feller 

The  next  morning  we  took  a  flight  to  Guernseywe  were 
in  the  air  for  less  than  15  minutes!  After  checking  in 
to  Moores  Central  Hotel  we  walked  around  the 
atmospheric  capital  of  St.  Peter  Port-I  also  used  an 
ATM  machine  there  to  get  some  Guernsey  money.  Being  a 
Sunday  our  options  were  limited  but  as  luck  would  have 
it  the  main  occupation  museum  was  open.  This 
necessitated  a  cab  ride  of  about  10  poundspaid  for  in 
Guernsey  currency  for  fun  (they  take  British, 

Guernsey,  or  Jersey  equally) .  This  museum  was  larger 
and  better  presented  than  its  counterpart  on  Jersey 
was.  Again  I  saw  many  ration  books  and  many  examples 
of  both  Guernseys  and  Jerseys  occupation  currency. 

They  had  all  sorts  of  artifacts  in  various  states  of 
disrepair  and  age.  As  I  was  about  to  leave  I  bought  a 
Guernsey  occupation  stamp  for  95  pence.  I  also  bought 
some  first  hand  accounts  of  the  occupation.  The  staff 
person  was  knowledgeable  about  the  period.  I  mentioned 
that  I  collect  bank  notes  and  write  about  them  at 


which  point  he  became  animated  and  told  me  he  would 
check  the  archives  of  the  museum  for  duplicates  and  he 
even  indicated  they  might  sell  some!  While  my  bride 
had  tea,  he  rummaged.  How  British  is  it  to  have  a 
tearoom  in  an  occupation  museum?  After  a  long  while  he 
said  he  needed  more  time  and  we  arranged  for  him  to 
come  to  our  hotel  at  8:30  P.M.  As  we  were  looking  for 
the  bus  stop  to  go  back  to  St.  Peter  Port  we  met  his 
wife,  an  exuberant  lay  reader  at  a  local  church.  After 
a  brief  chat  we  discovered  that  she  had  spent  a  summer 

in  Iowa  near  Cedar  Rapids!  The  bus  brought  us  back  to  the  capital  and  we  had 

a  mice  lunch.  Walking  back  to  the  hotel  I  did  a  double 

take  when  I  saw  the  pub  by  the  hotel  was  named  the 

Thomas  de  la  Rue!  More  snaps  on  the  camera  and  an 

inquiry  led  to  the  story  that  this  was  the  former  home 

of  the  one  and  only  founder  of  the  great  printing 

firm.  When  we  bought  Guernsey  postage  the  stamps  were 

de  la  Rue  commoratives .  A  nap  and  a  nice  seafood 

dinner  brought  us  near  to  the  time  of  our  meeting  with 

the  museum  chap  and  his  wife.  Promptly  at  8:30  they 

arrived  and  he  suddenly  remembered  that  he  had  left 

the  crucial  envelope  in  the  car.  After  a  few  minutes 

he  showed  me  the  museum  duplicates:  Guernsey  and 

Jersey  occupation  notes,  but  alas,  he  was  very 

knowledgeable  about  prices.  Still  we  made  a  deal  on  a 

lovely  blue  paper  six  pence  Guernsey  note  from  1942. 

Then  he  showed  me  an  interment  camp  note!  It  was  from 
a  German  camp  for  Jerseymen  sent  to  the  mainland.  I 
had  never  seen  it  before  and  it  had  a  WWI  look  but 
still  since  he  told  me  he  had  obtained  it  from  an 
inmate  and  had  seen  but  a  few  I  asked  him  to  scan  it 
for  me.  He  then  asked  if  I  had  seen  the  other  one  on 
exhibit  from  yet  another  camp.  No,  I  had  not!  Again,  a 
request  for  help  to  him  went  forth.  I  am  eagerly 
awaiting  his  information.  I  also  learned  that  the 
occupation  money  from  both  islands  could  be  used  on 

both  during  the  war.  Next  morning  we  did  some  shopping  and  at  the  post 
office  I  bought  a  2005  Guernsey  5-pound  coin  that 
celebrated  the  60th  anniversary  of  the  liberation. 

Then  we  were  off  to  the  Guernsey  museum.  To  find  it  we 
stopped  first  at  the  tourist  information  building  on 
the  quay.  There  the  head  of  the  exchange  bureau  turned 
out  to  be  a  big  time  collectorl  saw  a  complete  set  of 
Guernsey  occupation  notes  well  framed  and  upon 
inquiring  he  opened  his  safe  he  showed  me  quite  a  few 
morein  unc  but  priced  300  pounds  and  up.  He  mentioned 
his  friend  who  had  more  than  40000  pounds  worth  of 

the  occupation  notes.  We  walked  up  to  the  Guernsey  Museumlovely  and 

well  done  with  much  bank  note  material.  But  first  I 

digress.  The  museum  is  on  a  bluff  overlooking  the 

harbor  and  the  view  includes  two  of  the  other  islands 

in  the  Guernsey  Bailiwick:  Herm  and  Sark.  How  I  longed 

to  go  and  investigate  but  I  couldnt  arrange  it 

because  of  time  and  the  fact  that  this  was  the 

off-season.  Sark  doesnt  allow  motorized  vehicles  and 

they  sounded  super  but&I  did  bring  the  book  War  on 

Sark  with  me,  which  is  a  first  hand  account  of  the 


occupation  period  with  numerous  mentions  of  the 
occupation  and  German  currency  as  well.  Back  to  the 
story.  The  museum  had  a  good  account  of  the  occupation 
and  the  displays  included  a  complete  unc  set  of  the 
Guernsey  occupation  notes  and  several  other  notes.  The 
signage  was  good  too.  They  also  had  a  marvelous  set  of 
exhibits  on  the  evolution  of  the  design  and  printing 
of  recent  Guernsey  paper  money.  This  included  original 
plates,  proofs,  artwork,  etc.  The  museum  allowed  me  to 

photograph  all  of  this.  Afterwards  I  arranged  a  cab  to  take  us  around  the 

island  again  for  a  bit  more  than  an  hour.  This  was 

very  well  done  and  we  ended  up  by  design  at  the 

Guernsey  airport  for  our  brief  flight  back  to  Jersey 

and  then  to  Coventry.  By  this  time  I  had  150  pictures 

from  our  trip.  We  arrived  in  Coventry  around  9  PM.  I 

will  be  redoing  this  for  the  Fest  with  pictures  and 

slides  of  the  notes  and  then  for  the  IBNS  Journal.  For  me  it  was  thrilling 
to  be  there  to  see  it  for 

myself  and  to  learn  new  information.  I  also  enjoyed 
calling  Fred  just  to  rub  it  in  that  I  was  there.

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A  Postscript  on  the  Occupation  of  Guernsey  and  Jersey 
by  Steve  Feller 

In  todays  mail  was  a  letter  from  Richard  L.  Heaume, 
Director  of  the  German  Occupation  Museum  on  Guernsey. 
He  was  the  one  who  came  to  my  hotel  after  my  visit  to 
the  museum.  A  delightful  letter  brought  forth  two 
photos  from  its  interior.  One  was  a  photograph  of  a 
regular  German  P0W  note  and  it  was  brought  to  the 
museum  by  an  internee  after  the  war.  The  other  was  a 
green  20  mark  note  from  the  internment  camp  at 
Wurzach.  This  was  the  camp  Jerseymen  were  sent  to  by 
the  Germans  for  various  infractions.  From  Google  I 
learned  that  Waldburg-Wurzach  is  a  county  located  in 
southeastern  Baden-Wrttemberg,  Germany.  The  letter 
went  on  to  mention  that  the  Wurzach  notes  ranged  in 
face  values  of  1  pfennig  to  20  marks  and  there  were  9 
notes  in  a  set.  A  vignette  of  the  Wurzach  school  for 
priests  is  on  the  20  mark  note  as  this  was  the  prewar 
function  of  the  camp! 

With  the  letter  was  an  address  and  a  phone  number 
for  the  honorable  secretary  of  the  C.I.O.S.  (Channel 
Island  Occupation  Society)  Mr.  W.M.  Ginns,  MBE .  A 
quick  phone  call  led  me  to  the  same  person  who  himself 
was  an  internee  at  Wurzach.  He  told  me  that,  in  fact, 
he  had  returned  with  this  money!  However,  it  was  not 


used  there,  rather  regular  German  marks  were  and  he 
received  marks  as  an  internee.  The  Wurzach  money  was 
found  from  the  pre-war  college  and  taken  as  souvenirs. 

I  also  learned  again  that  both  Jersey  and  Guernsey 
currencies  circulated  on  both  islands  in  the  war. 

Nineteenth  century  Napolean  III  coins  even  circulated 
as  they  were  brought  over  from  France!  He  described 
the  two  kinds  of  mark  currencies  as  well  as  the  Jersey 
and  Guernsey  currencies  that  were  in  circulation  (I 
specifically  asked  about  the  two  mark 
issues) -Fredmake  that  a  quiz  question  as  it  can  be 
answered  from  The  book.  He  said  transactions  were 
often  mixedmarks  paid  in  Jersey  currency  received  in 
change  and  vice-versa  as  examples.  He  said  that 
teachers  told  me  that  kids  had  difficulty  learning  the 
traditional  pounds  shilling  and  pence  system  because 
of  the  parallel  circulation  of  German  occupation 
money.  After  the  war  the  British  government  paid  off 
the  mark  currency.  He  also  mentioned  that  whereas 
Frances  occupied  currency  reverted  to  a  local  franc 
issue  and  Holland  went  to  guilders  and  that  other 
countries  reverted  to  familiar  denominations  the 
German  issues  on  the  islands  remained  the  occupation 
mark.  When  asked  why  he  didnt  know.  Finally,  I 
learned  of  the  expert  in  the  Channel  Island  currencies 
from  WWII  is  a  German!  I  have  his  name  and  will  write 
him  shortly.  By  the  way  Mr.  Ginns  is  sending  me  an 
article  by  this  expert  on  the  money  of  the  war  period. 

The  saga  will  be  continued. 

Commentary

Further  to  today's  gram  -  The  cancelled  1940 
Olympics  were  supposed  to  be  in  Tokyo.  The  Japanese 
finally  got  to  host  the  games  in  1964,  which  was  taken 
to  be  their  opportunity  to  show  off  progress  since 
1945.  A  few  collectibles  exist  for  the  1940  games  - 
things  like  promotional  booklets.  As  for  the  1964 
games,  there  is  a  three  medal  set  (in  three  metals) 
that  was  marketed  by  the  Japan  Olympic  committee,  and 
no  end  of  other  medals  and  what-not  that  were 
manufactured  for  other  less-official  vendors.  The 
winter  games  have  been  held  twice  in  Japan  since  then 
-  Sapporo  and  Nagano.  I  have  the  participation  medals 
for  all  three  of  these  games  (the  Sapporo  one  is  hard 
to  find  -  winter  games  medals  in  general  are  tougher 

than  summer,  as  there  are  a  lot  fewer  attendees) .  I  ran  across  a  reference  to 
MPC  in  an  article  written 

by  Tony  James  about  some  club  chits  created  for  an 
Australian  medical  unit  in  Vietnam.  In  explaining  the 
rationale  for  creating  such  chits,  he  mentioned  that 
MPC  were  introduced  to  protect  greenbacks  (to  keep 
greenbacks  out  of  the  economies  of  war-distressed 
nations),  and  chits  were  created  to  protect  MPC  (to 
keep  MPC  out  of  the  hands  of  the  local  national 


employees  of  the  clubs) .  I  had  never  heard  that 
particular  description  of  the  function  of  chits  -  to 
protect  the  restricted-circulation  military  currency. 

Does  anyone  care  to  comment  about  this  phraseology?

Richard  Banyai  published  a  picture  in  the  1970s  in 
one  of  his  books  of  an  (apparent)  essay  of  similar 


style.  I  was  always  intrigued  by  that  note.  I  wrote  my 
Banyai  about  the  photo  (and  other  things  too) . 

Although  we  exchanged  a  few  letters,  he  never  even 
acknowledged  my  questions.  I  had  about  given  up  on 
ever  having  the  answers  to  the  questions  about  the 
mystery  note.  Now  we  have  a  chance  to  find  out  more 
information.  It  is  wonderful. 

Banyai  wrote  about  four  books  on  World  War  II  notes. 
The  books  are  somewhat  technical  dealing  with  legal 
and  policy  matters.  In  those  areas  they  are  unrivaled 
and  wonderful.  Everyone  should  at  least  read  parts  of 
these  books.  It  would  be  a  great  project  for  one  or 
more  Gramsters  to  read  the  books  and  write  reviews  for 
the  Gram.  If  you  do  not  have  a  copy  (they  are  scarce) , 
I  am  sure  that  they  are  available  from  the  ANA 
library.  By  the  way,  you  can  even  borrow  from  the  ANA 
library  if  you  are  not  a  member  (shame  on  you) ,  but 
are  a  member  of  the  International  Bank  Note  Society.

First,  I  want  to  point  out  an  error  on  this  essay.  The 
issuing  authorityrepresented  on  the  note  is  Joint 
Chief  of  Staffs,  Australia,  rather  than  the  correct 
title:  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  Australia . For  two 
thirds  of  the  period  of  occupation  the  Commonwealth 
was  represented  solely  by  Australians  and  throughout 
its  existence  BCOF  was  always  commanded  by  an 
Australian  officer. 

My  first  reaction  on  finding  this  note  (essay) on 
the  Reserve  Bankof  Australia  museum  web  site  was  that 
it  was  a  counterpoint  to  the  Japanese  Invasion  Money 
(JIM), and,  that  is  was  a  proposed  issue  for  use  by 
the  occupied  Japanese  population.  That  was  certaintly 
the  context  of  the  museum  display.  See: 
http : //tinyurl . com/ f 5255 

However,  after  further  consideration  of  comments  from 
others  I  now  believe  that  it  was  a  precursor  to  the 
sterling  based  British  Armed  Forces  Special  Vouchers 
(BAFSV) .  But,  the  final  story  on  this  has  still  not 
been  told!  Theo  van  Elmpt,  the  recognized  expert  on 
BAFSV  wrote  this  to  me: 

Hi  David,  Thanks.  I  now  believe  that  this  essay  is  the  result 
of  the  discussions  in  the  3rd  quarter  of  1946  when  the 
voucher  scheme  for  Japan  was  implemented.  The  net 
result  was  that  the  existing  sterling  denominated 
voucher  were  to  be  used,  (see  my  book  page  40  and  on) . 

I  seem  to  remember  that  at  the  time  there  was  some 
talk  about  a  special  design  for  Japan  but  it  wasn't 
clear  from  the  files  that  this  had  actually  led  to 
anything.  I  will  consult  my  files  and  notes  again  to 
corroborate  and  let  you  know,  (will  take  some  time  as 
they  are  now  all  stored  abroad)

Bob  Unger  asked  about  the  holes  punched  into  the 
Philippine 

JIM.  I  have  read  accounts  some  time  ago  that  that 
there  was  a  large  amount  of  JIM  Pesos  captured  by 
American  forces  when  Manila  fell.  They  were  cancelled 
by  using  a  standard  two  hole  punch  then  turned  over  to 
the  Red  Cross  to  be  given  out  as  souvenirs  to  anybody 
who  wanted  them. 

Some  stories  said  that  the  military  forces  had  them 
cancelled.  Other  stories  said  that  the  Red  Cross  did  the 
cancelling.  Don't  know  which  is  accurate,  although  I 
suspect  that  it  was  the  military  to  prevent  them 
being  used  by  the  GI ' s  "on  the  economy"  during  the 
immediate  aftermath  of  the  fighting. 

That  brings  up  a  question.  What  currency  was  used 
by  the  locals  immediately  after  liberation.  Was  JIM 
still  used?  If  so,  how  was  it  validated.  What  was 

the  exchange  rate  of  JIM  to  the  Philippine  Peso.  Although  I  suspect  that  the 
exchange  rate  of  the  Peso 
to  the  Dollar  remained  at  2:1, 

I  have  never  seen  the  JIM: Peso  rate.  Anybody  know?

The  hole-punched  JIM  are  generally  attributed  to  Red 
Cross  teams  who  distributed  them  as  souvenirs 
(presumably  intending  the  punches  to  be  cancellations, 
which  were  totally  unnecessary) .  I'm  not  home  so  can't 
check,  but  the  spacing  you  describe  for  the  1/4  inch 
should  be  a  standard  two-hole  punch  spacing.  I  am  not 
familiar  with  the  3/8  inch  holes.  All  holed  pieces 

known  to  me  are  Philippine  JIM.  As  for  scarves  with  Japanese  characters,  they 
sound 

like  good  luck  items  (headbands  or  belly-bands) .  I  am 

not  familiar  with  the  coconut  application.  Not  all  Azad  hind  stamps  were 
printed  in  Germany.  The 

Chalo  Delhi  stamps  (also  reported  to  have  been  used  by 
the  INA,  with  a  mere  one  or  two  authenticated  covers 
surviving,  mailed  from  the  Andaman  Islands)  were 


locally  printed.  So  the  question  should  have  asked  in 
what  countrlES  were  Azad  hind  stamps  printed.

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More  Red  Cross  JIM

During  my  first  USAF  assignment  to  the  Philippines 

in  1963-1965,  I  encountered  the  holed  JIM  and  also  heard  that  they 

were  done  by  the  Red  Cross.  However,  I  don't  believe  that.  At  that 

time,  I  picked  up  one  type  of  souvenir  booklet  with  JIM  in  it.  Some 

notes  had  holes,  some  didn't  but  all  were  in  cellophane  sleeves  with 

the  sleeves  stapled  to  the  front  and  back  light  stock  covers  at  the  left.  On 

the  cover  was  a  depiction  of  a  wild  looking  Japanese  soldier. 

Then  back  in  2004  I  picked  up  a  very  early  WWII 

Japanese  souvenir  booklet  titled  "Japan's  Philippine  Occupation  Currency 
Taken  from  the  Captured  Japanese  Controlled  Philippine  National  Bank, 

Daguan,  Luzon  January  11,  1945."  Included  a  sheet  on  monetary 

history  and  a  list  of  Pacific  Invasion  Dates  of  the  Victorius  6th  Army:  June 

20,  1943  through  Feb  3,  1945.  It  contained  50  Centavos,  1  Peso,  5 

Peso,  10  Peso  notes  that  were  well  worn  but  no  holes.  This  booklet 

received  several  bids  and  sold  for  $52.50  in  my  Philippine  Mailbid  Sale  VII 

in  January  2005.

SB87x,  Manchou  Development  Public  Loan  Guaranteed  by 
the  Japanese  and  Manchou  Govts,  Y500,  200  euros  (I 
can't  look  up  the  SB  number  for  the  Y500  bond  because 
Fred  left  the  Manchou  bonds  out  of  the  draft  2nd 
edition,  which  is  all  that  I  am  carrying) 

Recent  realizations  for  Japanese  bonds  in  the  IBSS 

auctions  have  exceeded  300  pounds  for  Y1000  bonds.  I  bought  a  collection  of 
Japanese  material  last 

summer  -  I  had  to  pay  full  SB  for  much  of  it.  If  you 
have  holes  to  fill  in  this  area,  you  had  better  start 
looking  for  bargains.

Pre  Fest  Activity

Fest  Commentaray

Another  successful  fest  is  over,  with  promises  all 
around  to  repeat  it  -  particularly  among  new  festers. 

I  don't  think  I  heard  a  single  ^expression  of 
disappointment  from  any  of  them  (whereas  veterans 
always  find  something  to  grump  about  -  such  as  the 

absence  this  year  of  travel  pay) .  I  heard  the  figure  "60"  bruited  about  as 
the 

attendance  this  year,  a  record  I  believe  (although 

some  individuals  came  late  and  others  took  leave  in 

the  middle  to  attend  to  such  mundane  tasks  as  going  to 

work) .  The  new  champion  of  military  money  trivia  is 

the  first  repeat  champion,  Jim  Downey.  The  winner  of 

the  bowling  tournament  on  Thursday  night  was  Doug 

Bell,  who  is  also  the  supplier  of  the  trophy  for  that 

event  -  a  series  541  $5  note  embedded  in  a  sphere  of 

Lucite  that  needs  only  to  be  drilled  to  become  a 

bowling  ball  itself.  The  winner  of  the  Texas  hold-em 

poker  tournament  Saturday  night  was  Rachel  Feller,  who 

took  home  a  $7000  fest  bond  for  her  skills  (the 

runner-up  was  her  father,  Steve  Feller  -  receiving  a 

$700  fest  bond) .  At  the  conclusion  of  introductions  Friday  night, 

following  the  bourse,  bells  were  rung  and  taps  played 

for  festers  who  have  passed  -  Mike  Cummings,  Bob 

Kutcher,  and  Leo  May.  At  the  distribution  of  the 

official  fest  souvenir  card  Saturday  night  the  text  of 

the  card,  in  the  form  of  a  corporate  resolution,  was 

read  aloud  by  battalion  clerk  Fred  Schwan.  The 

resolution  concluded  with  "Let  it  be  known  now  and 

forever  that  the  site  where  collectors  gather  for 

MPCFests  shall  be  known  as  Camp  Leo  G.  May,  Jr."  Also  on  Saturday,  MFC  series 
051  was  withdrawn  and 

replaced  by  series  062,  with  notes  based  on  "seven" 
and  its  multiples.  However,  after  the  disaster  of  the 
six-based  denominations  of  series  051  (with  which  pay 
clerks  had  a  very  difficult  time  coping),  series  062 
notes  are  issued  in  attached  multiples  that  together 
make  up  more  easily  counted  amounts.  For  instance,  the 
seven  dollar  note  (bearing  a  portrait  of  Leo  May)  is 
attached  to  a  smaller  three  dollar  note,  making  a 
total  of  $10  as  long  as  the  notes  remain  contiguous. 

Similarly,  $14  and  $1  notes  are  combined,  as  are  $21 
and  $4  notes.  A  general  theme  of  the  series  is  Olympic 
sports,  though  a  Daytona-style  racing  car  decorates 
the  $14  note  and  some  other  apparently  non-Olympic 
sports  are  also  represented.  A  gorgeous  sunset  view  of 


the  HQ  building  at  Camp  May  adorns  the  $10  note  (a 
stand-alone  denomination  that  does  not  have  a  minor 
note  attached  to  it) .  Bob  Kutcher  is  commemorated  by 
an  overprint  on  the  $14  note.  There  is  also  a  $0.50 
note  this  year,  the  first  time  we  have  had  fractional 
denominations  in  several  years.  Unless  the  series 
suffers  early  retirement,  we  can  expect  to  see  its 
notes  appearing  at  official  mini-fests  this  year  and 
at  the  military  money  seminar  in  Colorado  Springs  in 
July.  I  have  a  comment  about  an  article  in  a  recent  gram 
but  that  will  have  to  wait  for  my  next  filing.

Fest  Report 
Roger  Urce 

Friday  evening  began  with  the  introductions  after 
which  the  Fest  Post  Office  was  introduced  and  opened 
for  the  first  time.  Envelopes  had  been  prepared  with 
an  imprinting  of  a  War  Bonds  poster  and  a  newly 
designed  fifty  cent  Fest  postage  stamp  featuring  Leo 

May.  Click  the  link  for  an  image  of  the  stamp.  Stamped  "First  Day  of  Issue" 
and  cancelled  with  a  Port 

Clinton  "postsmark"  the  envelopes  were  offered  at  two 
dollars  MFC  each.  Also  available  were  serialized 

sheets  of  24  stamps  at  $12  MFC.  The  position  of  Fest  Postal  Officer  was  also 
created 

to  continue  with  future  stamp  projects.  (Look  for 
another  issue,  this  time  with  serialized  envelopes,  at 
the  Memphis  m2c2  meeting  in  June) . 

The  first  round  of  March  Madness  began  with  A1  Glaser 
offering  a  listing  of  questions  and  answers  from 
previous  grams  at  a  cost  of  $6  MFC  each.  His  offer 
came  back  to  bite  him  when  he  missed  a  previously 
answered  Gram  question,  but  he  did  redeem  himself  (see 
madness  results  later  on) . 


Saturday's  educational  forum  had  a  number  of 
speakers  on  varied  and  interesting  topics  starting 
with  Ski's  photographs  and  lecture  on  his  trip  to 
Fanning  Island.  He  explained  that  the  island  is  now 
used  just  as  a  tourist  stop  for  the  cruise  lines,  but 
duing  WW2  in  was  an  important  base  that  had  to  be 
defended  from  the  enemy  to  prevent  the  destruction  of 
the  cable  line  that  passed  over  the  island  on  its 
route  between  Australia  and  Canada.  At  that  time 
there  was  also  a  plantation  on  the  island  but  over 
time  all  the  buildings,  save  the  concrete  walls,  had 
been  destroyed  by  termites.  The  theatre  which  used 

one  half  of  the  original  Fanning  Island  notes  as  tickets  was  no  longer  there, 
but  a  trip  to  the  men's 

room  put  you  in  the  same  "position"  as  movie  goers 
during  the  war.  Alas,  no  notes  were  found. 

Steve  Feller,  assisted  by  daughter  Rachael,  presented 
photos  and  commentary  on  the  German  occupation  of  the 
islands  of  Guernsey  and  Jersey  located  just  off  the 
French  coast  of  Normandy.  The  islands,  which  are  self 
governing,  endured  a  stern  occupation  force  forcing 
the  residents  to  turn  in  their  existing  notes  in  favor 
of  occupation  notes  issued  by  Germany.  The  notes, 
prior  to  being  surrendered,  were  counterstamped  to 
avoid  their  use  after  the  war.  Notes  were  then  issued 
by  both  Jersey  and  Guernsey  for  use  during  the 
occupation.  Steve  was  able  to  visit  museums  on  both 
islands  and  to  talk  with  local  residents  at  length 
about  the  notes  and  occupation.  He  did  manage  to 
bring  back  some  occupation  notes  along  with  some 

current  issues.  His  photographs  of  current  conditions  was  show  in  conjunction 
with 

propaganda  photos  from  the  wartime  occupation. 

Other  presenters  included  Pat  Bethe  who  spoke  of  Chief 
Ouray  and  passed  around  an  intaglio  print  featuring 
the  chief  along  with  a  post  office  cancellation  of  a 
fantasy  Ouray  stamp;  Steve  Swoish  delivered  custom 

made  pages  and  binders  to  hold  AFEES  Pogs  which  had  been  previously  ordered. 
The  two 

binder  set,  which  is  expandable,  will  hold  all  current 
and  an  upcoming  Pogs  issued;  new  fester  Jim  Crowe  had 
with  him  a  binder  containing  a  number  of  Christmas  and 
holiday  menus  from  various  military  units  and  said  he 
had  just  purchased  the  1941  Thanksgiving  day  menu  for 
the  USS  Arizona  BB39. 

Ray  Bows,  who  along  with  his  wife  Pia  are  also  first 
time  festers,  had  displayed  his  colection  of  unit  pins 
and  patches  along  with  various  tokens  and  chits  not 
only  from  Viet  Nam,  but  from  earlier  conflicts.  His 
education  presentation  dealt  with  a  number  of  series 
of  gasoline  coupons  used  by  SHAPE  personnel  in  Europe. 

Ray  had  copies  and  photos  of  the  coupons  and  related 
items  used  during  his  assignments  to  that  command. 

An  indepth  discussion  regarding  the  court  cases  both 
in  the  Philippines  and  the  United  States  concerning 
the  post  war  status  of  Japanese  Philippine  JIM  was 
presented  by  Jim  Downey.  He  explained  how  the  courts 


had  upheld  the  use  of  JIM  as  legal  tender  during  the 
Japanese  occupation  and  why  the  currency  could  not  be 
redeemed  after  the  war  despite  the  suits  brought  by 
JAWANCAP .

Fest  report,  part  2 
by  Roger  Urce 

Another  topic  dealing  with  the  Reichslotteries  of 
1939  through  1945  was  presented  by  Wendel  Wolka, 

Harold  Kroll  and  Ski.  Harold  went  on  the  explain  that 
there  were  thirteen  lotteries  each  consisting  of  five 
classes.  Each  of  the  five  classes  was  represented  by 
a  lottery  ticket  and  all  tickets  bore  the  same  serial 
number  and  were  differentiated  by  different  prefix 
numbers.  In  order  to  advance  to  the  next  class, 
purchasers  had  to  win  the  previous  class.  These 
lotteries  were  used  to  finance  the  war.  There  were 
two  classes  of  notes  that  were  not  printed  because  of 
lack  of  paper  and  the  fifth  class  of  the  eleventh 
lottery  was  not  printed  because  the  paper  plant  had 
been  destroyed  during  an  Allied  bombing  raid.  The  13th 
lottery  was  started  just  two  weeks  before  war's  end  in 
Europe.  There  is  a  lot  more  information  yet  to  be 
learned  and  the  research  is  ongoing.  Wendell 
calculated  that  in  order  to  obtain  a  complete  set  of 
tickets,  by  lottery,  class  and  vendor  over  one  quarter 
million  tickets  were  needed.  Harold  said  he  would  try 
to  complete  the  set. 

Our  final  speaker  was  Robert  Stevenson,  an  honored 
guest  and  new  Fester.  Bob  served  on  the  World  War  2 
battleship  USS  Indiana.  He  spoke  in  detail  and  with 
inredible  memory  of  his  experiences  in  the  Pacific  and 
brought  with  him  a  cruise  book  from  the  Indiana  along 
with  some  photographs  and  letters  he  had  sent  home. 

The  Indiana  participated  in  many  operations  prior  to 


the  individual  landings  on  a  number  of  Pacific 
islands,  most  notably  Iwo  Jima.  Bob,  self  described 
as  a  sailor  surrounded  by  Army  guys,  was  an  instant 
hit  and  a  delight  to  talk  to.  He  promises  to  return 
for  Fest  VIII  and  bring  additional  items  for  show  and 
tell . 

Saturday  evening  saw  the  final  rounds  of  March 
madness  with  questions  that  proved  to  be  more 
challenging.  (Who  knew  Lady  Laverly's  first  name  was 
Hazel?)  The  final  four  came  down  to  our  own  Master 
Sergeant,  Howard  Daniel  against  former  champ  Jim 
Downey  and  A1  (what  kind  of  animal  is  a  Ba  Maw?) 

Glaser  versus  current  champion  Jack  Hunter.  After 
some  difficult  questions  and  lead  changes,  it  came 
down  to  Downey  vs.  Glaser.  It  was  a  tough  battle,  but 
Jim  Downey  prevailed  and  became  the  first  Fester  to 
repeat  as  champion. 

The  final  event  of  Saturday  night  was  the  annual 
Texas  holdum  poker  tournament.  With  a  $25  MFC  buy  in 
player  could  vie  for  the  top  prize  of  a  $7000  Fest 
bond.  After  all  the  smoke  had  cleared,  Rachael  Feller 
outplayed  all  the  boys  and  walked  away  with  the  bond. 

On  Sunday,  the  Fest  auction  was  held  with  over  150 
lots  offered.  A  number  of  lots  were  donations  with 
proceeds  going  to  the  scholarship  fund.  Items  such  as 
savings  bonds,  OPA  tokens,  MPC  replacement  notes  and 
other  military  items  were  offered.  Two  of  the  more 
unusual  items  included  two  cans  of  MRE ' s  (Beef  and 
Tuna)  currenty  in  use  by  Japanese  forces  in  the  Middle 
East  and  a  pair  of  socks  and  tee  shirt  featuring  the 
well  known  poster  likeness  of  Rosie  the  Riveter.  Both 
were  sold  and  we  could  ask  Bill  Yanchek  if  the  Tuna 
was  sushi  grade.  There  were  two  AMC  specimen  books 
offered,  on  from  Italy  and  one  from  Germany,  both  of 
which  were  sold  and  were  the  high  ticket  items  in  the 
auction.  Overall  total  sales  were  $9700  with  about 
$2600  going  to  the  fund.

The  very  first  lot  of  the  sale  is  an  Austria  Allied 
Military  Currency  booklet  of  nine  pieces  produced  in 
Europe,  clear  because  the  booklet  does  not  contain  the 
American-made  25  Schilling.  Denominations  are  the  50 
Groschen;  1;  2;  5;  10;  20;  50;  100;  and  1000  Schilling 

(#102b;  103b;  104b;  105;  106;  107;  109;  110a;  111) .  Such  booklets  are  seldom 
offered. 

Other  impressive  pieces  from  World  War  II  include 
LOTS  31  and  32:  highly  elusive  and  historic  Camp  Hay  6 
Pence  and  1  Shilling  (#SB  551b/C  1212b;  SB  552a/C 
1213a) .  LOT  396,  the  Netherlands  Ministerie  van 
Oorlog  complete  three  piece  set  (#M1-M3) ,  including 
the  very  difficult  5  Gulden,  is  an  important  offering 
(also  see  LOT  397) .  Higher  denominations  from 
Denmark's  Royal  Danish  Ministry  of  War  in  LOT  175  are 
not  generally  offered;  we  have  the  complete  set.  The 
Dachau  3  Mark  in  LOT  218  is  rarely  seen.  Finally, 

LOTS  237-245  contain  a  splendid  selection  from  Great 
Britain's  British  Military  Authority  and  well 
underrated  NAAFI  lot  (also  see  propaganda  note  at  end 
of  this  section) .  French  NAAFI  tokens  can  be  found  in 
LOT  208.

Without  a  doubt  the  one  numismatic  event  I  look 
forward  to  and  prepare  for  more  than  any  other. 

Yes  it  is  true  I  made  it  to  the  finals  of  the  March 
madness  tournament,  no  one  was  more  surprised  then  me.

Also  a  first  were  combination  denomination  notes. 

Four  combination  notes  were  produced  using  the  062  series.  A  5MFC 
combination  note  consisted  of  a  3MFC  (long  variety)  & 

2MFC .  A  10MFC  had  the  7MFC  &  3MFC  values.  A  15MFC  had 
the  14MFC  &  1MFC,  and  a  25MFC  value  combined  a  21MFC 
with  a  4MFC.  Stand  alone  denominations  were  the  1/2MFC,  3MFC 
(short  variety),  10MFC  and  35MFC.  Those  of  you  who 
might  have  received  any  error  notes  or  unusual 
anomalies,  please  make  sure  you  get  me  the  information 

for  listing  in  the  book.  On  aside  note,  do  yourself  a  favor  and  do  not  get 

into  a  Texas  hold-um  game  with  the  Fellers.  Steve  the 

father  will  tend  to  slow  play  you  just  a  little  bit 

giving  you  a  false  sense  of  security  while  his  sweet 

little  daughter  Rachel  drops  the  hammer  on  you.

Post  Fest  Field  Trips 
by  Roger  Urce 

This  year's  Sunday  field  trip  was  to  Camp  Perry, 
located  just  down  the  road  from  Headquarters.  During 
WW2  the  camp  was  used  to  house  German  and  Italian 
prisoners.  Those  of  us  who  made  the  trip  saw  the 
huts,  most  of  which  were  falling  into  disrepair,  used 
to  house  the  prisoners  and  other  areas  of  the  camp 
which  housed  the  guards  and  adminstrative  staff.  On 
display  were  a  number  of  military  vehcles  including 
WW2  era  tanks,  Viet  Nam  era  helicopters  and  a  cold  war 
missile.  A  featured  display  item  was  a  forty  and 
eight  box  car  from  France.  The  car's  initial  use  was 
to  carry  either  40  soldiers  or  8  horses,  but  during 


war  it  carried  other  war  necessities  and  was  also  used 
to  carry  prisoners  of  war  to  the  camps  and  civilians 
to  concentration  camps.  The  particular  car  on  display 
was  one  which  contained  gifts  from  the  French  people 
presented  each  of  the  48  states  in  appreciation  of  the 
gifts  and  assistance  provided  France  during  the  war. 

On  Monday,  six  of  us  made  the  three  hour  drive  to 
Dayton  to  visit  Wright-Patterson  Air  Force  base  and 
the  Air  Force  museum.  On  display  in  three  hugh 
hangers  were  aircraft  from  the  Wright  Brothers  flyer 
to  the  B2  bomber  and  ballistic  missiles.  The  aircraft 
were  grouped  chronologically  and  restored  by  the 
museum.  A  two  and  a  half  hour  tour  took  us  from  the 
beginnings  of  military  flight  up  to  aircraft  currently 
in  use  in  the  Middle  East.  The  World  War  2  B-17s,  B24s 
and  B29s  were  all  there  restored  to  the  last  detail  as 
were  the  dive  bombers  and  fighter  aircraft  from  both 
the  Allied  and  Axis  countries.  The  many  wall  displays 
provided  information  about  various  conflicts  and 

individuals,  aces  and  medal  of  honor  winners.  Displays  also  included 
individual  items  used/worn  by 

pilots  including  a  couple  of  short  snorters.  One 
aircraft  of  particular  note  is  the  actual  Cessna  01E 
"Bird  Dog"  used  in  Viet  Nam  by  Larry  Smulczenski.

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Life  in  a  POW  Camp 
by  Bill  Myers 

The  Sunday  field  trip  to  Camp  Perry  at  the  Fest 

reminded  me  of  one  of  my  military  exercises.  I  had  joined  the  Army  Reserves 
in  1987  and  in  1989,  for  my  two  week  annual  training, 

I  elected  to  take  C4  (Combat  Casualty  Care  Course) .  It 
was  a  course  on  how  to  deliver  medical  care  in  a 
combat  environment.  Little  did  I  know  at  that  time 
that  I  would  use  those  skills  15  years  later  in  Iraq. 

When  I  arrived  in  San  Antonio,  TX  I  was  bused  to  Camp 
Bullis.  I  stayed  in  barracks  for  two  days  then  went  to 
the  field  for  10  days  and  then  back  to  the  barracks. 

The  barracks  I  stayed  in  were  very  similar  the  POW 
quarters  I  saw  at  Camp  Perry.  The  Camp  Bullis  barracks 
were  small  white  wooden  buildings  on  cement  slabs. 

There  was  a  front  and  back  door,  a  non-functional  pot 
bellied  stove  and  the  windows  were  rectangular  holes 
in  the  wall  covered  with  screen  with  a  wooden  shutter 


that  could  be  lifted  to  let  in  light  and  air.  The  room 
light  was  provided  by  two  bare  light  bulbs  hanging  on 
wires  in  the  middle  of  the  room.  The  latrine  was  at 
the  bottom  of  the  hill.  The  reason  that  the  barracks 
at  Camp  Bullis  and  Camp  Perry  are  so  similar  is  that 
they  were  both  POW  quarters  for  WWII.  I  guess  their 
thinking  was  that  if  they  were  good  enough  for  POWs  in 
the  1940's,  they  are  good  enough  for  Reservist  in  the 
1980's.  Actually  they  did  not  look  too  bad  after 
spending  10  days  in  the  field.  I  have  stayed  in 
barracks  at  some  posts  that  were  in  worse 
condition  then  the  POW  barracks  at  Camp  Bullis. 

My  first  MPC  Fest  was  a  great  experience  and  I 
enjoyed  it.  I  have 

already  registered  for  the  Advanced  Military 
Numismatics  course  at  the  ANA  in  July  this  year.  I 
presented  the  items  I  obtained  from  the  Fest  to  my 
local  coin  club  for  show  &  tell.  I  had  to  show  them 
there  was  a  good  reason  why  a  Georgian  would  travel

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Currency  Control  Coupons  for  Germany 
by  Jim  Downey 

Most  MPC  collectors  are  familiar  with  the  currency 
control  coupons  that  were  used  by  Thai  and  South 
Korean  troops  in  Viet  Nam.  In  addition  to  MPC,  each 
soldier  was  also  given  coupons  in  an  amount  equivalent 
to  the  amount  of  pay.  The  coupons  were  necessary  for 
purchases  at  official  establishments  or  exchange  into 
their  own  currency.  The  purpose  of  the  coupons  was  to 
limit  the  amount  of  money  that  these  people  could 
spend  or  exchange.  Even  if  they  participated  in  black 
market  activities  or  other  unsanctioned  activities, 
they  would  never  be  able  to  spend  or  exchange  more 
than  their  pay  amounts  because  of  the  limitation  on 
the  amount  of  coupons  they  possessed. 

A  recent  discovery  has  revealed  that  this  was  not 
the  first  time  that  the  United  States  used  currency 
control  coupons  overseas.  The  July  15,  1946  edition 
of  the  Weekly  Bulletin  published  by  the  Office  of  the 
Military  Governor  -  United  States  (0MGUS)  contains  a 
brief  article  which  indicates  currency  control  coupons 


were  introduced  in  the  US  Sector  of  Berlin  in  July 

1946.  According  to  the  article,  the  purpose  of  the  coupons 

is  to  prevent  Allied  Military  marks  that  were 

procured  from  sources  other  than  legitimate  from  being 

converted  into  dollar  instruments  and  thereby  causing 

a  drain  on  the  financial  resources  of  the  United 

States.  The  coupons  were  used  in  conjunction  with  the 

Currency  Control  Books  which  were  introduced  earlier.  At  this  time  US 
personnel  in  Germany  were  paid  in 

Allied  Military  marks.  The  coupons  were  issued  in  books  of  5,  10  and  20 

dollars  by  the  finance  office  of  each  unit.  When  an 

individual  made  a  purchase  at  an  official 

establishment  (PX,  mess,  snack  bar,  etc.),  the  coupon 

book  was  presented  along  with  the  marks  for  the 

purchase.  The  dollar  equivalent  of  coupons  was 

removed  by  the  merchant  from  the  books  to  validate  the 

marks  used  for  the  purchase. 

A  reference  in  a  publication  put  out  in  late  1946  by 

the  Office  of  the  Chief  Historian,  European  Command 

called  The  First  Year  also  discussed  the  currency 

control  coupons  in  Berlin.  This  document  also 

indicated  that  currency  control  coupons  were  also  used 

in  the  Munich  area  at  the  same  time.  The  Munich 

experience  did  not  have  very  good  results  because  of 

the  proximity  of  installations  that  were  not  using  the 

coupon  system.  According  to  the  article  in  The  First  Year,  the  main 

disadvantage  of  the  coupon  system  was  the  labor 

involved  in  processing  and  accounting  for  the  coupons. 

The  article  notes  that  the  amount  of  labor  needed  for 
the  coupons  was  almost  that  needed  for  accounting  for 
cash.  The  final  comment  indicates  that  this  was  the 
main  reason  for  not  instituting  this  system  in  the 
entire  European  Theater. 

The  coupon  system  was  retired  with  the  introduction 
of  MPC  in  the  European  Theater  in  September  1946. 

The  significance  of  this  information  is  that  it 
provides  the  missing  piece  of  the  development  of  MPC 
and  currency  control.  It  indicates  the  existence  of 
an  otherwise  unknown  numismatic  collectable  US 

dollar  currency  control  coupons  for  Germany.  The  fact  that  coupons  were  used 
in  two  locations, 

Berlin  and  Munich,  may  also  suggest  that  there  are  at 
least  two  different  varieties  of  the  coupons.  The 
rarity  of  any  existing  coupons  would  be  extraordinary 
considering  that  they  were  only  used  in  a  limited  area 
and  for  an  extremely  short  period  of  time. 

Unfortunately,  no  examples  of  the  coupons  are 
depicted  in  any  of  the  sources,  so  very  little  is 
known  about  them.  Where  were  they  printed?  What  did 
they  look  like?  Did  they  have  serial  numbers?  What 
were  the  denominations?  Too  many  questions,  not 
enough  information. 

The  answers  to  these  questions  might  be  found  in  the 
records  at  the  National  Archives  or  other  repository 
of  information.  Hopefully,  some  of  the  answers  can  be 
found  in  a  scrapbook  or  dealer's  junk  box!

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Clarifications

We  have  a  duke's  mixture  of  items  this  week. 

In  gram  1431  Ray  Czahor  says  he  does  not  believe  the 
holed  Philippine  JIM  are  Red  Cross  products,  then  goes 
on  to  describe  two  souvenir  booklets  that  have  passed 
through  his  hands,  but  does  not  say  why  he  does  not 
believe  the  RC  story,  nor  show  any  connection  between 
his  souvenir  booklets  and  the  Red  Cross.  Ray,  tell  us 
more  -  what's  the  connection  between  the  booklets  and 
the  Red  Cross  story,  and  why  don't  you  believe  that 
the  RC  doughnut  dollies  were  punching  holes  in  JIM? 

In  gram  1436  Roger  Urce,  in  his  fest  report,  talks  of 
Steve  Feller's  peregrinations  in  the  Channel  Islands. 

Describing  the  Bank  of  England  notes  that  were 
overprinted  WITHDRAWN  FROM  CIRCULATION  SEPTEMBER  18TH 
1941,  he  says  that  "the  notes,  prior  to  being 
surrendered,  were  counterstamped  to  avoid  their  use 
after  the  war."  Close  -  but  the  Germans  wanted  to  use 
them  immediately,  and  the  Channel  Islanders  thwarted 
them  by  overprinting  the  notes  so  that  they  could  not 
be  used  as  foreign  exchange  DURING  the  war.  (One  of 
the  uses  of  Operation  Bernhard  notes  was  to  buy  war 
material  in  the  open  market,  where  pounds  were  more 

usable  than  Reichsmarks) .  Here's  a  new  quiz  question  -  what  is  Len  Buckley 
(designer  of  MPC  series  692)  doing  today?  He  has  left 
the  BEP  and,  among  other  things,  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Artistic  Infusion  Program  at  the  US  Mint.  He  is  the 
designer  of  the  reverse  of  the  Colorado  state  quarter 
scheduled  for  release  later  in  2006.  (Coin  World,  6 
March  2006,  page  2) 

Finally,  I  have  a  quibble  with  the  answer  to  quiz 
question  96b  in  gram  1440  (there  were  two  questions 


96) .  The  question  was  "What  numismatic  issue  was  a 
direct  result  of  the  overdraft?"  The  published  reply 
was  "the  MPC  system."  The  MPC  system  is  not  a 
numismatic  issue.  The  issue  that  was  directly 
stimulated  by  the  overdraft  was  the  use  of  AMC  yen 
series  100-A  as  restricted-use  currency  in  the  Pacific 
theater.  Had  that  experiment  failed,  we  would  not  have 
had  any  MPC  at  all.  However,  the  experiment  having 
succeeded  beyond  expectations,  the  release  of  series 
461  was  accelerated  in  Europe  and  a  couple  of  weeks 
later  series  461  was  extended  to  the  Pacific, 
replacing  the  series  100-A  yen  notes.  I  told  myself 
when  the  question  was  published  that  this  point  was 
going  to  be  too  subtle  for  MPC  collectors  -  and  I  was 
right.  [See  editorial  for  editors  comments.]

However  the  issue  that  was  created  as  a  result  of  the 
overdraft  was  MPC  or  more  specifically  and  possibly 
more  correctly  Series  461  MPC.  The  curx  of  the 
difference  of  interpretation  between  Joe  and  me  seems 
to  be  in  the  use  of  the  word  issue  which  is  both  a 
noun  and  a  verb. 

Here  is  exactly  how  the  question  was  stated:  What 
numismatic  issue  was  a  direct  result  of  the  overdraft? 
To  me  this  seems  to  be  asking  for  a  noun,  but  I  would 
love  to  hear  from  some  gramarians  out  there  on  this, 
er,  issue.  Of  course,  I  suspect  that  any  gramarians 
who  might  have  subscribed  to  the  Gram  have  probably 
departed  screaming  long  before  now.

Thurski  Travels 
by  Larry  Ski  Smulczenski 

Sunday  morning  at  CPMX  was  dead.  Very  few 
collectors  had  walked  thru  the  door,  and  the  dealers 
that  remained  were  packing  up  to  leave.  Brian  Giese 
had  promised  me  a  ride  to  Midway  Airport  to  catch  my 
flight  home  to  Austin.  We  decided  we  might  as  well 
leave  early  and  stop  for  a  late  breakfast  and  then 
head  for  the  airport.  When  we  got  there,  I  still  had 
about  two  hours  until  my  1430  flight  so  I  walked  the 
corridors  checking  out  the  gift  shops.  I  had  been 
into,  out-of,  and  thru  Midway  on  numerous  occasions, 
but  never  with  time  to  waste.  The  thought  had  crossed 
my  mind  in  the  past,  who  or  what  was  Midway  Airport 
named  after?  Was  there  a  famous  Chicago  politician  by 
the  name  of  Midway  or  had  there  been  a  Captain  or 
Admiral  Midway  that  distinguished  himself  in  World  War 
II?  Most  likely  it  was  simply  a  distance  measurement 

such  as  midway  between  the  lake  and  the  city  limits.  Somewhere  there  had  to 
be  a  plaque  with  this 

information,  but  I  sure  didn't  want  to  go  back  thru 

security  to  go  look  for  it  in  the  airport  foyer.  Therefore,  I  stayed  in  the 
concourse  area.  My  flight 

was  leaving  from  Gate  C-l,  so  I  was  close  to  the 
common  area  for  all  three  concourses.  I  strolled 
around  Concourse  C,  and  then  up  and  down  Concourse  B, 
and  found  myself  entering  Concourse  A.  Around  a  bend 
in  the  corridor,  I  saw  a  Navy  World  War  II  aircraft 
hung  from  the  ceiling.  I  recognized  it  as  a  Navy  SBD 
Douglas  Dauntless  Divebomber.  A  light  began  to 
flicker  in  my  mind--Midway 

Airport--Divebombers--Battle  of  Midway.  Could  it  be 
that  the  Chicago  Airport  was  named  after  the  famous 
Naval  Battle  of  Midway?  But  what  did  Chicago  have  in 
common  with  a  battle  that  happened  halfway  across  the 
world?  Well,  the  walls  around  craft  had  all  the 
answers.  Pictures  and  narratives  told  how  "an  assault 
by  navy  torpedo  bombers  against  overwhelming  odds 
provided  an  opportunity  for  SBD  Divebombers  to  destroy 


three  Japanese  aircraft  carriers  in  a  matter  of  five 
minutes.  A  fourth  carrier  was  destroyed  a  few  hours 
later,  thus  turning  the  tide  of  the  battle  and  the  War 
in  the  Pacific." 

"On  June  23,  1949,  the  Chicago  City  Council 
changed  the  name  of  the  Municipal  Airport  to  Midway 
Airport  in  honor  of  those  heroes  of  the  Battle  of 
Midway... the  men  who  turned  the  tide  of  the  battle  of 
the  Pacific."  Wow,  I  thought,  that's  great,  but  still 
why  did  Chicago  choose  Midway.  I  read  on.  "From  1942 
to  1945,  Chicago  was  a  central  training  ground  for 
allied  pilots,  aircraft  carrier  officers,  ship's  deck 
and  flight  crews.  Aircraft  Carrier  Qualification 
training  was  conducted  on  Lake  Michigan  in  order  to 
avoid  attacks  from  submarines  which  frequently 
patrolled  the  U.S.  coastline.  Two  former  Great  Lakes 
excursion  vessels,  the  'Sea  and  Bee'  and  the  'Greater 
Buffalo'  were  fitted  with  flat  tops  and  commissioned 
by  the  Navy  as  the  USS  Wolverine  and  the  USS  Sable, 
these  two  vessels,  which  operated  from  Chicago's  Navy 
Pier,  provided  the  platforms  for  the  pilots  to  prove 
their  ability  to  land  and  takeoff  from  an  aircraft 
carrier  after  receiving  flight  training  at  Glenview 
Naval  Air  Station.  The  Lake  Michigan  training 
operation  was  a  great  success  with  over  seventeen 
thousand  pilots  qualified."  Of  course,  during  any 
training  operation,  accidents  occur.  Approximately 
one  hundred  aircraft  were  lost  into  Lake  Michigan.  In 
the  late  1980 's,  a  program  was  launched  to  recover 
some  of  the  aircraft,  restore  them  and  place  them  on 
public  display.  The  SBD  on  display  at  Midway  is  one 
of  those  aircraft.  It  was  lost  on  September  14,  1944 
while  attempting  to  takeoff  from  the  USS  Sable  and 

recovered  on  August  26,  1991.  It  never  ceases  to  amaze  me  how  information  of 

interest  to  us  just  pops  up.  Unfortunately,  there  was 

no  series  of  Military  scrip  that  we  know  of  that  was 

issued  after  the  Battle  of  Midway.  I  have  read  that 

troops  in  the  Pacific  were  paid  with  Hawaii 

overprinted  Silver  Certificates  and  FRN's,  so  that 

most  likely  also  applied  to  Midway.  World  War  II 

Remembered  on  page  429  illustrates  a  ration  chit  which 

was  used  on  Midway  Island.  There  is  also  a  short 

snorter  that  has  a  picture  of  a  gooney  bird  on  it  that 

I  believe  comes  from  Midway.  I  remember  seeing  this 

note  illustrated  in  some  publication  during  the  last 

couple  of  years,  but  could  not  put  my  finger  on  it 

last  night.  I  believe  it  was  in  one  of  Neil  Shafer's 

columns  in  the  Banknote  Reporter  or  possibly  some 

auction  catalog,  but  it  has  alluded  me.  If  you  know 

where  it  is  let  us  all  know.  And  if  you  have  one  for 

sale,  I'm  sure  interested.  Finally,  if  you  find  yourself  at  Midway  Airport 
with  some  time  to  kill,  make  your  way  to  Concourse  A 
and  spend  the  time  reading  the  display  that  they  have 
there.  You  will  not  regret  it.

In  Gram  1442,  Joe  Boling  questioned  why  I  believe 
the  JIM  with  punched  holes  were  not  connected  to  the 
Red  Cross.  As  I  stated  earlier  I  was  stationed  at 
Clark  AB  from  1963  to  1965.  I  was  quite  familiar  with 
the  Red  Cross  and  their  primary  function  at  that  time. 
There  were  only  two  or  three  people  in  the  Red  Cross 
office  and  they  were  quite  busy  providing  a  conduit 
between  family  members  in  the  CONUS  and  military 
members  stationed  at  Clark  on  emergency  matters.  In 
fact,  commanders  would  not  approve  a  leave  request  for 
a  member  during  their  tour  to  go  back  to  CONUS  unless 


the  Red  Cross  would  verify  it  was  an  emergency 
situation.  Given  the  size  of  the  military  force  at 
Clark,  the  Red  Cross  was  kept  quite  busy  in  this  role 
and  it  is  my  opinion  that  they  wouldn't  have  time 
punching  holes  in  JIM  and  designing  and  preparing 
souvenir  booklets.  The  booklets  I  have  seen  one  came 
from  Filipinos  while  I  was  there  and  the  other  from  a 
US  collection  and  I  believe  was  prepared  immediately 
after  the  War.

[Bill  threw  me  for  a  little  look  with  the  autonomous 
comment.  Just  what  does  it  mean.  I  was  looking  for  an 
answer  like  the  Faroe  Islands  (future  travel 
destination  of  Ski  I  think)  are  part  of  Denmark. 

Instead  I  get  this  autonomous  comment  and  was  not  sure 
that  I  was  up  to  date.  Well,  it  seems  that  we  are  both 
right.  This  is  what  I  found  on  the  internet:  Since 
1948,  the  Faroe  Islands  have  been  a  self governing 
region  of  the  Kingdom  of  Denmark.  It  has  its  own 
parliament  and  its  own  flag.  It  is  not,  however,  a 
member  of  the  European  Union  and  all  trade  is  governed 
by  special  treaties . --Ed] 


Editorial 


On  Thursday  the  Boss  and  I  made  the  long  trek  to  Oak 
Harbor  to  visit  the  local  coin  shop.  Harold  and  Faye 
Rice  have  a  little  shop  in  their  converted  garage.  The 
three  biggest  towns  in  the  in  the  county  are  (in  order 
(from  the  top))  Port  Clinton,  Oak  Harbor,  and  Elmore.

I  recently  came  across  some  strange  items  on  E-Bay 
that  looked  familiar,  but  odd  at  first  glance.  The 
seller  listed  them  as  Swiss  stock  certificates  but 
it  was  pretty  obvious  that  they  were  of  U.S.  origin. 

The  vignette  on  the  face  is  that  of  John  Marshall 
(1755-1835)  who  served  as  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
as  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

This  vignette  is  the  same  one  that  appears  on  the 
$20.00  Treasury  Note  of  1890  and  1891. 

There  is  also  a  bright  red  Treasury  seal,  of  the 
old  style,  at  right  center. 

All  of  the  certificates  in  this  lot  were 
consecutively  numbered  and  have,  what  appears  to  be, 
typewritten  information  on  them  i.e.  date,  issuer, 
type  of  issue  etc.  But  upon  closer  inspection,  I  think 
that  they  may  have  been  done  by  letterpress,  as  there 
is  no  embossing  from  this  typewritten  information. 

A  quick  search  of  the  inter-net  turned  up  some  very 
interesting  information.  It  seems  that  these 
certificates  were  attached  to  bonds  and  perhaps 
stock  certificates  also.  During  WW  II! 

The  site  goes  on  to  say  that  Chapter  III,  Assets 
in  the  United  States  gives  a  description  of  these 
forms.  Well,  after  reading  a  lot  of  pretty  dry  subject 
matter  on  securities  and  such,  I  finally  found  what  I 
think  these  things  were  really  used  for.  It  says  they 
were  used  as  an  attempt  to  prevent  hostile  interests 

from  trading  securities  to  fund  their  war  efforts.  TFEL-2  was  a  form  that 
allowed  friendly  foreign 

nationals  to  trade  in  American  securities  during  the 
war . 

On  14  June  1941,  by  executive  order  8389  called 
for  a  census  of  foreign  owned  assets  held  by  every 
person  in  the  United  States.  They  were  required  to 
report  all  property  held  for,  or  owned  by  a  foreign 
country  or  national. 

It  goes  on  to  describe  why  these  measures  were  to 


be  taken.  In  the  event  of  a  country  being  over  run  by 
the  Axis,  securities  held  by  these  countries  were 
frozen  unless  the  owner  could  prove  that  they  were 
free  from  any  blocked  interest.  The  Treasury  addressed 
many  of  these  problems  through  certification.  An 
expedient  somewhat  similar  to  the  European  practice 
of  affixing  tax  stamps  to  legitimately  acquired 
securities . 

So  it  would  seem  that  if  you  held  securities  from 
any  over  run  country,  or  even  some  neutrals,  you  would 
have  to  record  them  with  the  Treasury  Department  in 
order  to  trade  or  redeem  these  interests  in  the 
future . 

This  leaves  with  more  questions  than  answers,  for 
instance,  what  does  TFEL  stand  for?  And  if  there  is  a 
TFEL-2,  where  is  TFEL-1?  All  of  these  seen  so  far  seem 
to  be  dated  between  1941-1943.  Is  this  because  after 
1943,  the  European  Continent  was  being  re-taken  by  the 
allies? 

I  do  not  know,  but  Im  going  to  keep  looking  for  the 
answers  to  this  mystery.

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Altered  MPC 


by  Jim  Downey 

On  page  61  of  the  Fourth  Edition  of  the 
Comprehensive  Catalog  of  Military  Payment  Certificates 
there  is  a  discussion  of  raised  and  altered  MPC.  There 
is  an  illustration  of  a  Series  481  5  cent  raised  to  a 
50  cent  note  by  adding  a  "0"  from  a  10  cent  note.  Of 
all  things,  the  original  5  cent  note  was  a 
replacement ! 

The  text  gets  a  little  confused  as  it  initially 
indicates  the  added  piece  came  from  a  10  cent  note  but 
the  next  paragraph  indicates  a  50  cent  note.  It  goes 
on  to  say  that  the  remaining  portion  of  the  50  cent 
note  could  still  be  passed.  (OMGUS  regulations 
allowed  mutilated  currency  to  be  replaced  as  long  as 
three-fifths  of  the  note  remained. )  The  text  poses 
the  question  when  and  for  what  reason  was  the  raised 
note  created? 

The  answer  to  the  question  of  why  it  was  created  is 
simple  -  it  was  made  to  deceive  as  all  raised  notes 
are.  It  is  suggested  that  this  note  may  be  an 
isolated  incident  or  a  fantasy  note  resulting  from 
"idle  time." 

The  USAREUR  Information  Bulletin  from  November  1951 
indicates  that  the  raising  of  5  cent  notes  to  50  cents 
was  more  than  an  isolated  incident. 

The  Information  Bulletin  was  a  monthly  summary  of 
some  of  the  more  important  bulletins  and  notices  that 
were  issued  in  by  the  US  military  authorities  in 
Germany.  The  November  1951  edition  carried  the 
following  notice: 

Alteration  of  MPC  Currency 

All  personnel  are  cautioned  to  closely  examine  all 
MPC  50  cent  [MPC  $0.50]  notes  received  by  them  to 
insure  that  such  pieces  of  currency  have  not  been 
altered  or  raised.  Particular  attention  should  be 
paid  to  the  written  portion  of  the  number  "Fifty 
Cents"  in  the  body  of  the  bill  rather 

than  simply  reading  the  figured  number  50  in  the  lower 
section  of  the  bill. 

Altered  or  raised,  MPC  50-cent  notes  have  appeared 
in  Berlin  recently  and  all  personnel  should  be  alert 
to  detect  any  further  attempt  at  passing  such  altered 
currency . 

Series  481  was  introduced  in  Germany  on  June  20, 

1951.  It  is  very  likely  that  the  note  shown  in  the 
Catalog  may  very  well  have  been  one  of  the  notes  that 
compelled  the  authorities  to  issue  the  above  warning 
in  November  1951.

More  on  raised  notes 
by  Joe  Boling 

Following  up  on  Jim  Downey's  column  of  today:  when  I 
was  in  Morocco  1953-55,  my  father,  who  was  an  Air 
Force  OSI  agent,  showed  me  a  series  481  nickel  that 
had  been  raised  to  50c  by  the  simple  expedient  of 
doodling.  The  airman  responsible  traced  over  (filled 
in)  the  numeral  "5"  with  a  ball  point  pen,  then  added 
an  appropriately  proportioned  "0"  after  it,  also  with 
ball  point,  so  that  it  looked  like  a  half  dollar  that 
had  been  played  with.  I  don't  recall  whether  any 

attempt  was  made  to  alter  the  word  "five"  to  "fifty."  Following  up  on  Ski's 
linking  of  Showa  dating  to  one 

Joe  Boling:  when  Emperor  Hirihoto  died  in  late  1989, 

Fred  called  me  to  extend  his  condolences.  He  thought 
that  with  my  long  association  with  Japanese 
numismatics,  I  would  be  at  least  a  little  down  that 
night.  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  I  was.  I  had  not 
even  realized  it  until  Fred  called  to  commiserate.  Of 
course,  Hirohoto  was  the  Showa  emperor. 

CPMX  story  -  in  a  junk  book  (a  book  of  notes  at 
junk  box  prices),  I  found  a  series  521  dime  that  had 
been  torn  in  half  and  taped  back  together  -  except 
that  this  note  is  two  halves  of  different  notes,  and 
both  are  right-hand  halves.  The  taping  was  done  so  as 
to  put  the  centers  of  the  notes  together,  both  face 
up,  so  that  one  is  right  side  up  at  the  right,  and  the 
other,  on  the  left,  is  upside  down  -  unless  you  turn 
the  whole  piece  180  degrees,  putting  the  right-side-up 
half  on  the  other  side,  where  it  is  now  upside  down. 

Clear  as  mud?  Why  on  earth  would  someone  cobble 
together  pieces  of  different  notes  in  such  a  fashion? 

The  two  serials  are  E03735323E  and  E00318495E.  Because 
of  the  configuration  of  the  note,  no  position  number 
is  present  (that  appears  on  the  left  half  of  a  note, 
and  there  are  no  left  halves  present) .  But  you  can  all 
calculate  the  position  number (s),  right?  Not  to  worry 

-  if  you  can't,  you  can  go  to  Doug's  data  base,  put 
those  numbers  in,  and  the  position  numbers  will  appear 

-  theoretically  as  a  quick  and  dirty  check  for 
counterfeits,  but  not  applicable  to  the  instant  note. 

Does  another  521  10c  note  exist  composed  of  two  left 

ends,  neither  with  a  serial  number?  I  have  another  CPMX  story,  but  it  won't 
suffer  from 

becoming  a  bit  aged.  So  now,  having  never  gotten  to 
bed  this  morning,  I  am  going  to  toddle  off  to 


dreamland  early  -  it's  only  midnight.

serial  number.  Way  to  go  Roger. --Ed] 

Redarding  Question  104  Jim  Downey  wrote  :  Bons  de 
Solidaite  were  issued  by  the  Vichy  French.  Question 
102:  Bill  Myers  wrote  that  Bon  de  Solidarite  notes 
were  issued  by  the  French  Vichy  government  by  the 
French  Red  Cross  central  committee  for  aiding  POWs, 
refugees,  wounded  and  other  needy  people.  They  are 
receipts  for  donations  Vichy  government  was  what  I  was 


looking  for.  Sometimes  extra  info  gets  people  into 
trouble,  but  this  time  it  was  ok.  I  must  admit  again 
that  I  was  creating  the  question  on  the  fly  and  I  knew 
that  this  was  not  a  great  question  because  I  would 
probably  have  to  accept  France  based  upon  the  way  that 
the  question  was  phrased.

Wrigley  War  Tax  Rebate  Certificates 
by  Jim  Downey 

Although  the  MPCGram  is  dedicated  to  all  aspects  of 
military  numismatics,  most  of  the  articles  and  other 
information  found  in  it  relate  to  either  Military 

Payment  Certificates  or  World  War  II  era  material.  Although  fewer  numismatic 
items  came  out  of  World  War 

I,  they  also  deserve  attention.  Although  it  is  more 
of  a  quasi-numismatic  item,  one  of  the  more  peculiar 
items  from  this  period  is  the  Wrigleys  War  Tax  Rebate 
Certificate . 

In  1914,  three  years  prior  to  the  U.S.  entry 
into  the  war.  Congress  passed  the  War  Tax  Act  to  raise 
money  for  national  defense.  Included  in  the  items 
taxed  under  the  War  Tax  Act  was  chewing  gum.  This  was 
not  the  first  time  that  chewing  gum  was  taxed  in  the 
name  of  national  defense.  It  was  also  taxed  during 
the  Spanish-American  War  netting  $366,000.00  in  fiscal 
year  1900. 

Chewing  gum  was  wholesaled  to  merchants  in 
boxes  of  twenty  packages.  The  War  Tax  Act  imposed  a 
four  cent  tax  on  each  wholesale  box  of  twenty.  A  box 
wholesaled  for  sixty-four  cents.  Each  pack  retailed 
for  five  cents,  so  the  retail  mark  up  on  the  entire 
box  of  twenty  was  thirty-six  cents.  Because  the  four 
cent  tax  could  not  be  apportioned  equally  among  the 
twenty  packages,  the  merchant  had  to  absorb  the  four 


cent  tax.  The  William  Wrigley,  Jr.  Company  was  strongly 
opposed  to  the  tax  but  attempts  to  lobby  Congress  to 
repeal  the  chewing  gum  tax  failed.  In  order  to 
alleviate  the  effect  of  the  tax  on  the  merchant, 

Wrigley  included  a  War  Tax  Rebate  Certificate  in  every 
box  of  gum.  A  merchant  could  redeem  sixteen  of  the 
coupons  for  a  free  box  of  gum.  The  certificate  itself 
reads  as  follows: 

You  pay  4c  WAR  TAX  on  each  boxwhen  you  have 
bought  16  boxes  we  send  you  a  64c  box  of  gum  prepaid 

which  you  retail  for  $1.00.  In  other  words,  Wrigley  returned  the  tax  to  the 
retailer  in  kind  by  providing  a  free  box  of  gum  for 
every  16  boxes  purchased. 

The  War  Tax  on  gum  was  the  subject  of  the 
rivalry  between  Wrigley  and  the  Hershey  Company.  Although  Hershey  is  famous 
for  chocolate,  it  tried  to 

launch  a  chewing  gum  line  just  prior  to  the  war.  Whereas  most  gum 
manufacturers  sold  gum  in  packs  of 

five  for  a  nickel,  Hershey  sold  it  in  packs  of  six  for 
a  nickel.  When  the  War  Tax  was  imposed,  Hershey 
originally  only  paid  four  cents  per  box  of  twenty 
packages.  They  were  able  to  sell  120  pieces  of  gum 
paying  the  four  cent  tax  while  the  other  merchants 
were  paying  the  tax  on  100  pieces  of  gum.  William 
Wrigley  complained  to  the  IRS  that  Hershey  was  not 
paying  its  full  tax.  Wrigley  won  and  an  additional 
tax  was  imposed  on  the  boxes  of  Hersheys  gum!

New  ANA  WWII  Exhibit  and  Odds  and  ends 


by  Joe  Boling 


I  might  have  to  change  the  day  for  my  column  -  coming 

in  behind  Jim  Downey  each  week  is  too  tough.  Two  of  the  lots  I  sent  to  the 
scholarship  auction  at 

fest  this  year  (the  Korean  war  line  crosser's  pass, 
with  Mark  Clark  signature,  and  the  series  1917  US 
Postal  Savings  System  $1  note),  were  the  property  of  a 
local  widow  whose  husband's  collection  I  have  been 
assisting  her  with.  When  she  got  her  settlement  check 
and  found  out  about  the  purpose  of  the  sale,  she  sent 
me  a  check  for  $15  to  put  into  the  fund.  So  Sue 
McCarty  should  be  added  to  the  list  of  2006 

scholarship  fund  donors.  Mr.  21  had  a  comment  in  a  recent  gram  about  the 
two-piece  ten-cent  note  I  described  last  week.  He  said 
"my  questions  to  Joe  are  (I  already  know  the  answer  to 
some)  Did  you  buy  the  note?  What  was  the  asking  price? 

I  know  that  it  doesn't  have  any  position  number  and, 
hence  no  number  8 .  So  I  seriously  doubt  that  he  bought 
it.... What  is  the  Emperor  of  Japan  /  Saint  Eligius 
doing  looking  at  MPC  in  a  junk  book  for?"  Well,  I  was 
looking  in  the  junk  book  because  I  have  a  long  want 
list  of  genuine  notes  in  well-circulated  condition  to 
match  up  with  fakes  that  I  already  own.  So  I  spend  a 
lot  of  time  looking  at  junk  these  days.  The  asking 
price  was  $3,  and  yes,  I  did  buy  it  -  to  give  to  Fred. 

But  he  insisted  that  I  take  it  home  and  write  about  it 
before  passing  it  to  him.  Based  on  the  appearance  of 
the  tape  on  the  piece,  I  doubt  that  a  dealer  fixed  it 
up  with  sale  as  an  objective.  More  likely  a  user  ended 
up  with  two  halves,  through  some  improbable 
circumstance,  and  taped  the  pieces  together  so  that 

they  could  be  spent.  ANA  is  installing  a  new  exhibit  of  WWII  leaders,  and 

asked  me  for  something  numismatic  with  Hirohito's 

portrait  on  it.  At  first  blush,  I  could  not  think  of 

anything  -  he  never  appeared  on  any  currency 

emissions.  But  searching  my  medals  data  base  for  the 

name,  I  came  up  with  eight  hits,  seven  of  which  are 

for  medals  with  a  Hirohito  portrait.  Most  of  them  are 

small,  not  really  suitable  for  an  exhibit,  and  none 

are  from  the  war  years,  the  focus  of  the  exhibit.  But 

one  DOES  show  Hirohito  as  crown  prince  in  a  military 

uniform,  and  is  60mm  across,  so  that  is  the  one  I  have 

loaned  the  museum  for  this  exhibit.  (The  medal 

commemorates  the  crown  prince's  tour  of  Europe  in 

1921.)  The  exhibit  opens  in  May  and  is  scheduled  to  be 

up  for  a  year,  so  anyone  attending  summer  seminar,  or 

attending  the  membership  appreciation  day  at  ANA  HQ 

after  the  Denver  ANA  convention,  should  be  able  to  see 

this  WWII  exhibit.  Now  -  who  is  going  to  write  it  up 

for  the  gram?

It  is 
a  Allied  military  1000  frac  note  (France  back)  without 
serial  numbers.  I  have  not  spoken  with  the  send  yet  so 
if  he  reads  this  before  I  call  him,  this  is  a  preview 
of  my  comments.  After  receiving  the  call,  I  was  a  bit 
dubious  about  the  note.  I  have  seen  many  error  in  the 
AM  lire,  but  not  many  in  the  francs  and  they  would  be 
even  less  likely  on  the  high  denominations. 

When  the  note  arrived,  my  opinions  changed 
instantly.  I  am  certain  that  it  is  genuine  and  an 
original/unaltered  piece  even  though  I  have  STILL  not 
examined  it  in  detail.  The  tell-tale  sign  was  that 
this  piece  was  hand  cut!  The  margins  clearly  indicate 
this.  This  means  that  this  was  cut  from  some  sort  of 
remainder  or  priner's  waste  and  it  is  therefore  not  so 
surprising  that  it  does  not  have  numbers. 

After  seeing  it,  I  think  that  I  remember  a  photo  of 
a  similar  (possibly  identical  piece)  being  illustrated 
in  one  of  the  early  Toy  or  Swails  books.  Possibly  one 
of  the  military  numismatics  bibliophiles  out  there 
will  have  a  look  for  us. 

It  certainly  is  an  interesting  piece  and  I  am  happy 
to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  it.

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Notes  from  the  Eastern  Front 
Steve  Feller 

What  is  rationing  and  what  is  it  done  for?  This 
seemingly  simple  question  has  interesting  answesr  in 
the  little  book,  SThe  Market  Square:  The  Story  of 
the  Food  Ration  Book  1940-1944.?  The  answer  is 

curiously  at  the  end  of  the  book.  Taking  it  at  its  simplest  and  earliest  form 
in  1940, 

rationing  meant  "fair  shares  for  all  of  foods  in  short 
supplieseasy  to  grasp  and  comparatively  easy  to 
operate.  In  those  days  fair  shares  meant  equal  shares, 
with  the  single  exception  of  meat  for  small  children. 

Quite  soon  the  particular  needs  of  certain  invalids 
produced  a  slight  break  away  from  strict  equality. 

Then  came  the  phase  of  many  unrationed  foods 
being  in  short  supply  which  began  to  undermine  the 
early  definition.  No  longer  could  it  be  claimed  that 
shortages  and  restrictions  in  a  few  directions  were 
immaterial  since  there  was  abundance  in  other 
directions . 

Gradually  as  the  public  gathered  confidence  in 
new  schemes  and  in  the  potency  of  the  ration  book  they 
gave  up  their  early  fear  and  dislike  of  it  as  a 
restrictive  influence  and  came  to  look  upon  it  as  a 
friend  and  guide  to  sound  nutrition.  If,  in  fact,  they 
took  all  that  it  offered  and  a  reasonable  share  of  the 
main  important  foods  left  uncovered  by  it,  they  knew 

they  would  fair  all  right.  Ration  books  are  poor  cousins  to  bank  notes.  Yet 

they  formed  a  crucial  part  of  the  WWII  experience  for 

tens  of  millions  of  people.  While  at  the  Cabinet  War 

Rooms  in  London  last  weekend  I  bought  a  few  books  on 

the  subject.  These  books  were  written  during  the  war 

by  those  who  created  the  system  of  rationing  in 

England.  I  will  be  giving  some  excerpts  to  launch 

this  column.  The  first  book  is  entitled  "The  Market 

Square"  and  it  details  the  Brisitsh  ration  system  with 

details  on  the  ration  books  themselves.  Indeed  the 

subtitle  is  "The  Story  of  the  Ration  Book  1940-1944."  The  book  is  by 
"Impresario."  I  hope  you  enjoy  the 
arcane  and  esoteric  as  I  do. 

Ration  books  for  over  40,000,000  people  cannot  be 
printed  and  distributed  overnight . Generally  speaking, 
we  have  to  allow  9  to  12  months  between  going  to  print 


and  bringing  them  into  operation ...  We  learned  also 
that  it  was  a  great  mistake  to  issue  any  instructions 
printed  in  the  book  , there  being  very  little 
likelihood  of  their  remaining  accurate  by  the  time  the 
book  came  into  operation . The  first  set,  designed  for 
six  months  were  produced  and  stored  away  some  time 
before  the  war  began.  There  were  four  different  sets 
when  they  first  came  into  useR.B.  1  for  those  over 
6,  R.B.  2  for  those  under  6,  R.B.  3  for  travellers, 
and  R.B.  6  for  weekly  seamen . Various  other  sets  of 
books  and  cards  were  held  in  readiness  but  not  in  fact 
introduced . The  essential  features  of  R.B.l  and  R.B.  2 
(had)  pages  of  coupons  for  each  food  (meat;  bacon  and 
ham;  butter  and  margarine;  cooking  fats,  including 
lard  and  dripping;  sugar;  three  spares), and  each  page 
contained  a  counterfoil  with  which  the  holder  could 
effect  registration  with  a  retailer . There  was  a  space 
also  on  each  page  for  noting  the  holder"s  name  if  he 
should  decide  to  leave  the  page  permanently  with  his 
retailer . Each  book  contained  a  postcard  called  a 
reference  leaf  with  which  the  holder  applied  later  on 
for  the  next  book;  its  name  may  seem  curious  seeing 
that  its  function  was  one  of  application . At  a  later 
stage  it  was  due  to  form  the  basic  record  of  the 
holder  in  the  Food  Office

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World  War  II  Remembered  in  Review 


by  Jack  21  Hunter 


Per  a  suggestion  by  the  editor,  I  am  going  to  attempt 
to  write  a  short  "Book  Report"  from  the  various  tomes 
written  on  the  subject  of  WW  II  military  numismatics. 

I  say  "short"  because  my  typing  skills  are  that  of 
a  third  grader,  and  try  as  I  might,  I  can  only  work 
with  four  out  of  ten  fingers.  That  said,  please  accept 
my  apologies  in  advance  for  the  total  lack  of 
knowledge  for  the  English  language. 

I  am  going  back  a  little  further  than  Fred  asked  me 
to.  He  wanted  articles  from  MPC  4  and  WW  II 
Remembered,  but  I  have  chosen  Fred's  first  book  on  the 
subject.  WorldWar  II  Allied  Military  Currency  by  Ray 
S.  Toy  and  Carlton  F.  Schwan.  Copyright  1974. 

The  book  was  dedicated  to  Alfred  J.  (Jimmy)  Swails, 
who  passed  away  in  November  of  1973. 

This  small  (by  todays  standard  of  WW  II  Remembered) 
book  of  110  pages,  starts  out  with  a  short  preface  on 
the  popularity  of  collecting  military  currency.  It 
states  "  There  are  many  reasons  for  this  (popularity) , 
but  the  most  important  factor  is  undoubtedly  the 
increased  amount  of  information  which  has  become 
available  to  the  collector  in  the  past  few  years." 

If  only  the  authors  could  have  known  that  they  had 
just  scratched  the  surface!  110  pages  does  not  even 
cover  the  Axis  section  in  WW  II  R  (1) . 

Now  I  will  admit  that  I  have  not  read  this  volume  from 
cover  to  cover  (yet)  it  is  interesting  to  see  the  list 
of  contributors  acknowledged  by  the  authors.  Some  of 
whom  are  still  to  this  day,  researching  the  field  of 
military  numismatics.  And  others  who  have  passed  on  to 
much  greater  (?)  horizons.  I  will  not  go  into  the  list 
verbatum,  but  there  are  several  names  with  whom  I  have 
come  to  recognize.  And  some  that  I  will  never  know... 
This  book,  like  most  that  have  been  written  on  the 
subject  of  numismatics,  starts  out  with  short  sections 
on  grading  and  the  pricing  of  items  one  may  wish  to 
add  to  their  collections. 

A  brief  mention  of  specimen  and  replacement  notes  is 
also  included  with  a  list  of  clubs  one  should  join. 
This  is  all  pretty  much  the  standard  fare  that  is 
taken  for  granted  today.  But  this  information  was,  at 
the  time,  only  just  becoming  available. 

One  interesting  aspect  of  the  copy  in  my 
collection,  it  came  with  a  fixed  price  list,  dated  10 
July  74  from  Carlton  "Fred"  Schwan  of  Portage,  Ohio. 

On  the  cover  page,  is  a  black  and  white  copy  of  a 
series  541  $5.00  note!  As  this  note  is  sure  to  be 
found  in  a  black  hole  somewhere,  I  will  not  give  you 
the  serial  number.  I  would  almost  bet  that  this  was 
Freds  first  copy  of  this  note,  and  just  as  he  is  today 
with  the  recent  find  of  a  591  25  cent  replacement 
note,  showing  it  off  to  the  world. 

He  even  had  a  rubber  stamp  of  this  541  $5.00made  up 
and  was  trying  to  re-coup  some  of  his  investment  by 
offering  one  for  $4.00  Never  one  to  miss  angle  to 
make  a  buck,  even  in  1974. 


A  very  nice  price  list  to  be  sure,  with  about  25 
replacement  notes  offered,  the  highest  priced  one 
being  a  692  $20.00  in  CU  for  $90.00  ! 

I  will  end  this  tonight  with  Freds  price  list 
closing,  "My  back  hurts  from  typing  and  the  rest  of 
what  I  was  going  to  list  is  junk  so  I  am  just  going  to 
stop ! " 

But  he  then  adds  "  Remember,  I  need  to  buy  good 
material,  what  have  you  got  for  sale?" 

I  will  get  back  to  the  book  report  next  week.

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Camp  7  Museum 
by  Nik  Sharplin 

Just  back  from  a  short  2  week  holiday  and  I  am 
filing  the  following  report  for  the  gram.  I  was  hoping 
very  much  to  catch  up  with  all  my  fester  friends  at 
the  summer  seminar,  but  looks  like  all  my  plans  have 
been  shot  down  so  to  speak.  So  it  will  have  to  be 
2007!  My  home  city  of  Melbourne,  has  just  been 
hosting  the  Commonwealth  games,  and  as  the  school 
holidays  were  also  brought  forward  to  co-inside  with 
this  event,  we  decided  to  avoid  the  crowds,  get  out  of 
town,  and  show  the  kids  some  of  our  home  state  of 
Victoria  instead. 

During  my  previous  travels  around  the  state  I  had 
discovered  a  museum  in  the  small  town  of 
Tatura, (population  of  about  2800)  but  it  was  never 
open!  So  this  was  the  only  stop  planned  that  related 
to  our  hobby.  I  forgot  to  mention  the  significance  of 
this  museum,  it  is  devoted  to  the  7  POW  camps  that 
were  in  the  area  during  WWII.  The  largest 
concentration  of  such  camps  in  Australia  during  this 
conflict . 

We  were  very  fortunate  as  the  husband  and  wife  team 
of  Arthur  &  Lurline  Knee,  opened  the  museum  especially 
for  us  &  I  spent  approx  3  hours  talking,  looking  at 
the  exhibits  &  rummaging  through  their  archives.  I 
could  have  spent  a  lot  longer,  but  three  young  and 

impatient  children  put  paid  to  that!  The  visit  was  fascinating  as  they  had 
many  unusual 

and  interesting  items  from  the  various  camps  of  the 
region.  And  yes  they  did  have  a  few  of  the  tokens 
issued  and  even  a  Camp  Hay  sixpence  note,  &  guess  what 
Harold,  its  the  highest  serial  number  I  have  recorded 
in  my  database  C41937,  that  now  makes  86  of  these 
sixpence  notes  that  I  know  exist,  10  more  than 
previously  recorded. 

But  the  item  that  took  my  breath  away  was  an  old 
photograph  of  a  piece  of  artwork.  The  photo  was  very 
faded  &  unfortunately  they  had  no  scanner,  but  are 
going  to  try  &  locate  the  negative  for  me.  The  artwork 
was  by  E. Wittenberg  &  was  an  alternative  design  for  a 


one  shilling  note  for  Camp  7  Hay!  Wow! ! 

However  Arthur  &  Lurline  and  the  other  volunteers 
have  no  numismatic  knowledge.  They  claim  I  am  the 
first  numismatist  to  visit,  they  have  had  plenty  of 
philatelists  though!  All  of  their  items  were  mostly 
unlabelled  and  exhibited  in  dark  corners,  at  opposite 
ends  of  the  museum,  with  little  or  no  correlation  to 

each  other,  or  archived.  Consequently  I  volunteered  to  organise  a  permanent 
display  for  them.  Another  job  to  add  to  the  list,  (Me 
&  my  big  mouth) !  At  least  it  has  given  me  a  great 
excuse  to  re-visit,  this  time  without  the  family! 

I  can  foresee  a  longer  rummage  through  their 
archives  coming!  Who  knows  what  else  I  will  find. 

ANA  Atlanta

With  all  those  nice  words  from  Fred  Wednesday,  I 
guess  I  had  better  get  a  column  written  this  week. 

At  tonight's  meeting  of  the  South  King  County  Coin 
Club,  I  showed  a  Great  Lakes  Banknote  Company  product 
that  was  available  (for  a  price)  at  the  ANA  convention 
in  Atlanta  last  weekend.  On  Friday  there  was  a  casino 
night,  co-sponsored  by  three  major  numismatic  firms 
(whose  major  dealings  are  in  fabricated  metal  discs) . 

They  paid  for  the  room  and  the  eats  (I  assume),  so 

that  the  ANA  could  pick  up  all  the  fees  paid  by 

conventioneers  to  attend  the  event.  The  cost  was  $25, 

which  got  you  a  (very)  light  buffet  and  $500  in  player 

scrip  (which  had  to  be  exchanged  for  chips  to  actually 

play  with) .  There  was  also  a  commemorative  ANA  chip  in 

a  Contain  for  each  player.  The  scrip  was  printed  by 

our  own  GLBNC .  Veteran  festers  would  recognize  it  immediately.  By 

MFC  all  being  in  the  stacks  of  unaccessioned  stuff  a 

few  feet  from  this  keyboard,  I  can't  just  pull  it  out 

and  inspect  it.  But  I  can  say  that  many  of  the  designs 

of  the  ANA  Casino  Coupons  (ACC)  borrow  heavily  from 

those  of  existing  MFC.  Six  denominations  were  issued  - 

$1,  $2,  $5,  $25,  $50,  and  $100.  To  make  up  the  $500 

packets,  the  denominations  listed  above  appeared  in 

the  following  numbers  -  1,2, 4, 3, 4,2  (making  $500) .  All 

packets  had  this  mix  of  denominations  -  stars  and  low 

numbers  were  spread  across  the  150  packets  (a  few 

stars  were  not  used,  there  being  fewer  errors  pieces 

than  the  number  of  stars  furnished  by  the  printer) . 

The  $1  will  be  the  key  for  this  issue,  only  150  having 
been  distributed  (many  more  were  printed,  so  there  is 
a  potential  for  remainders  to  eventually  enter  the 
market) .  The  contractor  shipped  the  notes  to  ANA  in  sheets, 
where  they  were  separated  by  the  convention  staffers. 

This  process  resulted  in  some  notes  being  miscut  - 
those  were  mostly  replaced  with  stars  (some  notes  cut 
close  on  the  left  end  were  present  in  too  many 
examples  to  replace  completely,  so  this  minor  error 

may  be  found  in  many  holdings) .  Most  of  the  $1  and  $2  notes  were  printed  in 
eight-note  sheets,  four  $1  notes  on  the  left,  four  $2 
notes  on  the  right.  This  configuration  lends  itself  to 


double  denominations  -  if  a  printed  uniface  sheet  is 
turned  in  the  stack  before  the  second  side  is  printed 
(I  don't  know  whether  the  backs  or  the  faces  were 
printed  first) ,  then  all  eight  notes  will  have  backs 
that  do  not  match  the  faces.  One  such  sheet  was 
printed,  but  its  presence  was  detected  during  a 
quality  control  inspection  prior  to  disbursement,  and 
all  such  errors  were  replaces  by  star  notes.  There 
were  also  a  few  uniface  sheets,  where  two  sheets  would 
go  through  the  press  together,  resulting  in  one 
missing  that  printing.  One  sheet  missed  its  face 
printing,  and  several  missed  their  backs.  All  such 
notes  were  also  replaced  with  stars.  The  contractor's 
salesman  (CFS)  was  willing  to  let  the  error  printings 
go  into  circulation  (perhaps  thinking  that  this  was  a 
one-off  job  and  he  didn't  need  to  worry  about  repeat 
business),  but  the  quality  control  inspector  (JEB) 
felt  that  it  would  not  be  a  good  example  of  GLBNC ' s 
work  to  let  these  notes  escape  into  circulation.  All 
error  printings  and  miscuts  that  had  been  removed  were 

delivered  to  ANA  for  disposition.  Minor  varieties  exist  of  the  $50  note 
(check  the  bugs 

on  the  back,  escapees  from  MFC  series  052) .  Both  minor 
and  major  varieties  exist  of  the  $1  note,  but  it  is 
not  known  whether  all  of  these  entered  circulation, 

since  the  distribution  of  $1  notes  was  so  limited.  Speaking  of  series  number 
-  the  ACC  are  designated 

series  061.  Can  fest  VII  attendees  see  a  potential 
connection  to  the  MFC  that  were  issued  there?  If  I 
were  a  speculating  man  (and  the  GLBNC  president  has 
taught  me  to  never  anticipate  anything  from  them)  I 
would  speculate  that  ACC  may  be  coin  of  the  realm  when 
students  arrive  at  Summer  Seminar  this  year.

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DETECTING  COUNTERFEIT  MPC 
by  Jim  Downey 

Counterfeiters  are  an  ingenious  bunch.  When  a  new  issue  of  currency  is 
released  it  seems  that 

the  counterfeiters  are  not  far  behind.  At  MPCFest  VI 
Steve  Swoish  had  a  remarkable  US  Army  CID  file 
detailing  a  counterfeiting  ring  that  operated  in  Italy 
involving  MPC  Series  471.  Counterfeits  of  the  MPC 
issued  during  the  Vietnam  War  are  also  well 
documented . 

MPC  Series  472  was  issued  in  March  1948.  EUCOM  Weekly  Directive  No.  26 
issued  in  July  1948 

contained  an  extensive  discussion  on  how  to  detect 

counterfeit  $5.00  and  $10.00  notes  from  Series  472.  The  text  is  excerpted  in 
the  EUCOM  monthly  bulletin 
for  July  1948  as  follows: 

The  cooperation  of  all  personnel  and 
dependants  is  requested  to  stamp  out  the  circulation 
of  counterfeit  military  payment  certificates  in  the 
European  Command.  The  following  information  and 
advice  is  offered  to  help  those  interested,  and  it  is 
requested  that  any  information  relative  to 
counterfeits  be  reported  to  the  nearest  criminal 
investigation  detachment  for  investigation. 

No  technical  experience  is  necessary  to 
detect  a  counterfeit.  Merely  look  at  or  study  a 
genuine  certificate  occasionally  to  become  more 


familiar  with  its  appearance.  One  outstanding 
irregularity  that  can  be  recognized  on  a  certificate 
will  justify  its  classification  as  counterfeit  and  its 
detention  and  further  examination  by  either  the 
Finance  Office,  Provost  Marshal,  or  the  Criminal 
Investigations  Division. 

Following  are  outstanding  defects  and 
imperfections  which  are  readily  visible  to  the  naked 
eye  which  appear  on  counterfeit  $5  and  $10 
certificates  recently  discovered  in  the  zone.  Good 
military  payment  certificates  look  good,  while  bad 
military  payment  certificates  look  bad. 

Counterfeit  $5  certificates  [Series  472].  Eagle  on  face  of  the  certificate 

The  blue  ink  on  the  wings  runs  into  the 
solid  color  and  shows  no  refined  engraving  lines.  The 
edges  of  the  wings  are  blunt  stubs,  abruptly 
terminated,  with  no  feather  edges. 

The  arrows  clutched  by  the  eagles  left 
claw  show  solid  blue.  The  arrows  here  are  indistinct 
and  crudely  executed.  No  berries  are  visible  on  the 
branch  clutched  by  the  eagles  right  claw. 

Base  of  the  eagles  tail  is  solid  blue  and 
tail  feathers  are  poorly  executed. 

The  vertical  blue  stripes  on  the  eagles  breast  shield 
are  a  solid  blue.  The  genuine  certificate  shows  three 
separate  blue  lines. 


The  fishnet  design  in  the  border  is  broken  by 
irregular  lines,  leaving  white  blotches  and  showing  an 
ashen  gray  color. 


The  eagle  on  the  back  of  the  military  payment 
certificate  is  crudely  executed  with  poor  engraving 
and  blotchy  printing.  The  vertical  stripes  of  the 
breast  shield  on  the  eagle  are  solid  brown  with  no 
rulings.  Defects  are  generally  similar  to  those  on 
the  face  of  the  certificate. 

Counterfeit  $10  [Series  472],  The  face  of  the 
certificate : 


The  ink  on  the  wings  of  the  eagle  runs  into  solid  blue 
and  white  blotchy  spots,  void  of  clear  engraving. 

The  edges  of  the  wings  show  blunt,  and  rounded  feather 
edges  are  crudely  executed. 

The  rulings  in  the  vertical  stripes  of  the  eagles 
breast  shield  are  uneven  and  crudely  executed  and  show 
no  separate  arrow  shafts. 

The  ink  at  the  base  of  the  eagles  tail  runs  into 
solid  blue. 


The  eagle  on  the  back  of  the  certificate  is  crudely 
executed,  the  ink  runs  into  solid  brown  with  white 
blotches,  and  no  clear  engraved  feather  lines  are 
indicated . 

There  were  two  things  that  struck  me  from 
the  excerpt.  The  first  is  that  the  author  did  not 
capitalize  military  payment  certificate.  I  do  not 
know  what  the  convention  is  for  this.  Second,  only  in 
the  military  is  it  necessary  to  state  the  obvious.

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Commentary

As  an  old  retired  GI  I  must  take  exception  to  the 
comment  Second,  only  in  the  military  is  it  necessary 
to  state  the  obvious,  "Good  looks 
good,  bad  looks  bad." 

Remember,  in  1948  most  of  the  military  was  left  over 
from  the  mass  of  draftees  from  the  WW2  years.  The 
average  education  at  the  time  for  the  enlisted  ranks 
was  11th  grade  and  had  yet  to  advance  to  HS  graduate 
by  the  time  that  I  enlisted  in  1954  (I  was  a  dropout 
with  three  years  of  high  school) . 

The  EUCOM  Weekly  Directive  No.  26  issued  in  July 
1948  excerpt  was  a 

masterpiece  of  clear  writing  and  did  what  it  set  out 
to  do  which  was  to 

communicate.  Using  "Good  looks  good,  bad  looks  bad" 
set  the  theme  for  the  excerpt  which  was  that  detecting 
counterfeits  is  easy  if  you  know  what  to  do.  It 
accomplished  its  purpose  which  was  to  educate.  What 
impressed  me,  as  an  old  administrative  type,  was  the 
complete  lack  of  gobblydegook .  The  excerpt  was  clear, 
concise  and  did  what  it  set  out  to  do. 

Capitalizing  military  payment  certificate  is 
actually  a  bad  habit.  Technically  (and  I  expect  to  get  a  good  arguement  from 
others  on  this) 

is  that  the  term  is  actually  a  pronoun  and  should  not 
be  capitalized.  If  they  had  referred  to  Series  472  Military  Payment 
Certificates,  then 

it  would  become  a  noun  and  be  capitalized.  Just 
military  payment 

certificate  by  itself  is  generic  and,  therefore,  is  a 
pronoun  which  is 

not  capitalized.  [See  editorial] 

Sometime  in  the  late  1940s  or  early  1950s  it  became 
habit  to 

capitalize  all  sorts  of  pronouns  or  semi-pronouns  in 

correspondence.  Damned  if  I  know  why  but  I  spent  many  an  hour  sweating 
over  an  old 

Smith  Corona  typewriter  trying  to  get  a  piece  of 
correspondence  past 

the  Adjucant  [not  a  proper  noun  and  should  not  be 
capitalized--smile--Ed] .  The  rules  of  English  that  I 
had  learned  in  school  were 

no  longer  quite  correct.  It  was  a  case  of  "There  is 
the  Military  Way 

and  there  is  the  civilian  way... guess  which  is  right 
and  do  it ! " 

There  were  a  number  of  instances  in  which  the 
counterfeit  note  was 

better  than  the  original  and  circulated  side  by  side 
with  the  good 

ones.  The  Confederate  $500  comes  to  mind.  I  am  sure 
that  there  are 

others  and,  with  a  little  thought,  I  could  come  up 
with  them.  "Good 


looks  good  and  bad  looks  bad"  is  not  always  a  good 
rule  of  thumb  nor 
obvious . 

On  another  note,  on  behalf  of  the  Texas  Numismatic 
Association  I  would  like  to  invite  ya'll  to  hold  one 
of  your  MPCFests  [Paul,  you  are  a  Gramster--that  is 
close  enough  to  make  it  your  mini  Fest!  --Ed]  at  the 
convention  celebrating  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  TNA 
in  2010.

The  most  important  of  these  is  that 
what  we  publish  represents  us  to  those  who  read  what 
we  write.  Educatned  newcomers  must  be  either  puzzled 
or  amazed  when  they  read  our  publications.

Dear  Gram, 

Just  finished  reading  your  article  on  the  German 
barter  notes  and  Carlson's  on  the  numbering  of  691  and 
701 's.  And  I  must  say,  I  am  impressed  with  both. 

I  noticed  one  (OK  two)  small  errors  in  Carlson's 
article,  the  first  could  have  been  a  typo,  and  is  not 
really  that  big  of  a  deal.  The  numbers  mentioned  for  a 
production  run  of  8000  sheets  to  a  unit  and  84 
fractional  notes  to  the  sheet  still  adds  up  to  672,000 


notes,  but  the  quoted  number  in  the  article  says 
684,000...  Unless  I  read  it  wrong.  The  other  error,  he 
states  that  the  series  691-$20.00  note  was  an 
"allegorical  design  not  previously  utilized  on  paper 
money."  That  is  incorrect.  It  could  (should)  be  said 
that  it  was  not  previously  used  on  MPC .  The  central 
vignette  of  an  allegorical  woman,  has  been  used  on  an 
old  "broken  banknote"  circa  1860.  I  will  get  the 
specifics  on  this  note  tomorrow,  as  it  will  soon  be 
added  to  my  collection. 

Other  than  that,  two  great  articles! 

One  thing  you  should  do,  seeing  as  how  you  have 
their  ear,  so  to  speak,  campaign  a  little  about  having 
MPC  prices  included  in  the  "Paper  Money  Market" 
supplement.

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Book  Review 
by  David  Klinger 

A  book  with  the  unusual  title  SOUR  M.A.S.H.  AT  SEA 
is  the  latest  addition  to  my  library  of  military 
related  tomes.  It  was  written  by  a  Supply  Corps 
Officer  by  the  name  of  Walter  "Bud"  Stuhldreher.  He 
served  aboard  the  hospital  ship  USS  Haven  during  the 
closing  days  of  the  Korean  War.  He  was  assigned  duty 
as  the  ship's  Disbursing  Officer  (viz.  paymaster) . 

One  chapter  in  his  book  relates  to  an  unusual  MPC 
conversion  day  (C-Day)  which  took  place  in  1954. 

Ensign  "Bud"had  beenbriefed  into  the  details  of  the 
procedures  for  use  of  MPC.  But,  what  hehad  not  known 
was  that  hospital  ships  were  not  allowed  to  moor  at 
piers  in  war  zones,  and  that  they  were  also  not 
allowed  to  communicate  classified  information.  These 
rules,  from  the  Geneva  Conventions,  would  impact  on 

the  events  of  this  Navy  C-Day  in  1954.  DuringMay  of 1954,  the  USS  Haven  was 
anchored  at 

harbor,  in  Inchon,  Korea.  One  morning  afellow  officer 
rushed  in  to  Bud's  stateroom  to  relate  an  announcement 
he  had  just  heard  on  Armed  Forces  Radio  that  all  MPC 


had  to  beexchanged  today  for  a  new  series,  or  would 
become  worthless!  According  to  Bud's  account  he  went 
tohis  C.O.  and  said  "Captain,  as  I  see  it,  you 
don't  really  have  a  choice.  You  simply  are  going  to 
have  to  let  me  take  the  crew's  money  away  from  them. 

By  tonight,  there  can't  be  a  single  cent  in  anyone's 
pockets,  not  even  the  wounded  men  in  the  hospital 
!"0f  course,  because  of  his  isolation,  and 
communications  rules, Budhad  not  known  of  the  C-Day, 
and  did  not  have  a  supply  of  the  new  series  of  MPC  to 
exchange . 

"By  radio,  we  soon  learned  that  the  Army  at  Ascom 
City  would  issue  us  the  new  script  [sic] .  Also,  after 
a  vicious  argument,  they  agreed  to  remain  open  until 
we  could  get  there  to  pick  up  the  new  series. "But 
first,  there  was  the  necessity  of  a  "reverse  payday", 
where  money  would  have  to  be  taken  from  the  500  man 
crew  andlike  number  ofpatients,  which  included 
soldiers  from  "a  half  dozen  countries."  Of  particular 
concern  to  Bud  were  "the  twenty-or-so  Turkish 
soldiers"  who  wereknow  by  the  crew  to  be 
"uncooperative,  at  best". At  1330,  the  announcement 
of  a  reverse  payday  was  announced.  All  went  well, 
except  for  the  Turks.  "They  howled  with  anger"-  but 
finally  all  the  MPC  was  collected.  "There  were  no 
poker  games  that  night." 

Then,  Bud  departed,  by  boat,  then  truck, with  six 
armed  guards  from  Inchon  to  Ascom  to  buy  $200,000.00 
of  the  new  money.  They  didn't  return  until  late  that 
night.  "The  next  day,  at  1000  a  normal  payday  was 
held  and  the  new  MPCs  were  exchanged  for  the  pay 
chits.-  -  -  The  Turks  could  not  believe  their  good 
luck."  Bud  never  mentioned  which  series  of  MPC  were 
involved.  But  ,  based  on  the  dates,  it  was  an 
exchange  from  series  481  to  521.  Thereport  of 
Turkish,  and  other  foreign  soldiers , using  MPC  aboard 
a  US  Navy  shipis  also  news  to  me.  Budends  the 
chapter  with  this  claim:  "This  was  the  onlypayday  in 
the  history  of  the  US  Navy,  where  money  was  taken  away 
from  sailors ! "

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More  Old  Books 
by  Jack  Hunter 

To  continue  with  WW  II  Allied  Military  Currency,  by 
R.S.  Toy  and  C.F.  Schwan. 

I  was  trying  to  find  information  in  the  book  that 
has  changed  since  it  was  written  in  1974. 

I  was  quite  surprised  to  find  very  few  things  that 
need  any  updating.  Seems  that  the  authors  were  pretty 
good  on  the  subject,  even  then. 

Of  course  the  obvious  price  changes  over  the  years, 
make  this  book  obsolete. But  it  is  still  very  accurate 
information,  as  far  as  the  entry's  go. 

One  of  the  things  that  has  been  discovered  since 
then, is  on  the  651  fractionals,  in  the  book  it  says 
they  were  not  issued,  but  today  we  know  that  they  are 
available,  but  in  somewhat  limited  numbers.  Some  will 
say  that  they  were  not  "issued"  at  all,  but  there  are 
notes  that  show  signs  of  being  in  circulation. 

On  the  Greenland  Administration  notes  of  1941-42  the 
book  lists  them  as  rare  to  scarce. 

While  this  is  true  of  the  1941  issue  (notes  w/ 
embossed  seals),  it  is  not  so  on  the  Dec.  1,  1942 
issue.  These  notes  (with  a  black  seal)  have  been  found 
in  a  small  hoard  of  uncirculated  condition.  Though 
still  tough  to  get,  a  set  can  be  assembled  if  you 
should  want  to.  More  discussion  and  research  is  sorely 
needed  on  this  issue  (s)  . 

Discoveries  since  the  book  was  written  are  many, 
but  even  though  this  book  is  thirty-two+  years  old,  it 
is  still  a  very  good  reference  that  should  be  in  your 
library . 

One  thing  I  like  most  about  older  references,  is 
that  they  sometimes  cite  other  books  that  may  be  of 
interest  to  like  minded  collectors. 

One  in  particular,  is  Neil  Shafer's  great  book  on 
"Philippines  Emergency  and  Guerilla  Currency"  also 
published  in  1974.  If  you  collect  notes  of  this  era, 
it  is  the  one  book  you  "must  have"  for  the  most 
complete  guide  on  the  subject. 

Unfortunately,  this  book  has  not  been  released  in  a 


second  edition,  so  the  information  is  very  dated.  I 
think  that  it  is  way  over  due  to  be  revised,  and  it 
would  be  a  great  book  to  have. 

Maybe,  as  I  have  said  before,  Neil  and  Fred  could 
put  there  skills  to  the  task,  and  get  this  book  into 
the  21st  century! 

I  know  that  it  would  be  added  to  my  library  for 
sure.  What  about  yours?  I  will  have  to  dig  up  some 
more  of  these  antique  books  for  next  time...

The  most  recent  is 
a  nice  propagana  (recruiting  I  suppose)  booklet  on  the 
Second  WAAC  Traning  Center,  Daytona  Beach,  Florda.  It 
was  a  nice  thing  to  find,  but  it  had  a  bonus.  The  post 
card  that  we  have  shows  the  women  standing  in  line 
outside  a  barraks  to  be  paid.  This  pamphlet  has  a 
photo  inside  with  the  women  being  paid.  Since  it  is  in 
the  US,  they  are  being  paid  in  typical  US  notes,  but 
it  is  still  a  good  picture  of  a  traditional  pay  parade 
with  anything  but  traditional  payees. 

Back  to  Oliver  North.  There  was  only  one  numismatic 
scene  that  I  caught.  In  presenting  rationing  ration 
booklets  and  points  were  clearly  shown.  In  addition  a 
booklet  giving  cooking  receipies  that  were  rationing 
friendly  was  shown.  It  was  the  booklet  that  Festers 
from  Fest  VII  (I  think)  will  recognize  as  being 
printed  by  Forbes  as  we  learned  from  the  massive 
Forbes  WWII  history  book  that  Fester  Tolek  obtained  on 
ebay .

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THE  TAXMAN  COMETH

A  month  has  now  passed  since  those  of  us  in  the 
United  States  have  had  to  deal  with  the  annual 

wrestling  match  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  The  exercise  is  pretty 
routine  for  most  of  us.  Procrastination  takes  over  and  many  of  us  rush  at  the 
last  minute  to  meet  the  impending  April  15  deadline  to 

file  our  return  with  the  IRS.  Things  were  different  in  the  early  1950s.  The 

deadline  for  individual  filers  was  March  15.  The  tax 

collection  system  of  the  IRS  was  decentralized  with 

returns  and  payments  being  made  to  local  Collectors  of 

Revenue  in  each  state. 

What  does  any  of  this  have  to  do  with  military 
currency?  The  following  is  taken  from  the  March  15, 

1953  edition  of  the  Council  Bluffs  (Iowa)  Nonpareil. 

Military  Certificates 
Wont  Pay  Tax  Bill 

DES  MOINES  AP  An  Iowa 
soldier  in  Germany  tried  to  pay 
His  federal  income  tax  in  10-  and 
50-cent  bills  but  the  Internal  Rev¬ 
enue  Bureau  Saturday  wasnt  tak¬ 
ing  that  kind  of  money. 

Military  payment  certificates  for 
The  soldiers  $1.20  tax  payment 
were  received  at  the  tax  collectors 
office  here  along  with  his  tax  re¬ 
turn.  Frank  Halpin,  Iowa  director  of 
internal  revenue,  said  the  Army 
paper  money  cannot  be  accepted 
in  payment  of  taxes.  The  small 
denomination  bills  are  marked 
for  use  in  U.S.  military  es- 
Tablishments . 

However,  the  soldier  wont  be 
getting  a  bill  for  the  $1.20.  Some 
effort  will  be  made  to  liquidate  the 
account,  Halpin  said. 

A  similar  military  money  case 
was  solved  last  month  by  an  em¬ 
ployee  of  the  revenue  office  here, 
he  was  allowed  to  pay  the  soldiers 
tax  and  keep  the  military  certif¬ 
icates  for  a  souvenir.

The  "play  money"  for  the  Okinawa  Credit  Reserve  was 
actually  used  during  the  invasion  of  Okinawa  and  ended 
when  the  first  pay  ship  arrived.  The  reason  for  the 
Okinawa  Credit  Reserve  was  simple.  When  the  first  pay 
ship  arrived,  most  of  the  personnel  on  Okinawa  had  not 
been  paid  for  up  to  90  days. 

The  currency  was  produced  by  the  V-Mail  unit  using 
their  machines  and  sponsored  by  the  officers  of  the 
unit.  At  present  I  know  of  six  dollar  notes.  There 
were  also  small  change  notes  but  it  appears  that  none 
have  survived. 

I  will  be  writing  an  article  on  this  shortly  for  the 
Texas  Numismatic  Association  News.

We  had  the  PNNA  regional 
convention  here  last  weekend,  and  I  was  swamped  all 
weekend  and  well  into  this  week  taking  care  of 

treasurer  things.  And  as  for  the  past  several  years,  I  have  a  report  on 
the  Federal  Reserve  notes  in  circulation  in  the 
Pacific  NW  in  the  spring.

Note  that  of  the  387  notes  processed,  there  was  only 
a  single  star  (in  $1  denomination) .  I  actually  did  not 
get  to  go  through  another  hundred  singles  -  someone 
bought  them  out  of  the  till  (probably  swapping  them 
for  20's) .  I  have  no  idea  why  he  wanted  a  bundle  of 

singles  to  play  with.  This  is  the  first  year  I  have  sorted  the  notes  by 

district  [not  visible  in  the  table] .  For  $1  notes,  the 

recent  series  are  heavily  skewed  to  San  Francisco 

notes  (the  district  that  Seattle  is  in) .Other 

districts  whose  notes  show  some  significant 

penetration  of  the  northwest  are  New  York,  Atlanta, 

Chicago,  and  Dallas.  Note  that  for  denominations  below  $100,  not  one 

old-style  note  was  taken  in  (three  of  eleven  100s  were 

old  style) .  I  DID  note  that  the  bills  seemed  to  be  a 

little  less  worn  this  year  -  a  lot  fewer  rags  and  more 

pieces  with  some  body  left  in  them.  I  was  surprised  at 

the  number  of  new  tens  in  the  sample  -  five  of 

thirteen  notes.  That  seems  to  be  higher  than  what  I 

find  in  notes  passing  through  my  wallet.  I  was  particularly  interested  in 
examining  the  $1 

notes  this  year,  and  comparing  them  with  $100  notes 
that  I  have  been  going  through  looking  for  oddities 
(the  object  being  to  identify  which  oddities  night  be 
legitimate  manufacturing  variances) .  More  on  that 
another  week.

Editorial 


You  might  have  noted  in  other  publications  (sigh)  that 
Nancy  Green  has  retired  as  the  librarian  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association.  That  announcement  was 
one  of  those  items  that  is  difficult  for  me  to  decide 
to  run  or  not  run  as  a  news  story.  We  try  to  keep 
military  numismatics  at  the  center  of  our  news 
reports.  When  it  is  a  close  call,  the  next  criteria  is 
the  extent  that  the  item  will  be  covered  in  other 
publications.  In  retrospect,  I  wish  that  I  had  run  the 
story.  However,  not  running  it  makes  it  easier  for  me 
to  address  the  matter  here. 

I  remember  when  Nancy  Green  first  joined  the 
association  staff.  She  had  an  immediate  and  positive 
impact.  Here  predecessor  had  done  a  fine  job,  but 
Nancy  was  our  first  trained  librarian  to  fill  that 
position  for  the  association.

She  and 
her  various  staff  members  really  (REALLY)  went  out  of 
their  way  to  help  with  inquiries  large  and  small. 

Along  the  way  Nancy  became  something  of  a 
numismatist  collecting  library  medals  (I  like  them 
too)  .

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MPC  Pin  Ups 
by  Jim  Downey 

One  of  the  reasons  that  many  people  collect 
paper  money  is  the  intricacy  and  appearance  of  the 
designs  and  artwork  that  appear  on  notes.  MPC  is  no 
exception  to  this.  It  is  true  that  the  early  series 
are  rather  dull  and  uninteresting,  but  the  later 
issues  are  attractive.  Particularly  attractive  are 
the  women  that  appear  on  some  of  the  later  series. 

Collectors  were  not  the  only  people  who  were 
interested  in  the  vignettes  that  appeared  on  MPC.  The 
following  article  appeared  in  the  April  28,  1968 
edition  of  Pacific  Stars  &  Stripes.  Although  it  does 
not  contain  any  new  information,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  users  of  MPC  had  some  of  the  same 
questions  that  collectors  have.  It  appears  that  they 
were  disappointed  with  the  answers,  however. 

MPC  Gals  Nobodies 

TOKYO  (S&S)  Cant  place  the 

face?  Well  heres  the  revelation. 

If  anyone  asks  the  names  of 
the  dames  on  the  military  pay¬ 
ment  certificates  (MPC) ,  the 
answer  is  Misses  Nobody. 

The  disgruntling  fact  is.  Army 
comptrollers  reveal,  those  love¬ 
ly  gals  on  the  $1,  $5  and  $10  bills 
do  not,  and  have  never  existed. 

From  the  dreamy  young  queen 
of  the  $1  to  the  regal  dame  on 


the  $10,  the  faces  are  merely 
prototypes,  chosen  from  Bureau 
of  Printing  and  Engraving  cuts 
to  discourage  counterfeiting. 

Any  resemblance  between 
these  girls  and  any  living  per¬ 
son  is  coincidental. 

A  real  lady  has  never  adorned 
the  military  dollar,  with  the  pos¬ 
sible  exception  of  the  first  MPC 
issue  in  1946  which  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  verify. 

MPC  is  used  today  by  serv¬ 
icemen  in  Japan,  Korea,  Viet¬ 
nam  and  Libya.  Only  Vietnam 
still  uses  MPC  notes  in  place  of 
U.S.  silver  coins.  The  present 
Series,  the  eighth,  was  issued  in 
January  1964.  Series  are  usual¬ 
ly  changed  about  every  four 
years . 

It  is  odd  that  they  could  not  verify  the 
information  concerning  Series  461  which  does  not  have 
a  woman  pictured  on  it.  Apparently,  the  authors 

sources  did  not  have  any  pictures  of  Series  461.  Since  they  verified  that 
Series  471  also  did  not  have 

a  real  lady  on  it  the  sources  also  did  not  know  that 
the  designs  of  Series  461  and  Series  471  are 
identical .

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MEMORIAL  DAY  TRIBUTE  TO  A  FELLOW 
COLLECTOR 

by  Jim  Downey 

I  served  with  the  United  States  Army  from 
1995  to  1999.  My  first  duty  station  was  in  the 

Western  Corridor  of  Korea  with  a  cavalry  squadron.  The  rest  of  my  service 
was  assigned  to  the  202d 

Military  Intelligence  Battalion  at  Fort  Gordon, 

Georgia.  I  was  an  intelligence  analyst  with  Company 
C.  Charlie  Companys  mission  was  the  interrogation  of 
prisoners  of  war.  This  is  where  I  first  met  Sgt.  Ken 
Hobson.  Ken  was  an  Arabic  interrogator.  Most  of 
the  Arabic  interrogators  in  the  company  had  gone 
through  training  together  and  they  were  a  pretty 
tight-knit  group.  As  an  analyst,  I  was  an  outsider  to 
them.  Shortly  after  I  arrived  at  the  unit  in  1996, 
the  company  was  reorganized  so  that  analysts  were 
assigned  to  each  of  the  interrogation  platoons.  Prior 
to  this,  the  analysts  were  part  of  the  headquarters 
platoon.  I  was  detailed  to  First  Platoon  where  Ken 
was  a  squad  leader.  Ken  was  an  amiable  guy.  He  was 
intelligent  and  had  a  great  sense  of  humor.  He  was 

married  to  a  woman  who  had  also  been  in  the  service.  They  had  a  young 
daughter.  He  was  a  tremendous  artist 

who  worked  primarily  in  watercolors.  I  attended  the  Blue  Ridge  show  in 
Dalton 

Georgia  in  1997.  There  I  acquired  one  of  the  notes 
issued  by  General  Charles  Gordon  for  the  siege  of 
Khartoum  in  1885.  The  notes  are  printed  in  Arabic.  I 
showed  it  to  Ken  to  get  a  translation.  This  led  to  a 
general  discussion  of  paper  money  collecting.  My 


collection  was  back  in  Wisconsin  but  I  had  a  handful 
of  material  that  I  was  able  to  show  him.  He  was 

fascinated  by  the  artistry  of  the  notes.  It  did  not  take  long  before  he  was 

hooked.  I  sent  for  my  group  of  duplicate  notes  which 

was  little  more  than  junk  box  material.  Ken  went 

through  it  like  a  kid  in  a  candy  store.  In  addition 

to  the  colorful  notes,  he  had  an  affinity  for  German 

inflation  notes  from  the  1920s.  When  the  new  Pick 

catalog  came  out,  I  gave  him  my  previous  edition.  Many  of  you  know  that  I 
learned  the  paper  money  hobby 

from  Neil  Shafer.  I  have  identified  myself  as  a 
disciple  of  Neils.  Ken  was  my  first  convert  and  I 
was  excited  to  be  able  to  share  the  hobby  with  him. 

Aside  from  being  a  collector,  Ken  also 
helped  create  a  set  of  training  notes  that  were  used 
during  one  of  the  battalion  exercises.  I  had  made  an 
off-hand  suggestion  that  the  role  players  for  the 
exercise  should  have  currency  along  with  the  other 

items  they  were  given  as  part  of  their  characters.  Ken  and  another 
interrogator  made  a  set  of  notes  on 

the  computer.  Ken  was  all  about  experiencing  new  things. 

He  had  a  bit  of  an  adventuresome  streak  in  him.  He 
applied  for  and  was  accepted  into  the  Defense  Attache 
Service.  The  Defense  Attaches  are  the  military 
representatives  at  the  American  embassies  around  the 
world.  It  is  a  significant  position  in  the  U.S. 
military. 

After  completing  his  training,  Ken  had  a 
choice  of  three  assignments.  Two  of  them  were  in 
areas  where  there  was  an  active  conflict  --  one  was 
Bosnia,  I  do  not  recall  the  other.  He  chose  to  avoid 
the  war  zones.  On  August  7,  1998,  Ken  went  to  work  at  the 
embassy  as  usual.  It  is  doubtful  that  he  paid  any 
attention  to  the  vehicle  that  pulled  up  beside  his 
office  on  the  busy  Nairobi  street  outside.  At 
approximately  10:45a.m.,  a  bomb  hidden  in  that  vehicle 

was  detonated  tearing  through  the  embassy  building.  Back  in  Georgia,  the 
battalion  was 

preparing  for  its  Organization  Day.  For  those  of  you 
who  were  not  in  the  service.  Organization  Day  is  the 
military  equivalent  of  the  company  picnic.  It  is  a 
day  of  games,  food  and  fun.  As  the  festivities  began 
word  of  the  bombing  and  apprehension  about  Kens 

safety  spread  throughout  the  battalion.  Details  out  of  Nairobi  were  sketchy. 
In 

one  of  the  first  televised  scenes  from  Kenya,  Kens 
wife  Deb  could  be  seen  running  towards  the  embassy 
building  amid  the  chaos  after  the  blast.  That  night, 

Peter  Jennings  would  be  the  first  person  to  tell  me 
that  my  friend  and  comrade  Sergeant  Ken  Hobson  of 

Lamar,  Missouri  perished  in  the  explosion.  I  have  always  wanted  to  do  a 
numismatic 

tribute  for  Ken.  At  one  time,  I  considered  exhibiting 
the  notes  from  his  collection  at  the  St.  Louis  show 
since  he  was  from  Missouri.  I  never  got  up  the  nerve 
to  ask  his  wife  about  them,  though.  Now  I  have 
finally  accomplished  that  mission.

Comments  from  the  field:  Question  121,  Bill  Myers 
series  611  5  &  10  cents,  $1  replacements.  The 
whereabouts  of  the  latter  is  listed  as  unknown.  Bill 
Myers  [The  5  and  10  cent  packs  were  distributed  to 
collectors--Ed] 

Mike  Payton  wrote:  Complete  packs  of  all  series  681 
notes  were  disbuesed,  I  believe,  by  Ed  Hoffman.  Many 
of  these  last  two  matched  serial  numbered  sets  were 
sold  in  an  IBNS  auction.  That's  where  I  obtained  my 
first  set  of  681  notes,  for  around  $55! ! ! 

Sometimes  being  an  old  fart  has  its  advantages... 

[I  had  to  go  back  to  look  at  the  queston  after 
receiving  Mike's  Reponse.  What  a  hoot.  First  there  was 
a  typo  (ok,  not  such  a  strange  thing  in  the  Gram)  with 
three  Is  in  collector.  Mike  was  right.  I  had  intended 
to  ask  about  packs  of  REPLACEMENTS  that  have  been 
distributed  to  collectors.  That  is  the  question  that 
Bill  answered!  The  question  that  Mike  answered  cannot 
be  fully  answered.  Many  packs  of  Series  472  5c  and  661 
$5  certificates  have  been  distributed  to  collectors. 
Probably  packs  of  5  cent  certificates  made  it  back  to 
the  collector  market  for  most,  but  not  all,  series.  I 
know  that  a  pack  of  461  $10  certificates  was  broken  up 
in  the  1970s.  Paul  Garland  swore  that  he  imported  a 
pack  of  Series  661  $10  notes.  Merv  Reynolds  searched 
(but  did  not  keep/send  to  the  states)  countless 
bundles  of  692  notes,  and  yes,  Ed  Hoffman  had  bundles 
of  at  least  the  small  values.  I  also  once  purchased  a 
set  of  bundles  of  Series  681  5  cents  through  $20!  I 
advertised  sets  of  these  notes  (one  note  each 
denomination  5  cents  -  $20)  at  $55  or  two  sets  for 
$100  (or  maybe  even  $95) .  At  the  summer  seminar  two 
years  ago,  a  student  told  me  that  he  had  purhased  a 
pair  of  the  sets--and  no,  he  did  not  want  to  sell 
either  or  both  of  them. --Ed] 


Editorial 


Company  C,  192nd  Tank  Battalion  was  an  obscure 
little  Army  reserve  organization  in  October  1941  when 
it  was  deployed  to  the  Philippines.  The  42  men  who 
left  eventually  fell  to  the  Japanese.  The  survivors  of 
the  fighting  endured  the  Bataan  death  March,  then 
captivity  in  Japan  and  many  of  the  few  survivors  were 
eventually  sent  to  labor  camps  in  Japan.  I  am  not  sure 
how  many  of  the  42  men  survived  to  return  to  their 
home  town.  I  do  know  that  only  one  has  survived  to  be 


honored  by  his  little  town  today.  Memorial  Day  2006. 
That  person  is  Joe  Hrupcho .  Mr.  Hrupcho  was  one  of 
my  boy  scout  leaders.  I  grew  up  four  houses  down  from 
him  on  Laurel  Avenue.  Yes,  Company  C  was  the  reserve 
unit  from  Port  Clinton. 

The  first  time  that  I  heard  of  Bataan  was  when  a  new 
elementary  school  was  built  only  one  short  block  from 
our  house  on  Laruel  Avenue.  I  asked  my  mother  about 
the  very  strange  name  for  a  school.  She  gave  me  a 
short  explanation  which  included  the  first  mention 
that  I  ever  heard  of  Company  C,  192nd  Tank  Battalion. 
Thank  you  Joe  Hrupcho,  thank  you  Company  C,  thank 
you  all  who  gave  your  today  for  my  tomorrow.

New  resources

A  fester  has  been  recognized  for  service  to 
numismatics  -  Dick  Dunn  received  the  Ontario 
Numismatic  Association's  "Award  of  Merit,"  the  ONA's 
highest  award,  at  their  convention  21-23  April  2006. 

Congratulations,  Dick.  I  have  been  blessed  for  several  years  with  NOT  having 
the  Indianapolis  500  clutter  up  my  Memorial  Day 


weekend.  This  was  my  last  such  year  -  unless  I  skip 
town,  in  the  future  I  will  have  the  race  to  contend 
with . 

Last  weekend  I  was  over  in  Idaho  for  a  nephew's 
wedding.  While  there,  my  brother  took  me  to  visit  a 
family  that  had  several  trays  of  35mm  slides  and  two 
photo  albums  that  had  been  assembled  by  their  father, 

LtJG  Clinton  L.  Sept,  during  1945-49  in  the  Pacific. 

They  had  called  my  brother,  who  had  called  me,  asking 
where  they  might  find  a  home  for  these.  I  told  John 
that  under  no  circumstances  should  they  discard  these 
materials  -  and  they  are  now  sitting  a  few  feet  away 
from  me.  I  have  not  had  time  to  go  through  the  slides 
yet,  but  I  will  certainly  be  looking  for  new  images 

for  the  next  edition  of  WWII  Remembered.  After  mustering  out,  this  fellow  got 
a  job  as  a 

contractor  with  Philco.  One  of  the  albums  illustrates 
a  Pacific  tour  through  Hong  Kong,  Shanghai,  Peiping, 

Okinawa,  and  Guam.  In  most  locations  he  put  a  map  and 
clippings  from  tour  books  into  his  album  -  and  paper 
money.  While  in  China  in  May  1948,  customs  gold  units 
were  trading  at  20:1  against  CNC  yuan  (a  250  CGU  note 
was  worth  5000  yuan) .  He  has  a  stack  of  notes  inserted 
in  the  book  marked  "$126,000  -  or  12  cents"  (the 
exchange  rate  at  that  time  being  1,550,000  yuan  to  the 
dollar) .  On  his  Shanghai  hotel  bill  is  a  rubber  stamp 
saying  "CN$1  should  be  read  CN$1,000."  In  other  words, 
his  room  rate,  recorded  as  4500  yuan/day,  was  actually 
4,500,000  yuan  ($2.90)  per  day  (which  probably  seemed 
pretty  steep  at  the  time) .  That  was  for  this  week, 
fifty-eight  years  ago  -  27-31  May  1948.  I  love  this 
kind  of  contemporary  documentation.

As 
stated  in  the  lot  description,  only  four  are  reported 
for  this  large  size  type  in  that  source,  and  only  one 
other  with  this  signature  combination. 

I  have  not  seen  this  E.A.  Wright  type  offered  for 
years  and  would  have  to  speculate  that  the  few  others 
are  held  in  VERY  strong  hands.  According  to  WWII,  two 
were  offered  in  the  Thomas  collection. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  Martinique  1000  Francs 
counterpart  hammered  in  our  internet  World  Sale  6  for 
$3200;  six  of  the  Martinique  are  reported  in  World  War 
II  Remembered,  not  including  that  piece. 

This  note  keys  a  strong  selection  not  only  from 
French  Guiana,  but  also  French  colonies  as  a  whole.  We  offer  a  rare  Guiana  5 
Francs  with  Justice  in  LOT 

2104.  A  couple  mysterious  Algeria  types  from  the 
World  War  II  era  in  LOTS  2001  and  2002,  highly  elusive 
French  Equatorial  Africa  1000  Francs  in  LOT  2103, 
outstanding  French  Indochina,  Guadeloupe  500  Francs  in 


LOT  2129,  Martinique  100  Francs  in  LOT  2189,  and  an 
appealing  selection  from  an  old  time  Morocco 
collection  are  also  among  the  highlights  from  this 
region .

THE  GERMAN  INVASION  OF  WINNIPEG 
by  Jim  Downey 

During  WWII,  bond  rallies  were  held 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  raise  money 
for  the  war  effort.  These  ranged  from  small,  local 
affairs  to  large  festivals  attended  by  thousands  at 
places  like  Madison  Square  Garden  complete  with 
appearances  by  celebrities.  The  most  elaborate  bond 
rally  was  that  held  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  on  February 
19,  1942.  At  6:00a.m.  on  February  24,  Winnipeg 
residents  awoke  to  the  sounds  of  military  vehicles  and 
the  click-click  of  jackboots  on  the  pavement.  The 
vanguard  of  a  large  German  invasion  force  entered  the 

city.  Overhead  the  Luftwaffe  flew  bombing  missions.  By  6:30,  the  Winnipeg 
military  reserves 

had  responded  to  the  attack  and  took  positions  along  a 
3-mile  defensive  perimeter.  At  7:03,  the  opposing 
forces  made  there  first  contact  as  a  battery  of 

Canadian  artillery  opened  fire  on  the  invaders.  The  German  assault  was 
relentless  and  by 

7:45  the  defenders  were  forced  to  withdraw  to  a  2-mile 
perimeter.  The  city  saw  heavy  fighting  including  the 

demolition  of  3  bridges  and  several  public  buildings.  (There  were  actual 
explosions  and  rubble  strewn  about 

to  simulate  the  demolition.)  At  precisely  9:00a.m. 
resistance  in  the  city  crumbled.  The  German  swastika 
was  raised  over  the  city  and  the  Nazi  occupation  of 
Winnipeg  began.  The  Germans  wasted  little  time 
establishing  control  over  the  city.  Troops  stormed  the 
Manitoba  provincial  legislature  building  where  the 
premier,  his  ministers  and  the  legislators  were  taken 
captive.  Also  captured  was  the  Norwegian  ambassador 
to  the  United  States  who  was  meeting  with  the  premier. 

Stormtroopers  also  raided  the  Winnipeg  city  hall 
where  the  mayor  and  councilmen  were  also  taken 
prisoner.  All  of  the  government  officials  were 
carried  off  to  concentration  camps.  Winnipeg  was 
renamed  Himmlerstadt  and  Erich  von  Nueremburg  was 

named  the  Gauleiter  of  the  city.  The  imposed  a  reign  of  terror  on  the 

ordinary  citizens  of  Winnipeg.  Orders  requiring  all 

citizens  to  register  with  the  occupation  authorities 

were  issued.  Movement  was  restricted  and  controlled 

by  Wehrmacht  checkpoints.  The  local  media  was  taken 

over  by  the  Nazi  propaganda  machine.  Churches  were 

ordered  closed.  Soldiers  raided  the  Carnegie  Library 

and  burned  books  in  the  public  square.  Those  who  resisted  were  taken  away. 
The 

occupation  authority  posted  proclamations  imposing  the 


death  penalty  for  resistance.  Possession  of  firearms 

and  leaving  the  province  were  made  capital  offenses.  Stocks  of  food 
including  store  inventories 

were  confiscated.  The  Manitoba  wheat  crop  was 
impounded.  Food  was  rationed  and  all  excess 
foodstuffs  were  earmarked  for  transport  back  to  the 
Reich.  The  occupation  authority  also  issued 
occupation  currency.  The  notes  were  copies  of  the 
German  currency  with  Occupation  Reichsmark  overprinted 
on  them.  All  of  the  observed  notes  are  10  RM  and  have 
the  same  serial  numbers  X-09534432.  (The  10  RM  note 

is  shown  on  page  199  of  World  War  II  Remembered.)  Reports  indicate  the 
currency  was  paid  out  to  citizens 
by  the  occupation  authorities  and  banks.  The 
occupiers  would  only  accept  Canadian  currency  in 
return.  The  invasion  lasted  the  entire  day  with 
large  parts  of  the  city  participating  along  with  local 
military  units.  The  local  reserve  units  used  it  as  a 
preparedness  exercise.  There  were  only  two  casualties 
a  sprained  ankle  and  a  cut  finger.  How  realistic  was  the  invasion?  The 
organizers  were  so  concerned  that  the  radio  broadcasts 
done  as  part  of  the  exercise  would  be  taken  seriously 
and  cause  a  panic  in  the  outside  world  (similar  to 
Orson  Welles  War  of  the  Worlds  broadcast  in  1939)  that 
law  enforcement  agencies  as  far  away  as  North  Dakota 
and  Minnesota  were  warned  in  advance  in  order  to 

respond  to  their  citizens  who  heard  the  broadcasts.  At  the  end  of  the  day,  a 
huge  bond  rally 

was  held  with  the  Norwegian  ambassador  as  the  keynote 
speaker.  The  amount  of  coordination  and  planning  for 
this  event  must  have  been  tremendous.  In  addition  to 
the  currency  there  was  other  ephemera  printed 
including  ration  cards,  ID  and  registration  materials, 

military  proclamations,  etc.  Similar  events  on  a  lesser  scale  were  held 
throughout  the  Province  of  Manitoba  on  the  same  day.  The  official  title  of 
the  event  was  IF  Day. 

From  a  fundraising  standpoint,  the  day  was 
a  huge  success.  Manitoba  far  exceeded  its  quota  for 
the  campaign.  In  2006  the  Canadian  Broadcasting 
Corporation  produced  a  documentary  on  IF  Day.  I  am 
sure  that  many  Gramsters  would  like  to  see  it  if  one 
of  our  Canadian  readers  can  get  a  hold  of  one.

Dear  Gramsters, 

My  wife  (she  who  must  be  obeyed)  and  I  just  attended 
her  50th  year  college  reunion  in  Santa  Monica, 

California.  She  attended  a  small  all-girls  college.  I  was  along  for  moral 
support  and  to  help  with  the 

driving.  The  first  night  (before  the  big  affair),  we 
had  an  informal  dinner  of  about  20  of  her  classmates 
(and  I  was  the  only  male) .  We  all  sat  together  at  one 
big  table.  In  the  course  of  dinner  conversation,  in 
answer  to  a  question,  I  mentioned  I  collect  military 
numismatics,  particularly  MPC.  I  opened  my  mouth  to 
explain  when  the  lady  to  my  immediate  right  announced 
that  MPC  meant  Military  Payment  Certificates.  You  can 
imagine  -  I  was  speechless.  And  before  I  could 
recover  my  wits,  she  announced  that  she  had  been 
through  a  C  Day.  Who  would  have  expected  this  in  this 
environment? 

I  had  to  know  the  whole  story.  She  was  married  to 
an  Air  Force  communications  officer.  They  were 
stationed  in  Japan  in  the  early  1960s.  He  was  on  the 

graveyard  shift  at  the  time  in  a  classified  facility.  One  evening  Armed 
Forces  radio  that  all  should  stand 

by  for  a  special  announcement  the  next  morning.  So 
the  next  morning  it  was  announced  that  this  was 
Conversion  Day  and  all  U.S.  military  personnel  must 
take  all  their  MPC  to  a  central  point  for  exchange  by 
0800.  It  was  made  clear  that  the  current  series  MPC 
would  be  worthless  after  that  time. 

So  my  new  lady  friend  frantically  scurried  about 
the  house  collecting  all  the  MPC  she  could  find.  She 


couldn"t  contact  her  husband  so  she  ran  next  door 
and  gave  her  money  to  her  neighbor  (also  military)  to 
turn  in  for  her.  She  said  the  prospect  of  immediately 
being  broke  was  one  of  the  most  harrowing  experiences 
of  their  military  service. 

I  have  only  used  MPC  in  a  combat  zone.  I  guess  I 
have  never  thought  about  the  issues  associated  with 

MPC  and  conversion  in  a  theater  with  dependents.  There  must  have  been  many 
situations  similar  to  the 

one  story  I  have  cited.  Situations  wherein  several 
family  members  have  MPC  and  are  in  different 
locations.  The  service  member  may  be  TDY  and  the 
spouse  at  home.  Children  at  boarding  school  or 
traveling.  I  suspect  here  were  provisions  for  this 
sort  of  thing  and  my  new  friend  was  not  in  as 
desperate  straights  as  she  envisioned.  Still,  it  is  a 
good  story. 

Oh  yes,  I  did  ask  her  if  she  still  had  any  MPC  and 
she  said  no.

In  this  report,  I  found  the  following  statement: 

"In  the  summer  of  1945  the  administration  controlled 
by  the  occupying  forces  began  to  establish  so-called 
"Barter-Centres"  and  "Tauschringe"  as  a  legal 
alternative  to  the  black  market.  Usually  these  centres 
were  former  retail  shops.  Clients  could  bring  their 
goods,  these  were  appraised  in  terms  of  Reichsmarks  at 
the  value  of  1938.  Although  the  Reichsmark  had  lost 
its  value,  it  served  as  a  measure  to  evaluate  the 
goods.  If  the  good  was  accepted,  the  client  received  a 
credit  note  and  could  make  his  choice  from  the  pool  of 
goods  available  in  the  shop  (Schneider,  1996,  p.  124) . 
The  Barter-Centre  charged  a  fee  for  the  service.  These 
institutions  existed  in  many  parts  of  Germany. 
Different  variations  of  the  system  developed. 

In  some  cases  the  Barter-Centre  (sometimes  also 
called  Tauschzentrale)  did  not  act  as  multi-lateral 
exchange  systems  but  as  buyer  or  seller  or  they  took 


the  goods  on  a  commission  basis.  The  efficiency  was 
enhanced  by  the  formation  of  so-called  Tauschringe, 
associations  of  Barter  Centres.  A  customer  could  take 
his  or  her  credit  slip  and  go  shopping  in  a  number  of 
Barter  Centres  in  the  region  (Schneider,  1996,  p. 

123)  .  "

the  Reichsmarks  of  1938.  Therefore,  if  we  can 
determine  the  exchange  rate  between  the  U.S.  Dollar 
and  the  Reichsmark  in  1938,  we  will  know  the  value  (in 
U.S.  Dollars)  of  the  Barter  Unit.

Counterfeit  Japanese  Invasion  Money  (JIM) was 
producedby  the  CommonwealthBank  of  Australia 
(CBA) during  WWII  !  Evidence  of  thiscomesf rom  three 
lettersamong  a  large  package  of  official  files 
(copies) I  received  from  the  Senior  Archivist, 

Reserve  Bank  of  Australia  (RBA) .  The  RBA  is  the 
successor  to  the  CBA,  which  operated  during  WWII.  It 
also  included  a  note  division,  whichwas  equivalent  to 
our  Bureauof  Engraving  and  Printing. 

The  first  letter  was  sent  from  the  Netherlands 
Indies  Commission  to  the  Governor,  Commonwealth  Bank 
of  Australia,  on  5  October,  1942: 

"Dear  Sir, 

In  order  to  effectively  prosecute  the  war  against 
Japan  the  Government  of  the  Netherlands  East  Indies 
considers  it  essential  to  have  at  its  disposal 
supplies  of  currency  similar  to  that  issued  by  Japan 
for  circulation  in  the  Netherlands  East  Indies. 

The  need  is  urgent  and  we  have  to  request  you  to 
arrange  to  supply  us  as  soon  as  they  can  be  printed 
with  the  following  quantities  of  notes  which  resemble 
as  closely  as  possible  the  specimen  notes  handed  to 
your  Melbourne  manager. 

1/2  Gulden  12,800  pieces 

10  Cents30,000  pieces 

5  Cents  10,000  pieces 

1  Cent  10,000  pieces 

When  completed  we  would  be  glad  if  you  would 
deliver  the  notes  to  the  order  of  Dr.  R.  E.  Smits  as 
they  may  be  required  by  him. 


Signed  by  Dr.  J.  E.  van  Hoogstraten, 

Chief -Commissioner" 

The  second  letter  was  a  simple  cover  letter  from 
Dr.  Smits,  Managing  Director  Javasche  Bank  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  Bank  of  Australia  (CBA) . 
It  recommended  approval  of  the  basic  request.  But  of 
interest  on  this  letter  is  a  hand  written 
noteapparently  written  by  the  Governor  of  the  CBA.  It 
reads : 

"I  saw  Mr.  Chiffley  [finance  minister] at 
Canberra  on  30/9/42.  I  told  him  of  Dr.  Smits  wishes 
including  his  views  regarding  absolute  secrecy.  Mr. 
Chiffley  raised  no  serious  objections  and  he  fully 
appreciated  that  action  of  this  sort  is  necessary  in 
war;  and  that  the  Axis  is  already  doing  what  we 
propose  to  do. He  is  satisfied  for  us  to  go  ahead  and 
he  will  leave  the  whole  matter  in  our  hands." 
[Initialed  on  5/10/42] 


The  third  letter  is  proof-positivethat  the 
official  counterfeits  were  printed  by  the  Commonwealth 
Bank  of  Australia.  This  letter  was  sentfrom  the 
Netherlands  Indies  Commission  to  The  Manager, 
Commonwealth  Bank  of  Australia, on  20  January,  1943: 

"Dear  Sir,

These  counterfeit  notes  werecopies  of  the  first 
of  the  three  series  of  JIM  which  were  issued  by  Japan 
for  the  Netherlands  East  Indies  (NEI),  usually 
referred  to  as  "Regeering"  notes. There  is  more  to 
follow  from  the  remainder  of  these  files.  For 
example, there  is  also  a  discussion  in  these 
files, of  privately  produced  JIM  counterfeits,  also 
producedin  Australia  during  the  war.

SERIES  651  FRACTI0NALS 
by  Jim  Downey 

The  Series  651  fractional  MPC  notes  are 
some  of  the  most  intriguing  of  the  MPC  series  because 
of  their  scarcity.  Articles  that  I  recently  uncovered 
in  the  Pacific  Stars  and  Stripes  have  provided  new 
information  concerning  this  series. 

Series  611  was  converted  to  Series  651  on 
April  29,  1969  in  South  Korea,  Japan  and  Libya.  The 
April  30  editions  of  the  Japanese  and  Korean  versions 
of  the  Pacific  Stars  and  Stripes  carried  articles 
about  the  conversion  in  these  countries.  The  articles 
detail  the  usual  information  about  the  conversion 
including  the  lock  down  of  military  installations 
and  frantic  locals  trying  to  get  service  members  to 
convert  their  MPC  holdings. 

In  Korea  there  was  a  $500.00  limit  on 
conversion  unless  the  service  member  could  show  that 
amounts  in  excess  were  legitimately  gained.  It  is 
unknown  whether  the  same  restriction  applied  to  Japan. 
Sixteen  million  dollars  was  converted  in  Korea  alone. 
No  figures  were  given  for  Japan. 

The  Japanese  article  indicated  that  only 
$1.00,  $5.00  and  $10.00  Series  651  notes  were  issued 
in  the  conversion.  It  stated  that  MPC  fractionals 
were  withdrawn  from  circulation  in  Japan  in  September 


1962.  This  means  that  not  only  were  there  no  Series 
651  fractionals  issued  in  Japan,  no  Series  611 
fractionals  would  have  been  issued  in  Japan  either  as 
Series  611  was  not  introduced  to  Japan  until  January 
1964  ! 

The  Japanese  article  also  quoted  a  finance 
spokesman  as  saying  that  the  conversion  was  necessary 
because  the  existing  stock  of  Series  611  notes  would 
not  meet  the  needs  of  the  finance  offices.  This  may 
have  only  been  speculation  on  his  part. 

A  subsequent  article  in  the  November  25, 

1969  Korean  edition  discussed  the  destruction  of  the 
Series  611  notes  in  Korea.  The  destruction  committee 
practiced  by  burning  some  6  million  Series  651 
fractionals  that  were  not  needed  since  it  had  been 
decided  not  to  issue  these  notes  in  Korea. 

The  articles  confirm  that  the  Series  651 
fractionals  were  not  issued  in  Japan  or  Korea  although 
they  were  delivered  to  Korea.  The  only  question 
remaining  is  whether  the  Series  651  fractionals  were 
actually  issued  in  Libya.

books  from  David  and  were  always  treated  very  fairly.  Some  of  these 
references  are  still  in  our  library.  David  also  worked  for  the  Money  Tree  for 
their  last 

few  auctions.  Several  years  ago  he  went  to  work  for 
ANA  as  a  Numismatic  Researcher.  We  have  known  David 
for  many  years  and  find  him  very  knowledgeable  and 

competent  as  a  numismatic  researcher  and  bibliophile.  We  want  to  congratulate 
David  and  wish  him  the  very 

best  in  what  appears  to  be  his  new  job  with  ANA  as  the 
Director  of  the  Library.  We  want  to  commend  the  ANA 
Executive  Director  Chris  Cipoletti  for  making  this 
appointment.  We  are  sure  he  will  do  an  excellent  job 
for  ANA  in  this  very  important  position.

Mail  Call 


Dear  Ken; 

You  wrote:  "Therefore,  if  we  can  determine  the 
exchange  rate  between  the  U.S.  Dollar  and  the 
Reichsmark  in  1938,  we  will  know  the  value  (in  U.S. 
Dollars)  of  the  Barter  Unit."  and  asked  if  anybody 
knew  the  exchange  rate  then. 

The  original  Reichmark  (of  WWI  fame)  was  tariffed  at 
4.2  Marks  to  the  US  Dollar  back  about  1870  during  the 
unification  of  German  coinage.  This  lasted  until  the 
hyperinflation  following  WWI.  When  the  Rentenmark 
replaced  the  badly  inflated  Reichmark  the  exchange  was 
4.2  Trillion  (yeh,  I  said  Trillion  and  that  is  the 
European  Trillion)  Reichmarks  to  4.2  Rentenmarks .  In 
effect,  they  lopped  off  a  whole  bunch  of  zeros.  Since 
the  Rentenmark  was  backed  by  commodities,  this  had  the 
effect  of  stabilizing  the  Mark.  The  exchange  rate 
again  became  4.2  Marks  (Rentenmarks)  to  the  US  Dollar. 
This  rate  remained  stable  when  the  Rentenmark  was 
renamed  the  Reichmark  and  lasted  until  late  1943  or 
early  1944  when  it  became  clear  that  Germany  was 
losing  the  war.  At  that  point  the  Reich  Mark  started 


losing  value  and  ultimately  became  worthless  even  on 
the  local  economy. 

I  also  read  somewhere  that  the  German  Barter  System 
actually  started  during  the  last  days  of  WWII  when 
Germans  started  trading  their  valuables  for  food  and 
other  necessities. 

There  are  a  couple  of  histories  on  German  inflation 
that  will  give  a  better  (longer)  version  of  what 
happened.  I  will  check  my  library  and  see  if  I  can 
find  them.  I  know  that  I  have  them  somewhere  in  the 
1800  or  so  books  that  I  have  on  numismatics.  Damn,  I 
just  gotta  get  organized!  !  !  !

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Memphis  Successful--Turner ,  Lippincott 
excel 

The  30th  annual  Memphis  paper  money  show  was  a  great 
success  for  Gramsters  (military  money  collectors) . 
Highlights  include  the  Military  Money  Collectors  Club 
meeting  and  the  Lyn  Knight  auction. 

The  club  (if  you  can  call  it  that)  met  at  its 
traditional  time  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Marv  Mericle 
presided  (a  strange  word  in  this  context)  as  usual. 
According  to  tradition,  everyone  was  invited  to  show  a 
military  item  and  some  great  items  were  shown.  A1 
Glaser  showed  a  progressive  proof  set  of  sixth  series 
British  Armed  Foreces  Special  Vouchers.  Dan  Freeland 
showed  a  wall  palque  that  was  awarded  to  Canadians  for 
war  bond  purchases  during  World  War  II.  About  25 
people  were  in  attendance  and  most  had  an  item  to 
share.  As  usual,  those  who  had  shared  an  item  were 
paid  for  their  efforts. 

In  other  news  at  the  show,  Gramster  and  original 
Fester  Marcus  Turner  was  installed  as  president  of  the 


International  Bank  Note  Society.  Also  of  interest  at 
the  IBNS  meeting  was  a  presentation  by  Steve  Feller  on 
World  War  II  Channel  Island  notes. 

On  Saturday  night  the  Ed  Hoffman  collection  of  MPC 
replacements  was  sold.  A  platoon  of  MPC  collectors  was 
present  and  produced  outstanding  results.  The  top  item 
was  the  Series  651  $10  which  realized  over  $12,500 
(with  juice) . 

Jack  Lippincot  exhibited  for  the  first  time  at  the 
show  and  cleaned  up  winning  the  top  awards  of  the 
International  Bank  Note  Society  and  the  Society  of 
Paper  Money  Collectors.  His  exhibit  was  on  the  German 
currency  exchange  of  June  1948. 

Many  interesting  and  impotant  items  were  found  on 
the  bourse  floor.  Larry  Smulczenski  reported  found  an 
alumnium  token  style  medal  commemorating  bombing  of 
Japan.  Of  particular  interest  was  the  date  15  June 
1944.  The  token  was  found  on  15  June  2006  (this  fact 
was  noticed  by  Harold  Kroll) . 

Ski  also  aquired  modern  (2005)  gasoline  coupons  used 
by  US  forces  in  Germany,  US  bonds  and  other  items  for 
his  collection  and  researcn. 


I  will  trade  you  some  nylons  for  some 
favors  by  Larry  "Ski"  Smulczenski 

During  Fest  weekend,  Howard  Daniel  handed  me  a  stack 
of  magazines,  pamphlets,  catalogs  and  booklets  that 
had  to  measure  close  to  a  foot  high.  "Harold,"  I 
pleaded,  "I  love  going  through  this  stuff,  but  I  have 
to  fly  home  and  this  weight  will  put  me  over  the 
baggage  weight  limit."  "Just  look  through  it,"  he 
said,  "keep  what  you  want  and  either  pass  it  on  or 
pitch  it".  That  I  did.  Included  were  a  couple  of 
magazines  that  I  had  not  seen  before  entitled  'America 
in  WWII'.  These  magazines  had  great  articles  of 
interest  to  me  and  one  of  the  neat  features  was  that 
it  included  advertisements  from  the  40 's.  One  of  the 
first  articles  that  naturally  caught  my  eve  was 
entitled  "A  Product  with  Legs,"  accompanied  by  a 
drawing  of  a  scantily  clothed  young  lady  putting  on 
her  hose.  The  article  attested  to  the  fact  that  for 
the  women  of  the  early  1940 's  stockings  were  just  as 
essential  to  dressing  up  as  her  dress.  Shear  hosiery 
enhanced  the  appearance  of  the  leg  and  provided  an 
neat  finished  look  to  an  outfit  whether  she  was  going 
to  the  office  or  out  on  a  date. 

Prior  to  the  War,  silk  was  the  preferred  material 
because  of  its  luxurious  look  and  feel.  But  silk 
stockings  were  expensive  and  had  a  tendency  to  run. 

Cotton  and  wool  were  alternatives  but  were  not  dressy. 

Man  made  rayon  was  another  possibility,  but  it  did 

not  hold  its  shape.  Here  is  where  modern  technology  stepped  in  and  like 
my  Midway  article,  here  is  the  part  I  didn't  know. 

DuPont  had  been  working  on  a  substitute  for  silk  since 


the  1920's.  A  scientist  by  the  name  of  Julian  Hill  was 
working  with  a  solution  of  coal  tar,  water  and 
alcohol.  Just  like  Little  Jack  Horner,  when  he  put  in 
his  thumb  and  pulled  out  a  plum.  Dr  Hill  put  in  a 
heated  rod  and  when  he  pulled  it  out  a  shear  filament 
stretched  between  the  solution  and  the  rod.  When  the 
filament  cooled  to  room  temperature,  it  could  be  woven 
into  a  material  that  looked  and  felt  like  silk. 

Company  management  now  had  to  come  up  with  a  name  for 

this  new  product.  The  decision  was  made  to  debut  the  material  at  the 

1939  New  York  World's  Fair  and  use  the  'NY'  of  New 

York  as  the  first  two  letters  of  the  name  of  the  new 

product.  NYLON  was  born.  On  May  15,  1940  nylon 

stockings  hit  the  stores  of  New  York  City  and  780,000 

pair  were  sold  that  day.  By  the  end  of  1940,  64 

million  pair  of  "nylons"  wee  sold.  But  World  War  II 

put  an  end  to  the  new  product  boom  as  silk,  rayon  and 

nylon  were  needed  for  the  war  effort.  What  silk  that 

was  available  was  used  for  powder  sacks  as  it  left  no 

residue  inside  artillery  barrels.  Nylon  was  used  in 

parachutes,  tents,  ropes  and  tires. 

What  was  a  gal  to  do?  Most  went  back  to  wearing 
cotton  socks  while  others  used  makeup  on  their  legs. 

By  now,  I  know  you  are  asking  what  does  this  have  to 
do  with  numismatics?  Well,  the  answer  is  simply  that 
it  all  revolves  around  the  barter  system.  Before  there 
was  money,  individuals  would  trade  items  for  things 
they  needed--animal  skins  for  food,  food  for  weapons, 
etc.  We  know  that  after  the  war.  Barter  stores  were 
operated  in  Berlin  and  Frankfurt  where  the  German 
populace  traded  their  goods  for  items  that  they  wanted 
and  the  American  GI ' s  could  provide.  The  American  GI 
didn't  need  a  store  however.  He  knew  that  he  could 
trade  the  cigarettes,  chocolates  and  occasionally 
nylon  stockings  that  were  available  in  the  PX  for  the 
amorous  affection  of  his  favorite  girl  or  possibly 
entice  a  date  with  such  a  gift  from  a  lady  he  only 
casually  knew. 

I  went  back  to  my  collection  of  military  ration  cards 
to  check  to  see  if  these  items  were  annotated  on  them. 

Everyone  of  the  cards  from  the  WWII  era  had  the 
cigarettes  and  candy  but  I  didn't  find  any  nylons 
listed.  The  ration  cards  for  females  during  the  Korean 
Conflict  had  all  three  items  listed.  So  it  is  obvious 
that  as  crafty  as  the  GI  was,  if  the  nylons  were 
available  and  he  naturally  knew  their  value,  he  would 
find  a  way  to  get  them.

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Preparation  for  Colorado  Springs 
by  Joe  Boling 

This  is  my  annual  advisory  column  for  persons  coming 
to  Summer  Seminar  -  what  to  pack.  Although  the 
military  courses  are  not  until  week  two,  some  of  you 
will  be  departing  this  week  and  attending  two  weeks  of 

seminars.  Thus  the  "early"  advice.  If  you  are  staying  in  the  dorms,  you  will 
be  provided 

towels  and  slivers  of  soap,  but  NOT  face  cloths.  If 
you  are  one  who  uses  a  face  cloth  to  bathe,  shower,  or 
shave,  bring  a  couple  and  a  plastic  bag  to  pack  the 
wet  one  in  on  the  last  morning.  If  you  want  to  use  a 
hand  towel  for  those  trips  to  the  sink  between 

showers,  bring  them  also.  Only  a  very  few  (or  no)  hangers  are  left  in  the 
closets  when  the  Colorado  College  students  leave  for 
the  summer.  Bring  a  good  supply  of  hangers  for  your 
shirts  and  trousers. 

If  you  are  driving,  and  want  to  work  at  your  desk  in 
the  evenings,  bring  a  desk  lamp.  The  overhead  lights 
in  the  dorms  are  not  very  bright.  Even  if  you  are 
flying  to  Colorado,  bringing  a  Tensor  lamp  (or 
equivalent)  might  be  possible. 

If  you  are  planning  to  make  the  trip  up  Pikes  Peak, 
bring  a  jacket,  and  maybe  a  hat.  The  weather  up  there 
is  usually  very  different  from  what  is  down  below.  For 
the  week  in  the  Springs,  casual  wear.  Gail  has  been 
known  to  castigate  folks  for  appearing  in  a  tie  and 
jacket.  Bring  an  umbrella  -  it  is  not  uncommon  to  have  a 


thunderstorm  every  afternoon  of  the  session.  If  you  will  be  sunning  yourself 
on  the  patio  (or  just 

playing  poker  out  there  in  the  afternoon) ,  bring  sun 
screen.  At  6000  feet  elevation,  the  sun  burns  much 

faster  than  at  low  elevations.  If  you  have  some  numismatic  white  elephants, 
consider 

donating  them  to  the  YN  auctions.  The  YN  contingent 
will  be  soliciting  donations  of  material  to  be  sold 
(there  is  a  YN  auction  in  each  session) .  Bring  your 
check  book  also,  so  that  you  can  buy  items  from  the 
auction.  $50  bottles  of  water  have  been  known  to  find 
new  homes  during  those  events . 

If  you  are  already  a  fester,  bring  that  pay  book.  The 
penalties  for  appearing  for  pay  without  a  pay  book  can 
be  severe.  Don"t  forget  your  challenge  coin,  also, 
and  keep  it  close  by.  [Memo  to  company  clerk  -  don't 
forget  that  my  pay  book  was  used  up  at  Memphis,  and  I 
need  a  pay  book  extension.] 

Bring  both  World  War  II  Remembered  and  the  4th 
edition  MPC  book,  if  you  own  them.  If  you  do  not  own 
them,  they  will  be  provided,  but  you  will  be  assessed 
for  them  in  the  pay  line,  thereby  reducing  the 
available  fest  certificates  that  you  have  to  use  for 

other  purposes.  If  you  have  any  military  currencies  (particularly  of 

the  years  covered  by  the  seminar  class,  1930-date) 

that  are  mysteries,  bring  them.  If  we  can"t  unravel 

the  mysteries,  we  will  at  least  get  to  see  your 

treasures  and  record  them  for  the  next  edition  of  SB. 

You  are  welcome  to  bring  as  much  else  of  your 
collection  as  you  desire  to  share,  but  there  is 
limited  security  capability  (space  in  the  ANA  museum, 
subject  to  restricted  hours  of  access) .  I"ve  not 
heard  of  anyone  losing  material  from  the  rooms,  but 

there  is  only  minimal  security  there.  If  you  collect  fest  certificates, 
consider  bringing 

that  collection  so  that  researchers  can  record  serial 
numbers  and  you  have  your  material  close  at  hand  for 
trading.  If  you  own  a  UV  lamp  and  a  good  loupe  or  hand-held 
microscope,  bring  them  (and  mark  them  with  your 
name/phone  number) .  Bring  a  millimeter  scale.  Bring 
your  digital  camera  for  recording  images  of  notes  and 

ancillary  material.  You  can  see  from  this  list  that  the  seminars  tend  to 

the  very  practical  side,  dealing  with  the  actual 

materials  as  much  as  possible,  rather  than  catalog 

listings  of  them.  And  if  this  brief  message  makes  you 

wish  that  you  were  coming,  start  planning  for  2007.

Editorial 


David  Seelye  sent  me  a  wonderful  little  (8  page) 
pamphlet  on  US  military  emissions  for  Iceland.  At 
least  that  is  how  I  would  estimate  the  theme  based 
upon  the  illustrations  because  my  Icelandic  is  really 
rusty.  Basically,  the  pamphlet  has  one  page  of  text 
then  seven  pages  of  nicely  illustrated  listings  of 
chits  and  tokens  issued  by  US  forces  in  Iceland.  The 
first  listings  and  cover  art  are  of  the  Ship  Service 
Camp  Knox  chits  (hence  yesterday's  championship  corner 
quiz  question) .  There  probably  is  some  good 
information  about  these  pieces  in  the  introductory 
material  that  I  cannot  read  as  stated.  The  metal 
tokens  are  mostly  slot  machine  tokens  and  are  almost 
certainly  from  the  post  war  period.  The  same  for  the 
chits  although  a  few  of  the  expedient  type  chits  might 
have  actually  been  used  during  the  war. 

As  luck  would  have  it,  David  Seelye  called  me  while 
I  was  writing  this.  He  told  me  that  he  has  three  more 
copies  which  he  will  sell  at  $15  each  (postpaid) .  I 
told  him  that  I  could  hardly  put  such  a  commerical 
offer  in  the  editorial.  So,  if  you  want  to  contact  him 
to  criticise  his  blatant  commercial  attempt  write 
coinman@rochester . rr . com. 

I  finished  writing  the  above  about  six  hours  ago  and 
considered  it  a  finished  editorial.  About  ten  minutes 
ago,  I  picked  up  the  pamphlet  again  and  looked  at 
various  interesting  issues.  The  one  that  struck  my 
fancy  was  one  listed  as  Rockville  NCO  open  mess.  What 
I  found  interesting  was  the  additional  legend  "use  in 
USA  forbidden."  I  thought  that  that  was  quite  unusual 
text.  Then  I  looked  more  closely  and  saw  additional 
unusual  text:  "Mar-Matic  Sales  Co  1009  E.  Baltimore 
St.,  Baltimore  MD . "  This  seemed  to  be  an  advertisement 
for  the  manufacturer  of  the  token.  Boy  is  that 
interesting .

It  is  no  secret  that  flee  markets  and  garage  sales 
are  an  almost  inexhaustible  source  for  the  collectible 
market.  Military  Payment  Certificates  and  their 
cousins  are  no  exceptions. 

Currently  found  in  unused,  non-issued  condition  are 

four  US  Treasury  Department/ Iowa  War  Finance  Committee 

coupons.  One  of  the  four  can  be  viewed  using  the  following  links:

http : / /members .cox.net/ nhatrang7  5/war-iowa-b . jpg 

Measured  10  x  3.5  inches  they  were  in  a  miscellaneous 
bunch  of  papers.  They  were  just  there,  drawing  no 
attention,  showing  no  glory.  The  seller  had  no  ideas 
what  they  could  be  and  neither  did  the  buyer. 

The  items  do  not  have  any  title  but  are  sequentially 
numbers.  Actually  three  out  of  four  are  sequentially 
numbered  No.  659922,  No.  659923,  and  No.  659924.  One 

item  is  numbered  B  246695,  apparently  printed  at  a  later  time,  or,  one  my 
think  or  wish,  was  some  type  of 
replacement . 

The  items  were  printed,  if  the  back  is  decoded 
correctly,  in  August  1944  by  the  Wallace-Homestead 
Company.  The  B  246695item  was  printed  in  1945  by  the 
same  company. 

The  high  serial  numbers  seem  to  suggest  that  at  least 
that  many  pieces  were  printed  all  together.  If  that 
is  true,  then  there  must  be  more  of  those  little 
pieces  than  the  entire  population  of  Iowa  in  1994.  If 

that  many  were  printed  and  why  did  we  not  see  one 

listed  in  any  reference  books?  It  is  clear  that  one  was  printed  for  Iowa, 
then  how 

about  other  States?  Must  we  conclude,  for  example, 
that  there  existed  a  Nebraska  War  Finance  Committee 
and  thus  similar  items.  Since  the  items  do  not  show 
any  map  or  the  seal  of  Iowa,  could  the  printer  just 
simply  replace  the  word  Iowa  with  another  State's  name 
that  was  a  part  of  the  Union  in  1944? 

Let  assume  that  every  state  was  a  part  of  the  war 
effort,  then  the  question  we  may  ask:  is  the  serial 
number  unique  to  Iowa  or  did  the  serial  of  number  No. 

659924  account  for  all  states? 

A  search  on  Google  did  not  result  in  any  relevant 
hits.  Could  this  be  true?  My  1997  Village  Van  Air 
Bag  light  came  up,  blinking  and  blinking.  Two  minutes 

on  Google  and  I  found  the  instruction  to  reset  it.  Yet,  an  hour  on  Google  and 
I  found  nothing  on  these 
items . 

Can  someone  shed  a  light  on  this?

Notes  from  the  Eastern  Front 
A  Column  by  Steve  Feller 

Ration  books  are  poor  cousins  to  bank  notes.  Yet 
they  formed  a  crucial  part  of  the  WWII  experience  for 
tens  of  millions  of  people.  While  at  the  Cabinet  War 
Rooms  in  London  last  weekend  I  bought  a  few  books  on 
the  subject.  These  books  were  written  during  the  war 
by  those  who  created  the  system  of  rationing  in 
England.  I  will  be  giving  some  excerpts  to  launch  this 
column.  The  first  book  is  entitled  "The  Market  Square" 
and  it  details  the  Brisitsh  ration  system  with  details 
on  the  ration  books  themselves.  Indeed  the  subtitle  is 
"The  Story  of  the  Ration  Book  1940-1944."  The  book  is 
by  "Impresario." 

I  hope  you  enjoy  the  arcane  and  esoteric  as  I  do. 
Ration  books  for  over  40,000,000  people  cannot  be 
printed  and  distributed  overnight . Generally  speaking, 
we  have  to  allow  9  to  12  months  between  going  to  print 
and  bringing  them  into  operation ...  We  learned  also 
that  it  was  a  great  mistake  to  issue  any  instructions 
printed  in  the  book  , there  being  very  little 
likelihood  of  their  remaining  accurate  by  the  time  the 
book  came  into  operation . The  first  set,  designed  for 
six  months  were  produced  and  stored  away  some  time 
before  the  war  began?There  were  four  different  sets 
when  they  first  came  into  useR.B.  1  for  those  over 
6,  R.B.  2  for  those  under  6,  R.B.  3  for  travellers, 
and  R.B.  6  for  weekly  seamen . Various  other  sets  of 
books  and  cards  were  held  in  readiness  but  not  in  fact 
introduced . The  essential  features  of  R.B.l  and  R.B.  2 
(had)  pages  of  coupons  for  each  food  (meat;  bacon  and 
ham;  butter  and  margarine;  cooking  fats,  including 
lard  and  dripping;  sugar;  three  spares), and  each  page 


contained  a  counterfoil  with  which  the  holder  could 
effect  registration  with  a  retailer . There  was  a  space 
also  on  each  page  for  noting  the  holder's  name  if  he 
should  decide  to  leave  the  page  permanently  with  his 
retailer . Each  book  contained  a  postcard  called  a 
reference  leaf  with  which  the  holder  applied  later  on 
for  the  next  book;  its  name  may  seem  curious  seeing 
that  its  function  was  one  of  application . At  a  later 
stage  it  was  due  to  form  the  basic  record  of  the 
holder  in  the  Food  Office.

I  got  one  of  the  Iceland  token  books  from  David 
Seelye.  I  looked  for  information  concerning  Mar-Matic 
Sales  Co.  but  could  find  nothing  of  significance  other 
than  a  few  English  tokens  also  made  by  Mar-Matic.  A 
company  by  the  same  name  also  apparently  made  bingo 


cards  and  other  novelty  games.  I  could  find  no 
location  for  them  other  than  the  address  on  the 
tokens . 

The  "forbidden"  text  on  the  tokens  is  curious.  My 
initial  gues  was  that  these  were  slot  machine  tokens.  When  I  was  in  the 
service  only  the  overseas  clubs  had 
slot  machines.  There  are  two  problems  with  this 
analysis,  howver.  First,  I  have  never  encountered  a 
10  cent  slot  machine  although  it  is  conceivable  that 
they  existed.  Second,  many  of  the  tokens  that  carry 
this  text  indicate  they  are  mess  tokens.  This 
suggests  they  were  used  to  purchase  meals  in  the  mess 
rather  than  gambling  tokens.  It  is  possible  that  they 
were  used  for  both  purposes. 

Finally,  did  you  notive  that  the  booklet  has  a 
listing  of  MPC?  It  is  on  the  inside  back  cover.  There  are  two  anamolies  in 
the  listing.  First,  it 

does  not  include  Series  471  and  472.  (Neither  does 
the  chart  in  WW2R  although  the  MPC  catalog  identifies 

these  series  as  having  been  issued  in  Iceland.)  Second,  it  has  a  space  for 
$20.00  denominations.  None 

of  the  series  issued  in  Iceland  had  a  $20.00  note.

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DOGS  FOR  DEFENSE 
by  Jim  Downey 

In  addition  to  the  purchase  of  war  bonds  and 

other  programs  for  direct  government  finance  of  WWII, 

donations  to  secondary  efforts  for  the  war  effort  were 

also  made  by  people  in  the  belligerent 

countries . Donations  of  money  and  goods  to  the  Red 

Cross,  refugee  relief  agencies  and  other  similar 

organizations  were  common  on  both  sides  of  the  war. 

Many  of  these  organizations  issued  receipts  in 
exchange  for  donations . These  often  have  patriotic 
themes .Although  receipts  are  not  technically  money, 
they  do  represent  money  to  a  certain  extent  and  are 
certainly  collectable  pieces  of  ephemera. The  French 
Bons  de  Solidarite  are  probably  the  most  extensive  and 
best  known  series  of  donation  receipts. 

One  of  the  more  obscure  organizations  in  the 
United  States  that  issued  donation  receipts  is  the  War 
Dog  Fund  sponsored  by  Dogs  for  Defense,  Inc. An 
example  of  the  War  Dog  Fund  receipts  can  be  seen  here

The  start  of  WWII  revealed  a  number  of 
deficiencies  in  the  US  military. One  of  these 


shortcomings  was  the  lack  of  military  working  dogs. At 
the  start  of  the  war,  there  were  only  a  handful  of 
military  working  dogs  in  the  US. Shortly  after  Pearl 
Harbor,  the  American  Kennel  Club  organized  a  group 
called  SDogs  for  Defense?  in  order  to  donate  dogs 
to  the  military. 

In  March  1942,  the  Army  Quartermaster  Corps  took 
over  the  responsibility  of  procuring  and  training  dogs 
for  the  US  military. The  first  dog  training  facility 
was  established  at  Fort  Royal,  Virginia  in  August 
1942. By  the  end  of  the  war,  four  other  training 
centers  were  opened.  Over  19,000  dogs  were  procured 
for  service  out  of  which  10,425  completed  training  and 
were  placed  for  service. The  dogs  were  trained  to 
carry  out  one  of  four  primary  missions:  (1)  sentry 
duty,  (2)  scouting  and  patrols,  (3)  messengers,  and 
(4)  mine  detection. 

In  addition  to  procuring  dogs.  Dogs  for  Defense, 

Inc.  raised  money  for  the  program. A  nationwide 
campaign  was  implemented  with  Joan  Crawford  as  the 
Honorary  Chairperson. 

The  War  Dog  Fund  was  initially  set  up  by  a 
gentleman  named  James  Austin. Mr.  Austin"s  dog  was 
rejected  for  service  but  he  wanted  to  assist  in  the 
program  anyway. He  proposed  that  dog  owners  whose  dogs 
were  not  fit  for  military  service  could  enlist?  their 
dogs  in  exchange  for  donations . The  dog  was  entitled 
to  a  rank  commensurate  with  the  size  of  the  donation 
with  $1.00  for  a  private  up  to  $100.00  for  a  general 
or  admiral. Over  $75,000.00  dollars  was  raised  and 
more  than  25,000  dogs  were  enlisted  including 
President  Roosevelts  dog  Fala.

I  got  one  of  the  Iceland  token  books  from  David 
Seelye . 

I  looked  for  information  concerning  Mar-Matic  Sales 
Co.  but  could  find  nothing  of  significance  other  than 
a  few  English  tokens  also  made  by  Mar-Matic.  A 
company  by  the  same  name  also  apparently  made  bingo 
cards  and  other  novelty  games . I  could  find  no 
location  for  them  other  than  the  address  on  the 
tokens . 

The  "forbidden"  text  on  the  tokens  is  curious.  My 
initial  gues  was  that  these  were  slot  machine  tokens. 

When  I  was  in  the  service  only  the  overseas  clubs  had 
slot  machines.  There  are  two  problems  with  this 
analysis,  howver.  First,  I  have  never  encountered  a 
10  cent  slot  machine  although  it  is  conceivable  that 
they  existed.  Second,  many  of  the  tokens  that  carry 
this  text  indicate  they  are  mess  tokens.  This 
suggests  they  were  used  to  purchase  meals  in  the  mess 
rather  than  gambling  tokens.  It  is  possible  that  they 
were  used  for  both  purposes. 

Finally,  did  you  notive  that  the  booklet  has  a  listing 
of  MPC?  It  is  on  the  inside  back  cover.  There  are 
two  anamolies  in  the  listing.  First,  it  does  not 
include  Series  471  and  472.  (Neither  does  the  chart 
in  WW2R  although  the  MPC  catalog  identifies  these 
series  as  having  been  issued  in  Iceland.)  Second,  it 
has  a  space  for  $20.00  denominations.  None  of  the 
series  issued  in  Iceland  had  a  $20.00  note.

Lane  described  the  intention  of  the  ANA  to  expand 
seminar  programs  to  remote  locations  in  connection 
with  other  numismatic  events  (shows  and  conventions) 
and  to  reduce  the  length  of  the  Colorado  Springs 
summer  seminar  to  one  week. 

Lane  stated  repeatedly  that  it  was  his  intention 
that  the  seminar  would  not  reduce  the  number  of 
classes  or  students  and  that  there  basically  is  no 
limit  on  the  number  of  people  who  could  participate. 
The  membership  present  (students  and  instructors) 
expressed  passionate  and  usually  logical  oposition  to 
the  reduction  to  one  week.  The  essense  of  their 
argument  was  If  it  ain't  broke  don't  fix  it. 

It  seemed  to  me  that  the  reason  for  the  condensation 
was  to  save  money  although  this  was  not  specifically 
stated . 

It  seemed  to  me  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  discuss  the 
remote  seminar  idea  along  with  the  Colorado  Springs 
seminar  because  it  caused  some  confusion  in  the 
discussion  when  it  was  clearly  the  Colorado  Springs 
seminar  that  was  on  the  mind  of  the  students  and 
teachers . 

At  the  evening  social  affair  Sheryl  (von  Blucher) 
clearly  stated  to  me  (and  David  Heinrich)  that  we  had 
misunderstood  and  that  the  matter  of  reducing  the 
Springs  seminar  to  one  week  was  something  that  was 
being  studied  by  the  staff  and  NOT  a  decision.  I 
hugged  her  and  apologized  for  having  misunderstood. 

I  am  sure  that  this  subject  will  be  a  major  topic  of 
discussion  during  session  two  and  we  will  both  report 
and  comment  on  that. 

On  the  much  more  pleasant  subject  of  session  two, 
preparations  are  heightening.  As  soon  as  I  dispatch 
this  message,  I  will  go  to  headquarters  where  a  large 
shipment  has  arrived  for  the  chief  Fest  finance 
officer.  Rumors  have  been  swirling  about  a  possible 
new  issue  of  notes,  but  of  course  these  can  neither  be 
confirmed  nor  denied.

A  spontaneous  minifest  broke  out  at  1400  at  the 
Colorado  Springs  coin  show  on  8  JUL  2006.  In 
attendance  were  Kathy  &  Don  Freeland,  Bill  Myers,  Tony 
James,  Warner  Talso,  Robert  Drew,  Sam  &  Max  Spiegel, 

David  Klinger,  Ken  Hallenbeck  and  of  course  Fred 
Schwan  and  Joe  Boling.  Items  shown  included  a  music 
book  from  the  AEF,  a  medal  commemorating  battles  in 
WWI,  a  Belgium  medal  presented  to  an  American  in 
appreciation  for  support  given  to  the  refugees,  two 
Nazi  medals  denominated  in  shillings  (use  uncertain) , 
three  notes  similar  to  Azad  Hind  notes  that  were  for 
good  wishes,  checks  denominated  in  gallons  of  gas, 
ration  checks,  notes  from  the  Atlanta  ANA,  a  check 
from  Coca-cola  (presented  because  soldiers  drink 
coke ...  weak) ,  receipts  from  old  utility  bills  and 
others.  Tony  James  is  an  Austalian  paper  money  dealer 
who  will  be  taking  the  Basic  Military  Numismatics  at 
the  summer  seminar.  He  had  completed  Joe  Bolings 
Counterfeit  Detection  course.  He  brought  some  of  his 
stock  and  it  contained  some  quite  interesting  pieces.

Pay  was  received  which  was  a  $50  serial  numbered 
note  with  a  picture  of  Abe  Lincoln  next  to  a  flag  as 
well  as  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  a  Pan  Pacific  round 

$50  and  MPC  Fest  2002  on  the  face.  It  was  also  overprinted  with  Memphis  2006, 
had  a  postage 

cancellation  dated  Jun  16  2006  from  the  International

The  back  has  the  photo  of  the  statue  from  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  and  with  ANA  overprinted  in  green.

Editorial 


Wow,  the  ANA  authorities  have  announced  a  decision 
that  simply  confirms  the  announcement  made  yesterday 
by  Don  Kagin  and  reported  here.  We  hope  to  have  the 
entire  text  of  the  news  release  tomorrow. 

Just  as  I  commended  Don's  leadership  today,  I 
commend  the  ANA  staff  for  clarifying  and  confirming 
the  decision.  The  summer  seminar  is  a  gem.  It  is  an 
important  program  in  more  ways  than  we  can  count. 

This  entire  matter  has  taken  too  much  of  my  time  and 
energy  this  week,  but  hopefully  something  good  will 
come  of  it. 

One  of  the  facts  repeatedly  stated  regarding  the 
seminar  is  that  it  serves  less  than  one  percent  of  the 
membership.  This  figure  has  been  more  or  less  accepted 
because  it  seems  obvious  that  300  teachers  and 
students  are  less  than  one  percent  of  33,000.  One  of 
the  teachers  of  the  coins  in  the  classroom  class  told 
me  that  while  that  might  be  true,  the  one  percent  is 
an  important  one  percent  being  a  very  high  percentage 
of  the  very  influential  members.  I  think  that  is  a 
good  point. 

In  addition,  I  have  been  thinking  about  this  and 
believe  that  an  important  part  has  been  forgotten.  A 
very  high  percentage  of  people  come  to  the  seminar  on 
scholarship.  Those  scholarships  are  created  and 


supported  by  many  other  members  (and  potential 
members) .  Let  us  just  consider  the  one  person  who  is 
here  on  the  internal  military  collectors  scholarship. 
More  than  sixty  collectors  participated  in  raising  the 
money.  All  of  them  support  the  scholarship--and 
seminar.  They  realize  that  it  is  important  to  the 
hobby  and  therefore  to  them  personally. 

Another  person  is  here  on  a  scholarship  for  winning 
best  of  show  at  the  FUN  convention.  Not  only  did  the 
FUN  board  of  directors  approve  and  support  this,  but 
this  wonderful  prize  was  certainly  coveted  by  other 
participants  at  the  FUN  convention. 

Then  of  course  there  are  YN  scholarships  with 
similar  connections.  Parents  and  gradparents  who  are 
excited  about  participation  of  YNs  even  if  they  cannot 
participate  themselves. 

Therefore,  I  estimate  that  if  there  are  300  people 
present,  they  represent  at  least  3300  total 
participants  or  10%  of  the  membership.  Finally,  these 
remote  participants  vary  more  each  year  than  do  actual 
attendees . 

Furthermore,  two  scholarship  receipents  with  whom  I 
have  spoken  state  that  they  are  expected  to  write 
articles  for  the  respective  journals  one  the  seminar 
experience  hence  more  influence.  Another  paying 
participant  writes  for  a  foreign  numismatic 
publication  and  states  that  he  will  have  at  least 
three  articles  in  his  magazine  about  the  seminar,  ANA, 
and  the  experience. 

Although  I  at  first  accepted  the  one  percent 
argument,  I  now  know  better  as  described  above.

There  are  Roman  Numerals  in  the  corners  of  these 
tickets,  I,  II,  III,  which  stands  for  400,000  tickets 
being  printed  for  each  group,  total  amount  of  tickets 
for  each  issue  was  1.2  million. 

There  are  5  Klasses  per  each  lotterie.

The  second  reported  MPC  Series  591  $5  sold  yesterday 
at  ebay  auction  for  $12,100  after  obviously  heated 
bidding . 

The  note  was  listed  by  the  seller  as  being  in 
extremely  fine  condition,  but  it  looks  more  like  a 
fine  in  the  scan.  Of  course,  what  difference  does  it 
make  when  it  is  only  the  second  one  known  in  any 
collection? ! 

Three  collectors  pushed  it  to  this  record/near 
record  level  and  several  others  were  not  far  behind. 

This  is  certainly  the  highest  price  ever  paid  on  ebay 
for  a  military  payment  certificate.  It  is  virtually  a 
tie  for  a  publicly  traded  replacement  (remember  the 
Series  651  $10  replacement  last  month) .

ANA  EXPANDING  SUMMER  SEMINAR 

TO  INCLUDE  CLASSES  AT  CONVENTIONS 

COLORADO  SPRINGS,  COLO  The  American  Numismatic 
Association  will  expand  its  Summer  Seminar  schedule  to 
include  programs  at  both  annual  conventions,  beginning 
with  the  National  Money  Show  in  Charlotte,  N.C.,  next 
March . 

The  enhanced  program  will  make  Summer  Seminar 
classes  available  to  students  who  cant  travel  to 
Colorado  Springs  during  the  summer,  or  who  dont  have 
the  time  to  attend  a  weeklong  event.  The  traditional 
Summer  Seminar  in  Colorado  Springs  will  continue  to  be 
presented  during  two  weeks  in  July. 

ANA  officials  held  two  public  meetings  with  Seminar 
students,  on  July  6  and  9,  asking  students  for  their 
thoughts  on  the  traditional  Summer  Seminar  program  in 
Colorado  Springs.  Students  overwhelmingly  called  for 
the  continuation  of  the  two  week  session,  but  were 
mixed  on  prospects  of  expanding  courses  at  ANA 
conventions . 

We  asked  for  input  and  heard  a  very  clear 
message,  said  ANA  Chief  Operations  Officer  Sheryl  von 
Blucher.  Many  who  attended  two  open  meetings  spoke 
passionately  about  their  experiences  in  Colorado 
Springs.  They  loved  the  option  of  taking  more  than  one 
course  and  being  able  to  choose  from  more  than  one 
session . 

And  they  emphasized  the  value  of  having  the 
resources  of  the  library  and  museum  readily 
available . 

von  Blucher  emphasized  that  the  continued  commitment 
to  maintaining  the  classic  Summer  Seminar  session 
(two  weeks  since  its  expansion  in  2000)  reflects 
the  ANAs  renewed  commitment  to  listening  to  and 
acting  on  input  from  its  membership. 

She  said  the  ANA  will  continue  to  look  for  ways  to 
expand  its  educational  program,  and  is  committed  to 
presenting  Summer  Seminar-quality  courses  immediately 
preceding  its  annual  conventions. 

While  developing  the  ANA  strategic  plan,  ANA  staff 
concluded  that  while  Summer  Seminar  is  popular,  it 


only  reaches  about  1  percent  of  association  membership 
with  its  comprehensive  educational  offerings. 

Expanding  the  program  was  unanimously  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  during  open  session  in  Atlanta  this 
past  April. 

The  commitment  to  expanding  educational  courses 
means  students  have  the  option  of  taking  Summer 
Seminar-type  classes  in  three  locations  at  three 
different  times  of  the  year,  von  Blucher  said. 

The  ANA  Board  of  Governors  stresses  that  education 
is  a  pillar  of  the  ANA,  and  that  the  32,000-member 
association  must  find  a  way  to  reach  more  members  with 
its  educational  programming  to  ensure  that  the 
interest  in  numismatics  flourishes  in  coming 
generations . 

Its  really  about  passing  on  our  legacy  and 
opening  up  and  sharing  the  world  of  numismatics  to  a 
wider  audience,  von  Blucher  said. 

Currently,  280  students  are  attending  Summer 
Seminar  classes  in  Colorado  Springs;  76  of  those 
participants  are  first-time  students.  ANA  Executive 
Director  Chris  Cipoletti  said  he  expects  significantly 
more  students  will  be  able  to  enroll  in  Summer  Seminar 
courses  when  theyre  offered  at  different  dates  and 
locations . 

Cipoletti  also  expects  thousands  of  numismatists 
will  be  able  to  combine  educational  pursuits  with 
convention  travel.  Those  students  will  immediately 
take  what  they  learned  in  their  classes  and  apply  that 
knowledge  on  the  bourse  floor,  he  said. 

The  educational  programs  preceding  the  conventions 
will  be  renamed,  but  the  educational  approach  will 
remain  the  same.  The  same  commitment  will  be  made  to 
the  quality  of  both  the  curriculum  and  the 
instruction,  Cipoletti  said. 

Tuition,  fees  and  other  details  are  being 
finalized;  the  new  programs  will  be  offered 
immediately  preceding  the  National  Money  Show  in 
Charlotte,  March  16-18,  2007,  and  the  Worlds  Fair  of 
Money  in  Milwaukee,  Aug.  8-12,  2007. 

Information  on  these  educational  programs  at  the 
conventions  will  be  updated  regularly  on  the  ANA 
website  at  www.money.org,  and  made  available  at  the 
ANA  booth  during  the  Denver  Worlds  Fair  of  Money, 
August  16-19.

Dear  Editor, 

Early  in  1944  it  was  reported  that  replica  Japanese 


Invasion  Currency,  similar  to  that  being  used  in 
British  Oceania,  was  being  sold  at  The  Curio  Shop,  in 
Sydney,  on  the  corner  of  Castlereagh  and  Martin  Place. 
An  official  investigation  was  started  in  May,  1944. 
When  interviewed,  the  proprietor  of  the  shop  stated 
that  he  purchased  the  notes  from  a  trader  in 
Toowoomba,  named  Brookman.  The  first  official  letter  I 
found  is  dated  25  May,  1944.  It  has  an  endorsement 
from  George  Watson,  Deputy  Crown  Solicitor  addressed 
to  The  Secretary,  Note  Issue  Department,  Commonwealth 
Bank  of  Australia  (CBA) .  It  said:  "  I  know  of  no  law 
which  is  being  infringed.  If  you  desire  the  inquiries 
continued  in  Brisbane  I  will  arrange  for  such  action 
to  be  taken."  The  investigation,  in  fact,  continued 
until  December  of  1944. 

On  14  June,  1944,  an  official  summary  of  the 
investigation  up  to  then  reported  that  the  replica 
Japanese  invasion  currency  was  printed  in  Brisbane  by 
Economy  Printers  Pty.  Ltd.  for  the  Bulldog  Casket 
Shop.  The  Director  of  Economy  Printers  also  reported 
that  the  word  REPLICA  was  included  on  the  notes,  even 
though  the  Censor  did  not  require  it.  He  also  said 
that  up  to  that  time  only  about  5  lbs.  of  paper  had 
been  used.  Further,  he  reported  that  quantities  of 
other  notes  without  the  word  replica  were  on  sale  in 
Brisbane.  The  source  of  these  notes  was  not  revealed 
in  these  files.  Both  of  these  types  are  discussed  in 
S/B  (p  621)  . 

These  are  just  a  few  trivial  facts  from  a  30  page 
file  from  the  CBA  titled  Japanese  Invasion  Currency.  I 
found  no  more  "smoking  guns"  in  this  file,  but  the 
files  do  give  me  the  impression  that  the  Commonwealth 
Bank  of  Australia  was  involved  in  more  official 
counterfeiting  operations  of  Japanese  invasion 
currency  during  WWII.  It  is  also  clear  from  these 
files,  that  early  in  the  war  the  Australian  press  and 
military  considered  that  the  Japanese  invasion 
currency  in  use  in  British  Oceania  was  also  planned 
for  use  in  the  event  that  the  Japanese  would  invade 
Australia.  I  will  make  these  files  available  to  the 
ANA  summer  seminar  military  numismatics  class  for  them 
to  study  and  draw  their  own  conclusions.

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MORE  ON  COUNTERFEITING 
(or  MORON  COUNTERFEITING)

Those  of  you  who  follow  coin  related  discussion  boards 
on  the  internet  have  probably  come  across  numerous 

threads  relating  to  Chinese  counterfeits  of  US  coins.  These  are  typically 
trade  dollars  and  Morgan  dollars. 

While  many  of  these  counterfeits  are  deceptive,  many 
others  are  simply  ridiculous  and  would  not  fool 
anyone.  These  include  coins  with  a  Morgan  dollar 
obverse  and  the  reverse  of  an  American  Silver  Eagle. 

Absurd  counterfeits  are  not  restricted  to  coins  and  in 
one  case  include  MPC.  The  February  12,  1953  edition 
of  the  Austin  (MN)  Daily  Herald  contains  an  article 
about  counterfeit  MPC  in  Okinawa.  The  chief  provost 
marshal  on  Okinawa,  LTC  William  E.  Walkup,  warned 
occupation  personnel  and  local  businesses  about 
counterfeit  $10.00  MPC.  These  would  be  Series  481 
notes . 

The  notes  could  be  easily  detected  as  they  contained 
quite  a  few  discrepancies.  These  included  misspelling 
the  words  certificate,  regulations  and  establishments. 

In  addition,  the  "E"  in  "E  Pluribus  Unum"  is 
backwards  and  the  "P"  is  missing  from  Pluribus. 

Despite  these  errors,  the  provost  marshal  had  a 
difficult  time  tracking  down  the  counterfeiter.

It  is  difficult  to  believe  a  month  has  gone  by 
since  I  arrived  here  in  Viet  Nam! !  Maybe  because  it  was  such  a  busy  time. 

My  first  few  days  were  the  most  productive  for 
numismatic  material  and  then  it  sloped  down  to  nothing 
during  my  last  few  days.  For  the  first  time,  I  did 
not  buy  any  MPC  or  coupons  for  anyone  because  it  was 
either  too  high  priced  and/or  the  grades  were  too  low. 

When  did  Gramsters  start  caring  about  grading  and 
pricing? 

I  ordered  my  standard  group  of  25  t-shirts  with 
something  about  Viet  Nam  on  them.  I  use  them  as  gifts 
back  in  the  USA,  mostly  to  youngsters  but  I  do  have  a 
few  XXL  and  XL  for  those  BIG  adults !  I  had  to  look 
for  my  t-shirt  man  to  order  them.  His  old  location 

doubled  his  rent  so  he  moved  to  a  cheaper  location.  All  of  downtown  Saigon 
(District  1)  is  becoming  very 

expensive  for  the  retailers,  and  it  is  being  passed  on 
to  the  tourists!  But  when  going  outside  of  downtown, 
the  prices  get  back  to  very  reasonable! 

I  bought  about  20  hard  and  soft  cover  books  and 
many  magazines  and  newspapers  for  my  library,  and  a 
few  for  some  friends  who  are  also  researching  related 
areas  of  Viet  Nam.  They  weigh  a  TON  in  my  suitcase  so 
I  will  shift  a  few  to  each  of  Phung ' s  two  suitcases, 
and  will  still  likely  have  to  leave  a  couple  here 

because  my  suitcase  would  be  overweight.  And  you  do  not  want  to  be 
overweight  these  days  in 
air  travel ! ! 

My  wife  also  bought  her  standard  order  of  one  dozen 
purses/handbags  for  the  female  managers  on  her  staff 
and  some  friends.  Phung  is  a  regular  purse  buyer  for 
herself  too.  She  buys  a  new  one  every  month,  and 
salts  the  old  one  away  in  one  of  her  suitcases.  When 
she  makes  a  trip  to  Viet  Nam,  she  brings  all  of  them 
and  gives  them  out  to  sisters,  sisters-in-laws, 
nieces,  cousins,  friends,  etc. 

I  spent  a  lot  of  time  going  around  town  with  one  or 
two  at  a  time  of  our  six  nieces  before  Phung  arrived,  and  then  she  took 
them  around  with  her  too.  It  gives  them  a  lot  of 
English  time  in  real  life  situations,  and  I  just  like 
having  good  looking  young  ladies  around  me! 

Quoc  was  in-country  most  of  my  time  here.  He  was  at 
Memphis  and  then  went  on  to  Singapore  for  a  show  and 
visiting  the  dealers  and  collectors  there,  so  I  beat 


him  back  into  Viet  Nam.  I  bought  a  couple  of  pieces 
for  him  and  I  am  bringing  back  a  couple  of  orders  for 
him.  His  new  shop  is  at  27  Nguyen  Thi  Dieu  in 
District  3  and  his  email  is  now  SaigonCoin@ 

Mrs  Phuong  is  still  at  80  Le  Loi  in  her  sliver  of  a 

shop.  I  bought  more  than  a  dozen  very  old  personal  Buddhist  charms 

from  her  that  were  probably  left  here  by  some  Thai 

soldiers  during  the  war.  I  will  be  giving  them  to 

some  Thai  I  know  back  in  Northern  Virginia.  They  will 

love  them!  I  also  bought  some  old  documents  that  came 

out  of  the  palace  in  Hue  when  there  was  still  an 

emperor  living  there.  I  think  I  have  every  emperor 

from  Tu  Due  to  Bao  Dai  but  I  will  have  to  check  my  new 

purchases  against  what  is  in  the  USA,  if  I  can  find 

them  in  my  black  hole!  And  Kim  and  Tuan  are  still 

doing  business  on  Le  Cong  Kieu  but  I  call  them  and  set 

up  a  meeting  at  their  house  because  that  is  where  THE 

inventory  is  really  located.  Their  email  is 

QHung2703@Yahoo.com  if  you  want  to  set  something  up 

before  you  arrive.  They  have  a  TON  of  MPC  and  other 

military  stuff.  I  have  really  never  had  enough  time 

after  looking  for  my  stuff  to  see  all  of  it! 

The  Sunday  morning  coin,  paper  money  and  stamp  club 
meeting  next  to  the  Art  Museum  near  Le  Cong  Kieu  is 
often  a  productive  time  for  me.  And  it  is  a  great 
place  to  meet  other  collectors  who  have  similar 
interests.  I  am  usually  there  about  an  hour,  and  then 
take  a  taxi  over  to  Quoc ' s  shop  before  we  go  to  lunch 
together . 

Our  beach  resort  vacation  at  the  Little  Mui  Ne 

Resort  was  great!  We  brought  eight  of  the  family  with  us  and  rented  three 
cottages.  The  swimming  pool  got  a  workout  from  two  or 
more  of  us  from  dawn  to  after  dusk!  And  the 
restaurant  menu  was  excellent  enough  that  we  rearely 

went  outside  to  eat.  There  were  Vietnamese  dishes,  but  also  some  solid 

American  and  European  food.  I  was  the  only  American 

there.  About  half  of  the  visitors  were  Vietnamese 

from  HCMC,  another  25%  were  German,  and  the  rest  were 

English,  French  and  Belgium.  It  was  really  hell  being 

around  all  of  those  bikinis! 

My  computer  guru/source  (a  Viet  Kieu  with  two  stores 
in  Vienna, Virginia)  was  here  too  for  a  few  days.  We  met 
him  for  dinner  at  the  Sheraton  Hotel's  buffet 
restaurant  with  one  of  our  single  nieces  (he  is  single 
too) .  It  is  a  GOOD  place  to  eat!  He  has  made  a  lot 
of  money  for  a  young  man,  and  he  wants  to  give  some  of 
it  to  some  poor  Vietnamese  kids  by  setting  up  a  free 
computer  school.  He  is  looking  for  a  Vietnamese 
partner  here  and  the  right  place,  staff,  etc.  A  good 
young  man. 

When  I  get  back  to  the  USA  in  about  36  hours,  I 
have  about  a  week  to  sort  out  things  and  pack  for  a  drive  to  the  Denver 
ANA.  I  will  be  stopping  to  see  some  numismatists 
along  the  way  out  and  back,  so  if  you  are  on  my  route 
going  due  East  from  Virginia  on  a  lot  of  1-40  and 
coming  back  on  a  lot  of  1-20,  send  me  an  email  at 
HADaniel3@msn.com  and  I  will  try  to  bother  you  for  a 


couple  of  hours. 

That  is  it  for  this  tour.  I  hope  you  guys  and  gals 
have  the  ole  USA  still  intact  by  the  time  I  land.

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Book  Review

Book:  Military  Government  Journal  (Normandy  to 
Berlin)

Editors  Preface:  (excerpt)  The  Civil  Affairs/Military 
Government  function  of  the  United  States  Army  had  its 
formal  beginning  with  the  invasion  of  Normandy  in 
1944.  This  journal,  opening  with  that  event  and 
closing  in  the  ruined  city  of  Berlin,  is  a  day-to-day 
record  of  CA/MG  field  operations.  "To  our  knowledge  it 
is  a  unique  record  of  such  activity,"  Gen.  Hal  C 
Pattison,  chief  of  military  history.  Department  of  the 
Army,  has  stated.  Nor  had  I,  prior  to  assuming 
editorship  of  the  manuscript,  encountered  any  work 
that  provided  details  of  what  is  was  like  to  rule 
civilians  in  recently  occupied  or  conquered  nations. 

I  bought  this  book  (used  book  store)  because  of  the 
preface  written  by  the  editor.  It  is  one  of  the  more 
interesting  "boring"  books  I've  read,  if  that  makes 
sense.  It  was  interesting  to  see  what  was  happening 
in  these  countries  after  hostilities  had  moved  out  of 
the  area,  but  boring  when  you  consider  a  day  to  day 
account  of  anything.  I  assumed,  erroneously,  that 
there  had  to  be  many  instances  where  money  was  an 
issue  and  AMC,  French  francs,  German  marks  and  Belgium 
francs  would  be  discussed.  At  least  this  thought  kept 
me  reading.  Wages,  commodities,  black  market, 
pricing,  rationing  were  mentioned  frequently  and  it 
seems  money  was  important,  but  the  specific  currency 

must  not  have  been  an  issue.  McGinnis  (the  author)  was  a  major  in  June  1944 
and  a 

full  colonel  when  he  left  Berlin  in  March  1945. 

Here  are  excerpts  that  had  reference  to  money. 

June  27,  1944  Carentan,  France  :  Capt.  Walker  and 
Col.  Harris,  finance  officer,  called  on  banks  to 
ascertain  status  of  coins. 

July  5,  1944  Carentan:  Capt.  Berkeley  went  to 
finance  officer,  83rd  Division,  for  pay  of  both  U.S. 
and  British  personnel. 

July  19,  1944  Carentan:  Capt.  Walker  called  on  banks 
and  learned  that  balances  have  increased  -  Societe 
Generate,  6,300,000  francs;  and  Credit  Lyonnais, 

1,600,000  francs. 

July  24,  1944  Carentan:  Civilians  were  in  to  pay  for 
supplies  -  almost  half  a  million  francs  was  taken  in. 

Amounts  and  prices  for  supplies  were  always  approved 
by  First  Army  before  any  sale  could  be  made,  and  terms 
were  always  cash  on  delivery  of  the  item  being 
purchased . 

Sept.  7,  1944  Charleville,  France:  Banking  situation 
well  in  hand.  All  banks  and  branches  have  sufficient 
cash  for  30  days.  Wage  scales  normal.  No  signs  of 
inflation . 

Oct.  26,  1944  Mons,  Belgium:  A  bright  spot  showed  up 
in  the  area  of  finance.  M.  Gut,  the  Belgian  finance 
minister,  called  in  all  Belgian  money  and  was  issuing 
new  currency  in  its  place.  Probably  this  could  have 


been  done  only  in  a  small  country  so  soon  after  its 
liberation.  It  made  worthless  the  vast  amounts  of 
money  that  the  Germans  had  taken  out  of  Belgium  on 
their  departure,  and,  since  old  money  could  only  be 
exchanged  for  new  at  designated  banks,  it  brought  to 
light  the  war  profiteers  and  those  who  had  been 
working  with  the  enemy. 

July  13,  1945  Berlin:  Although  the  Russians  were 
supposed  to  have  cleared  out  of  Schoneberg,  Colonel 
Terakanoff  and  his  staff  had  not.  Captain  Bond  got  a 
call  from  the  manager  of  the  stadtbank  that  Russians 
were  breaking  into  his  building.  He  rushed  down  to  the 
Kaiser  Wilhelm  Platz  and,  sure  enough,  a  detachment  of 
Russians  were  trying  to  break  open  the  vault,  under 
the  watchful  eye  of  my  friend  Lt .  Col.  Terakanoff. 
Captain  Bond  ordered  him  to  stop.  The  colonel  replied 
that  there  was  money  inside  that  belonged  to  the 
Russians  and  he  was  not  leaving  Schoneberg  without 
taking  it  with  him.  Further  discussion  revealed  that 
Col.  Terakanoff  had  placed  money  in  a  safe  deposit 
vault  and  had  misplaced  the  key.  He  therefore  was 
taking  more  direct  means  with  an  assortment  of 
crowbars,  sledge  hammers,  and  blowtorches.  A  tank 
detachment  was  close  by,  and  in  short  order  four  tanks 
were  on  their  way  to  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  Platz.  Col. 
Terakanoff  was  standing  on  the  steps  of  the  bank, 
smoking  one  of  those  long  Russian  cigarettes,  when  the 
tanks  arrived  ready  for  action.  He  shrugged  his 
shoulders,  gathered  his  men  and  equipment  together, 
and  left  for  the  Soviet  sector.  An  investigation 
showed  that  there  was  over  half  a  million  Reich  marks 
in  the  vault  and  that  it  really  belonged  to  the 
Russians.  That  afternoon  Col.  Terakanoff  came  to  my 
office.  He  seemed  quite  shaken  and  wanted  to  know  when 
he  could  retrieve  his  money.  I  told  him  that  we  would 
have  to  have  an  investigation  and,  just  as  in  the 
Russian  army,  it  would  undoubtedly  take  a  week  or  so 
to  get  a  decision.  He  was  quite  upset  and  I  gathered 
that  he  foresaw  unpleasant  questions  from  his 
superiors.  My  interpreter  told  me  later  that 
Terakanoff  and  his  officers  had  made  a  big  night  of 
it,  go  up  late  in  fuzzy  condition,  and  had  not  been 
able  to  find  the  key  to  the  bank  vault. 

July  15,  1945  Berlin:  After  General  Parks  reviewed 
the  stadtbank  affair  of  last  Thursday,  he  ordered  that 
the  money  be  turned  over  to  the  Russians.  It  did  not 
take  Col.  Terakanoff  long  to  get  to  the  bank  and 
withdraw  his  511,000  marks. 

July  26,  1945  Berlin:  With  different  nations 
supplying  commodities  for  Berlin  consumption,  it  had 
been  necessary  to  set  up  a  basis  of  relative  values. 
There  was  a  table  of  equivalents,  or  exchange  ratios. 
For  example,  a  liter  of  milk  equaled  so  much  coal, 
mutton,  or  other  commodity.  Even  in  the  same  commodity 
there  were  relative  values,  such  as  in  coal,  where 
Ruhr,  Muckenburg,  and  Silesian  coals  all  had  different 
values.  It  was  in  reality  a  barter  table,  and  it 


surprised  me  that  it  was  operating  so  satisfactorily. 
August  13,  1945  Berlin:  The  food  rationing  system  was 
not  working  well  at  all.  It  was  not  being  enforced  and 
the  average  civilian  who  had  no  money  to  buy  on  the 
black  market  was  living  on  600  to  800  calories  a  day. 
The  rationing  schedule  had  been  established  but  food 
was  not  available  to  maintain  it.  Even  so,  we  issued 
857,838  ration  cards  in  our  sector,  based  on  the 
following  schedule;  heavy  workers,  2,482  calories; 
manual  workers,  1,993  calories;  employees,  1,601 
calories;  children  1,385  calories;  and  all  others, 
1,248  calories . 

August  24,  1945  Berlin:  The  black  market  might  be 
anywhere  -  on  a  corner,  in  a  park,  in  some  ruins,  in  a 
home,  or  between  two  persons  meeting  on  the  street. 

The  fundamental  motivation  being  hunger,  food  was  the 
commodity  in  greatest  demand,  with  the  probable 
exception  of  cigarettes.  Money  in  large  amounts  was 
fed  into  the  black  market  by  military  personnel, 
especially  by  Russian  soldiers.  There  were  untold 
millions  of  military  marks  in  circulation  in  Berlin  - 
the  U.S.  had  printed  a  total  of  some  six  billion  marks 
for  ourselves,  the  British,  and  the  French;  and  God 
only  knew  how  much  the  Russians  had  printed  on  plates 
that  we  had  turned  over  to  them.  This  money  was  used 
to  purchase  food  at  many,  many  times  its  value  under 
the  rationing  system,  an  obvious  disadvantage  for 
people  who  lacked  money.  Also  there  was  an  extensive 
amount  of  bartering  or  swapping.  It  was  a  common  sight 
to  see  notes  fastened  to  walls,  trees,  or  fences, 
offering  something  for  something  else  (a  pair  of  shoes 
for  serviceable  bicycle  tires,  for  example) .  It  was 
believed  that  organized  bartering  might  assist  in 
reducing  some  of  the  black  market  activity,  so  an 
order  was  published  today  for  the  oberbugermeister  to 
proceed  with  the  establishment  of  barter  markets 
throughout  Berlin. 

Nov.  5,  1945  Berlin:  We  were  living  in  a  cigarette 
economy.  Black  marketers  sold  them  at  a  reported 
fifteen  hundred  marks  per  carton;  U.S.  personnel  sold 
them  to  black  marketers;  and  everyone  used  them  for 
trading.  The  mark  supposedly  had  a  value  of  about  ten 
cents,  but  actually  it  had  almost  no  purchasing  power. 
The  use  of  cigarettes  for  money  was  not  always  a  black 
market  operation,  for  almost  everyone  used  them  at  one 
time  or  another.  For  example,  I  wanted  some  wooden 
boxes  in  which  to  store  some  of  my  things  and  had  a 
German  carpenter  make  them  for  me.  He  asked  me  to  pay 
him  with  cigarettes;  he  made  it  quite  clear  that  he 
did  not  want  German  marks.  Almost  all  tipping  was  done 
in  the  form  of  cigarettes.  One  of  the  best  jobs  in 
Berlin  was  to  be  a  janitor  in  one  of  the  army 
buildings  because  each  night  one  could  collect  all  the 
stubs  and  use  them  to  make  "new"  cigarettes.  I  often 
wondered  at  what  point  a  cigarette  was  actually 
smoked.  Since  it  was  a  fairly  fragile  item,  it  was 
evident  that,  sooner  or  later,  it  was  going  to  have  to 


stop  being  money  and  start  being  a  cigarette  if  its 
value  was  not  to  be  lost  completely.

After  WWII  he  designed  the 
English/Marianne  issues  for  France.  He  did  this  work 
from  London, 

England . 

Yesterday's  answer  to  the  question  about  the  vignette 
on  the  Free  French  local  issues  for  New  Caledonia  was 
given  by  bill  Myers  as  "a  mine." 

However,  I  am  not  sure  that  is  entirely  correct.  Pick 
describes  the  vignette  as  showing  "ship  near  crane  at 
left,  factory  at  right".  My  belief  is  the  vignette 
shows  a  port  scene  for  the  loading  of  nickel 
concentrate  (New  Caledonia  has  extensive  lateritic 
nickel  ore  reserves  which  have  for  some  time  been 
mined  for  export  and  I  assume  these  are  concentrated 
before  export  for  smelting  and/or  refining) .  The  scene 
on  the  left,  I  suspect,  shows  loading  on  to  a  ship 
while  the  scene  on  the  right,  I  believe,  most  likely 
shows  the  stockpile  of  nickel  ore  concentrate  at  the 
port  waiting  to  be  loaded,  although  it  could  be  the 
mill  treating  ore  to  producing  concentrate 
(particularly  if  it  was  located  near  the  port) .

An  Unusual  Source  for  WWII  Numismatic  Item 
by  Jim  Downey 

Yank  magazine  was  the  official  publication 
for  US  Army  enlisted  personnel  in  WWII.  It  was 

published  weekly  between  June  1942  and  December  1945.  As  the  Army  spread 
throughout  the  world,  so  did  Yank 

magazine.  By  the  end  of  the  war  there  were  separate 
editions  published  in  France,  Panama,  the  Philippines, 

Japan,  the  Central  Pacific,  the  Marianas,  the  Ryukyus, 

Italy,  India-Burma  and  Iran. 

The  magazine  covered  the  war  from  the 
enlisted  mans  point  of  view.  It  contained  articles, 
cartoons  and  letters  concerning  the  war,  the  home 
front  and  issues  within  the  Army  itself.  It  was  also 
well-known  for  its  pin-up  posters. 

With  the  war  over,  the  final  edition  was 
published  on  December  28,  1945.  On  its  cover  is  a 
certificate  of  discharge  for  the  magazine  itself 

signed  by  General  Eisenhower.  Occasional  issues  of  the  magazine  carried 

photographs  and  stories  of  numismatic  interest.  At 

least  on  issue  (the  February  23,  1945  Central  Pacific 

issue)  carried  a  cover  photo  of  interest  to  military 

money  collectors.  It  had  a  picture  of  an  Army  finance 

sergeant  carrying  $1,000.00  bundles  of  $10.00  Hawaii 

overprint  notes. 

The  magazine  itself  also  produced  a 
numismatic  item.  When  it  ceased  publication,  the  War 
Department  issued  checks  to  subscribers  as  refunds  for 
their  subscriptions.  The  checks  are  drawn  on  a  War 
Department  account  at  the  Chase  National  Bank  in  New 
York.  They  are  printed  on  IBM  automatic  data 
processing  cards  with  a  plain  format.  A  copy  of  one

Personal  Travels  and  Political

Well,  shame  on  me  -  it  has  been  six  weeks  since  I 
filed  a  column  (not  counting  the  couple  of  items  I 
sent  from  summer  seminar  about  lots  in  the  YN 
auction) .  I've  been  busier  that  the  proverbial 
one-armed  paper  hanger.  Seminar  was  just  the  start  of 
a  25-day  5000-mile  road  trip  that  took  me  all  the  way 
to  Ohio  (stopping  in  Indianapolis  to  watch  Louise  sign 
all  the  papers  for  our  new  house  there,  then  helping 
unload  her  first  truck-full  of  household  goods) .

It's  moving 

to  walk  around  Dover,  read  the  historical  plaques,  and 

recall  the  very  important  events  that  took  place  there 

leading  to  the  independence  of  this  nation  (Caesar 

Rodney  is  not  depicted  on  the  Delaware  state  quarter 

on  a  whim) .  Now  I'm  back  trying  to  finalize  a  donation  of  several 

cartons  of  books  to  the  ANA  so  that  I  can  carry  them 

to  convention  and  deliver  them  to  HQ  either  before  or 

after,  obviating  the  need  to  pay  for  their  packing  and 

transport  to  Indy,  followed  by  additional  postage 

charges  to  get  them  to  ANA  from  there.  Actually,  the 

way  this  move  has  panned  out,  it  really  would  not 


matter  in  the  first  part  of  that  equation  -  I  am  being

Walter  Rundell  was  a  historian  and  author.  From  1954 
to  1957  he  served  in  the  United  States  Army 
investigating  the  history  of  the  army's  overseas 
fiscal  activities  during  World  War  II.  Rundell 's  books 
included  Black  Market  Money:  The  Collapse  of  U.S. 
Military  Currency  Control  in  World  War  II  (1964) and 


Military  Money:  A  Fiscal  History  of  the  U.S.  Army 
Overseas  in  World  War  II  (1980) . 

Warner  Talso  provided  the  longest  answer  ever  to  a 
championship  question. 

In  recognition  of  the  late  Walter  Rundell,  Jr.'s 

commitment  to  graduate  education  in  the  field  of  Western  history,  the  Western 
History  Association  offers  a  graduate  student  award  in  the  field  of 
Western  history  for  $1,500.  The  applicant  should  be  a  doctoral  candidate  who 
has 

completed  comprehensive  examinations  for  their 
dissertation  subject.  The  student  should  send  to  each 
member  of  the  award  committee  a  vita,  a  statement 
summarizing  the  project  and  the  particular  library  or 
collection  in  which  research  under  the  award  would  be 
carried  on,  and  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  a 
graduate  adviser. 

RUNDELL,  WALTER,  JR.  (1928-1982).  Walter  Rundell,  Jr., 
historian,  son  of  Walter  and  Olive  (Spillar)  Rundell, 
was  born  at  Austin,  Texas,  on  November  2,  1928.  He 
grew  up  in  Baytown,  where  his  father  taught  and  served 
as  dean  of  Lee  College  from  1934  to  1967,  and  attended 
public  schools  there.  Rundell  graduated  from  Lee 
College  in  1948  and  received  its  Outstanding  Student 
Award.  He  earned  both  B.S.  (in  music  literature)  and 
B.J.  degrees  from  the  University  of  Texas  in  1951. 

»  From  1954  to  1957  he  served  in  the  United  States  Army 
investigating  the  history  of  the  army's  overseas 
fiscal  activities  during  World  War  II. qv  Although  he 
originally  planned  a  career  as  a  music  critic,  his 
work  as  a  historical  officer  in  the  army  led  to  a 
change  in  career  plans,  and  he  took  M.A.  (1955)  and 
Ph .  D .  (1957)  degrees  in  American  history  from  the 

American  University  in  Washington,  D.C.  Rundell  taught 
at  Del  Mar  College,  Texas  Woman's  University,  the 
University  of  Oklahoma,  and  Iowa  State  University, 
where  he  also  chaired  the  history  department.  In 
addition,  he  served  as  assistant  executive  secretary 
of  the  American  Historical  Association,  as  head  of  a 
National  Archives  study,  and  as  president  of  the 
Western  History  Association.  In  1971  he  took  a 
position  as  professor  and  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  History  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  where  he 
remained  until  his  death;  he  served  as  department 

chairman  from  1971  to  1976.  Rundell  won  national  acclaim  through  his 
publications . 

He  wrote  five  books  and  contributed  to  fourteen 
others,  published  thirty-nine  articles,  and  wrote  more 
than  100  book  reviews.  For  a  series  on  southwestern 
writers,  he  wrote  a  monograph  on  Walter  Prescott 
Webbqv  (1971),  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  had 
begun  writing  a  full-length  biography.  Rundell 's  books 
included  Black  Market  Money:  The  Collapse  of  U.S. 

Military  Currency  Control  in  World  War  II  (1964),  In 
Pursuit  of  American  History:  Research  and  Training  in 
the  United  States  (1970),  Early  Texas  Oil:  A 
Photographic  History  1866-1936  (1977),  Military  Money: 


A  Fiscal  History  of  the  U.S.  Army  Overseas  in  World 
War  II  (1980),  and  Oil  in  West  Texas  and  New  Mexico:  A

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Propaganda  Issues 
by  Jim  Downey 

Paper  money  has  been  used  for  propoganda  messages  as 
early  as  the  American  War  for  Independence.  In  most 
circumstances,  the  propaganda  leaflets  are  printed  to 
look  similar  to  currency  of  the  country  they  are  being 
dropped  on.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  get  the  people 
to  pick  up  the  leaflets  to  read  them. 

Recently  unclassified  documents  in  the  United 
States  National  Archives  relating  to  operations  in 
World  War  II  reveal  that  the  United  States  Office  of 
Strategic  Services  (OSS)  -  the  precursor  to  the  CIA  - 
had  a  considerable  number  of  contingency  plans  for 


using  currency  and  leaflets  printed  like  currency  for 

propaganda  purposes.  One  of  the  more  interesting  plans  was  a  scheme  to 
drop  legitimate  United  States  money  and  postage  stamps 

on  Germany  with  propaganda  messages  attached  to  them.  The  messages  would 
attempt  to  undermine  the  confidence 

in  the  German  economy  by  comparing  contemporary  events 
to  the  hyper-inflationary  period  after  World  War  One. 

The  plan  was  known  as  "Special  Plan  C-5  --  U.S. 

Postage  Stamps  and  Coins."  It  called  for  the 
printeing  of  one  million  small  envelopes  with 
propaganda  messages  printed  on  them.  Each  envelope 
would  contain  a  stamp,  a  coin  ,  or  a  dollar  bill.  The 
envelopes  would  be  addressed  as  "A  Gift  to  the  Finder 
from  the  German-Americans . " 

The  envelopes  would  initially  be  dropped  over 
cities  which  had  not  been  bombed.  This  was  because 
the  OSS  believed  that  Germans  in  cities  that  had  not 
been  bombed  would  be  more  accepting  of  the  messages 
than  those  in  the  bombed  out  cities  who  would  be 

understandably  unhappy  with  the  Allies.  The  proposal  called  for  the 
following  items  to  be 
placed  in  the  envelopes: 

$1.00  U.S.  currency  notes  --  10,000 

10  cent  silver  coins  --  20,000 

5  cent  stamps  --  40,000 

3  cent  stamps  --  266,000 

1  cent  stamps  --  664,000 

The  amount  of  money  and  stamps  totalled  $26,520.00.  The  estimated  cost  of 
printing  the  envelopes  was 

$25,000.00  for  a  total  production  cost  of  $51,520.00 

The  proposal  suggests  that  the  fact  that  all  the 
envelopes  contained  some  type  of  monetary  instrument 
would  be  a  strong  incentive  for  the  citizens  to 
collect  them.  It  goes  on  to  make  the  following 
curious  statement  as  well:  "Even  if  they  were  afraid 
to  offer  and  sell  the  stamps  to  dealers  in  stamps, 
they  could  be  traded  on  the  black  market."  The  plan 
was  developed  at  the  end  of  June  1944.  It  is  unclear 
what  level  of  philatelic  activity  was  going  on  in  the 
Reich  at  this  time.  The  OSS  apparently  thought  it  was 
significant  enough  to  have  an  effect  on  the  economy. 

The  message  on  the  initial  drop  was  to  read  as 
follows : 

This  one-cent  stamp  was  worth  400,000,000 
marks  in  1923.  Participation  notes  with  a  face  value 
of  one  American  cent  actually  circulated  in  Germany 
that  year.  American  money  came  to  your  rescue. 

The  message  to  accompany  the  $1.00  notes  was  the 
following : 


This  banknote  ($1.00)  was  worth 


4,000,000,000,000  (vier  billionen)  marks  in  1923.  Then  you  had  no  gold,  but 
your  industry  could  produce 

and  you  were  able  to  borrow  from  America  the  next 
year.  You  have  no  gold  now  and  your  industry  is  being 
destroyed.  If  you  permit  it  to  be  completely 
destroyed,  how  can  you  ever  borrow  again? 

Here  is  another  of  the  suggested  messages: 

When  you  remember  walls  papered  with 
German  bank  notes  in  1923,  you  understand,  do  you  not, 
why  people  who  lived  through  the  last  inflation  are 
now  spending  what  money  they  have  on  the  open  market 
where  they  can  buy  something  tangible  before  it  is  too 
late?

number  range  of  the  10,000  $1.00  notes  that  would  have 
been  used.  While  currency  type  leaflets  are  well 
known,  how  scarce  would  these  notes  be?

The  Philippine  Collectors  Forum  met  at  the  ANA 
World's  Fair  of  Money  on  18  August  at  the  Colorado 
Convention  Center  in  Denver,  CO.  David  Provost's 
Presentation  on  "How  to  design  and  produce  a  NEW 

Philippine  Medal"  was  the  highlight  of  the  meeting.  He  told  about  the  process 
to  design,  find  a 

manufacturer,  and  produce  the  medal  as  a  1  oz  silver, 

39mm.  The  design  was  based  on  Miguel  Figuera ' s 
proposed  design  for  Philippine  coinage  but  was  not 
adopted.  He  had  on  display  the  plaster  models  and 
dies  and  actual  struck  medals .  Fifty  were  struck  with 
a  reeded  edge  and  he  offerred  some  for  sale.  He  may 
have  another  striking  of  the  medal  with  a  smooth  edge 
if  there  is  demand.  "Show  and  Tell"  of  interesting 
Philippine  items  was  the  other  major  activity.  There 
was  also  many  door  prizes  so  everyone  went  home  with 
at  least  two.  A  COINWORLD  reporter  attended  so  you 
should  see  a  write  up  soon  in  their  paper.  The  next 
PCF  meeting  will  be  held  in  Milwaukee,  WI  in 
conjunction  with  the  2007  ANA  Money  Fair,  starting 
Wednesday,  August  8,  2007.

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WWII  OSS  Counterfeiting 
by  Jim  Downey 

As  early  as  June  1942,  the  OSS  was  developing  plans 
for  counterfeiting  currency  of  the  Axis  and 
Axis-occupied  countries.  A  June  13,  1943  memo  to  Hugh 
Wilson  and  Allen  Dulles  from  Murray  I.  Gurfein 
outlined  a  plan  to  establish  a  secret  printing 
operation  in  an  isolated  district  for  the  purpose  of 
counterfeiting  documents  and  currency  for  use  by  OSS 

directed  operatives  in  Axis-controlled  areas.  (Ironically,  Gurfein  who  began 
his  government  career 

in  the  OSS,  later  served  as  a  federal  judge  and  issued 
the  District  Court  decision  in  the  Pentagon  Papers 
case  that  permitted  the  New  York  Times  to  print 
classified  documents  leaked  to  it  concerning  the 
Vietnam  War.)  The  production  and  use  of  counterfeit 
currency  to  cause  economic  disruption  was  only  a 
secondary  thought  at  this  time.  The  primary  purpose 
of  the  currency  was  to  provide  financial  support  to  US 
operatives.  The  memo  discusses  places  where  the  OSS 
could  obtain  examples  of  foreign  currency  including 
Axis-controlled  banks  in  the  United  States  such  as  the 
New  York  branch  of  the  Banco  di  Napoli  and  through  US 
agents  in  neutral  countries.  A  proposal  to  fund  the 
Yugoslav  partisan  leader  General  Mikhailovitch  by  this 

means  is  discussed  in  the  memo.  Discussions  on  counterfeiting  German  and 

Italian  currency  continued  into  1943.  The  success  of 

the  invasion  of  Italy  in  1943  and  the  subsequent  issue 

of  the  allied  military  lire  mad  the  counterfeiting  of 

Italian  notes  unnecessary.  It  was  also  suggested  that 

the  Italian  economy  was  already  too  unstable  for 

disruption  by  counterfeiting.  The  Allies  were 

concerned  that  the  Italian  economy  would  have  enough 

trouble  recovering  from  the  natural  effects  of  the  war 

that  it  did  not  need  further  disruption.  Counterfeiting  German  currency  was 
also 

rejected  by  the  US.  A  plan  to  counterfeit  German 
currency  for  economic  disruption  was  turned  down  by 
the  United  States  Treasury  Department.  Post-war 
inflation  and  its  effect  on  reconstruction  formed  the 

basis  of  the  Treasurys  rejection  of  the  plan.  Despite  its  rejection,  the 
analysis  of  the 

OSS  plan  for  counterfeiting  and  distributing  German 

currency  bears  review  here.  A  June  27,  1944  memo 

entitled  General  Plan  for  Morale  Operations  Against 

Germans  as  Holders  of  Cash  contains  a  discussion  of 

the  plan.  The  estimated  time  for  production  of  the 

notes  is  six  months  three  months  to  develop  the 

plates  and  three  more  months  for  printing.  It  notes 

that  dropping  money  by  air  is  the  only  feasible  method 

of  delivering  the  currency.  The  memo  further  discussed  the  amount  of 

currency  necessary  to  disrupt  the  economy  and  the 

ability  to  deliver  it.  At  the  end  of  1943  they 


estimated  there  was  RM  36.5  billion  in  circulation  and 
deposits  of  RM  151.8  billion.  Based  on  the  size  and 
weight  of  the  notes  (it  was  estimated  that  800,000 
notes  weighed  2,000  pounds  and  would  occupy  14  cubic 
feet)  1,000  bomber  loads  carrying  2.5  tons  of  currency 
each  could  deliver  RM  100  billion. 

The  OSS  analysis  (as  opposed  to  the 
Treasury  analysis  of  inflationary  fears)  was  that  the 
main  drawback  to  the  plan  was  the  fear  of  retaliation 
currency  bombing  by  the  Germans  of  England.  It 
notes  that  while  this  is  technically  possible,  the 
probability  of  the  Germans  risking  their  bombers  for 

this  purpose  made  it  unlikely  in  the  eyes  of  the  OSS.  Even  the  threat  of 
German  retaliation  was  dismissed 

by  the  OSS  as  they  lobbied  to  engage  in  any  activity 
that  could  shorten  the  war.  The  memo  also  notes  that 
the  Germans  believed  the  Allies  were  already  capable 
of  engaging  in  counterfeit  warfare  to  the  extent 
that  the  Germans  threatened  specific  reprisals  against 
Allied  airmen  who  engaged  in  currency  bombing.  (This 
is  ironic  considering  the  fact  that  Operation  Bernhard 
had  been  active  for  almost  two  full  years  by  this 
point.)  Despite  the  rejection  by  the  Treasury 
Department  of  the  counterfeiting  plan,  the  OSS 
continued  scheming  for  ways  to  disrupt  the  German 
economy  and  demoralize  the  German  populace  through 
economic  propaganda.  This  scheme  is  outlined  in  the 
June  27,  1944  memo  identified  above.  The  plan 
consisted  of  five  elements:  (1)  rumors,  (2)  black 
radio,  (3)  false  leaflets,  (4)  U.S.  food  certificates, 
and  (5)  U.S.  postage  stamps  and  coins. 

Item  (5)  was  discussed  in  a  previous 
column.  The  other  elements  of  the  plan  will  be 
discussed  in  future  installments.

It  was  a  busy  convention  for  me  making  up  packets  of 
world  coins  and  notes  to  hand  out  to  young  and  new 
collectors.  And  the  location  was  just  inside  the  main 
entrance  and  to  the  right,  so  a  lot  of  prospects  were 
always  walking  by  the  table.  I  also  had  a  bag  of  MPC 
from  David  Seeyle  to  hand  out  to  veterans.  Three 
volunteers  at  various  times  were  at  the  table  to 
assist  me.  This  is  a  new  record  number  of  volunteers 


and  they  allowed  me  to  attend  some  meetings  and  visit 

with  some  dealers  on  the  bourse,  but  not  all  of  them.  Andrew  from  Milwaukee 
was  one  of  the  volunteers  and  he 

is  12  years  old.  Look  out  for  him  in  the  future!  Evan  Lay,  a  retired  Navy 
Chief  was  another  volunteer 

and  we  talked  a  LOT  about  the  good  ole  days! 

Joe  Boling  has  convinced  me  I  should  start  exhibiting 
at  the  ANA  Conventions,  so  I  am  going  to  put  together 
something  on  the  unlisted  French  military  tokens  I 
found  in  Saigon  and  used  on  the  French  light  cruiser, 

Lamotte  Piquet.  It  was  sunk  by  US  Navy  bombers  in 

1945  when  it  was  docked  not  far  from  Saigon  Port.  There  was  a  ship's  store  on 
it  and  after  it  was  sunk, 

the  crew  and/or  workers  threw  their  tokens  in  the 
water/mud.  These  tokens  were  discovered  a  couple  of 
years  ago  and  the  finders  sold  them  to  dealers  in  Ho 
Chi  Minh  City  (Saigon) .  They  went  into  junk  boxes  and 
I  bought  all  I  could  find  of  them.  Since  then,  I  have 
found  a  couple  of  pictures  of  the  ship,  and  some 
history  about  it.  But  nothing  about  the  tokens,  and 
the  French  collectors  I  have  contacted  are  VERY 
interested  in  them.

At  the  convention,  I  bought  three  Mexican  cobs  with 
chops  and  what  appears  to  be  at  least  one  Southeast 
Asian  counterstamp  on  each  of  them.  And  one  French 
Exposition  Medal  of  1900  which  was  awarded  to  a 
shipping  company  in  Cochinchina.  Gary  Snover  also 
said  he  might  have  something  on  my  want  list  back  in 

his  inventory.  I  am  hoping  he  finds  the  pieces! ! ! !  That  was  all  I  bought  at 
the  convention  from  the 
bourse . 

At  the  Philippines  Collectors  Forum,  David  Provost 
gave  a  talk  about  the  unaccepted  design  for  a  Peso 
coin  in  the  US  Philippines  that  is  illustrated  in  a 
Niel  Shafer  book.  He  found  an  artist  who  could  make 
the  dies  and  have  the  coin  struck.  He  added  a  2006 
date  and  the  initials  of  the  artist  and  designer,  and 
they  were  struck  on  silver  planchets.  His  total  cost 
was  around  $2500.  for  producing  50  pieces,  and  many  of 
us  paid  him  $50.00  for  one  of  them.

At  the  IBNS  Meeting,  a  young  man  by  the  name  Sam 
Spiegal  gave  a  talk  about  what  is  on  the  back  of  the 
AMC  notes  for  France.  It  was  an  excellent  talk  on 

something  no  one  had  looked  at  before  on  these  notes.  Then  I  lost  control  of 
the  meeting  and  it  broke  down 

into  chaos  as  it  became  somewhat  of  a  Mini-Fest.  This 
was  followed  by  the  NI  Meeting  where  Don  Dool  gave  a 
talk  and  illustrated  on  a  screen  his  AD  dated  European 
Siege  Coins  of  the  15th  and  16th  Centuries.  How  far 
back  can  someone  go  to  collect  military  items?

I  was 
going  to  research  Murray's  very  large  Viet  Nam  and 
military  token  collection  but  this  will  have  to  wait 
until  another  visit. 

That  night  I  drove  to  my  Bay  House  in  Deltaville, 

Virginia,  unloaded  the  Honda  CRV,  then  drove  to  my 
wife's  condo  in  McLean,  Virginia.  I  fly  out  to  Joe 
Boling's  place  on  August  30th  to  assist  him  in  packing 

up  for  his  move  to  Indianapolis.  That  is  all  for  this  numismatic  trip,  except 
that  I 

owe  the  nice  lady  at  the  Port  Clinton  Holiday  Inn  $100 
for  selling  ten  of  her  MPC  Fest  t-shirts  with  Leo  May 
on  them.  I  have  a  few  left,  if  anyone  wants  one  or 
more  of  them.

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Far  Flung  War  Bonds 
by  Jim  Downey 

Sometimes  information  can  be  found  in  places  when 
you  least  expect  it.  A  short  time  ago,  I  came  across 
a  United  States  Treasury  Department  form  relating  to 

the  acquisition  of  United  States  War  Savings  Bonds.  The  form  contained 
information  about  who  was  eligible 

to  own  savings  bonds.  According  to  the  form,  ownership  was  limited  to 

residents  of  the  Continental  United  States,  the 

Territories  and  Insular  Possessions  of  the  United 

States,  the  Canal  Zone,  the  Philippine  Islands,  or 

citizens  of  the  United  States  temporarily  residing 

abroad.  The  ownership  restrictions  pre-dated  the  war 

and  limited  ownership  to  U.S.  citizens  which  included 

residents  of  the  Philippines  .  The  form  was  printed  in  late  1942  after  the 

Japanese  had  overrun  the  Philippines.  When  I  read 

that  residents  of  the  Philippines  could  own  U.S. 

savings  bonds,  I  thought  to  myself.  How  many 

residents  of  the  Philippines  would  be  buying  U.S. 

savings  bonds  during  the  occupation?  The  answer,  of 

course,  is  that  there  were  residents  of  the 

Philippines  who  fled  the  invasion  or  were  otherwise 

outside  the  archipelago  during  the  war  who  could  buy 

bonds  to  support  the  war  effort. 

I  further  mused  to  myself  as  to  whether  Japanese 
Military  pesos  could  have  been  used  to  purchase  U.S. 
war  bonds  by  residents  of  the  Philippines  if  they  were 
available  for  sale  in  the  Philippines  .  It  turns  out 
that  this  is  not  as  silly  a  question  as  it  first 
appears . 

While  doing  research  on  the  emergency  currency 
of  the  Philippines,  I  ran  across  documentation  that 
indicated  that  United  States  savings  bonds  and  stamps 
were  sold  in  the  Philippines  during  the  occupation  in 
the  guerrilla  controlled  areas.  In  fact,  a  report  on 
guerrilla  activities  in  the  10th  Military  District  on 
the  island  of  Mindanao  indicated  that  as  of  the  date 
of  the  Leyte  invasion  (October  20,  1944)  18,187.50 
pesos  ($9,093.75)  worth  of  U.S.  war  bonds  and  stamps 
were  sold  in  the  guerrilla  held  areas  of  Mindanao.  Who  knew?!

Wow,  Jim  Downey  has  done  it  again!  I  should  not  be 
surprised  anymore  when  he  sends  some  great 
information . 

However,  in  spite  of  how  interesting  it  is  that  US 
war  bonds  might  have  been  purchased  with  JIM,  I  think 
that  the  more  insteresting  thing  is  that  he  has 
confirmed  the  sale  of  war  (and  defense)  bonds  in  the 
far  flung  areas. 

I  am  very  interested  in  this  area  of  research.  I  had 
suspected  that  defense  bonds  were  sold  in  the 
Philippines,  but  had  no  way  to  prove  it.  Now  that  we 
konw  that  defense  bonds  were  sold  there,  it  might  be 
possible  to  find  some  government  report  that  states 
how  many  were  sold  through  October  1941  or 
thereabouts . 

Of  course  the  ultimte  proof  (and  wonderful  item  for 
a  collection)  would  be  a  bond  sold  in  the  Philippines 
with  the  appropriate  sales  office  information. 

While  most  people  still  are  not  interested  in  the 
bonds,  I  am,  and  I  am  joined  by  a  growing  number  of 
fellow  collectors.  Even  fewer  are  interested  in  where 
the  bond  was  actually  ISSUED,  but  I  am  interested  in 
that  TOO,  and  again,  I  am  not  the  only  one. 

The  best  location  that  I  know  of  is  a  bond  in  a 
prominent  collection  (certainly  not  mine,  darn)  that 
was  sold  in  Honolulu,  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Furthermore,  it  was  bought/sold  on  December  7,  1942 
and  has  a  commemorative  rubber  stamping  to  the  effect 
of  Remember  Pearl  Harbor. 

There  is  a  rumor  of  an  example  marked  Alaska 
Territory--and  some  certainly  exist--but  I  have  not 
seen  one.  I  believe  that  bonds  were  sold  in  Puerto 
Rico  and  almost  certainly  exist.  The  US  Virgin 
Islands,  Guam  and  a  few  other  places  are  going  to  be 
much  harder  to  find.  Midway  and  a  few  other 
territories  and  possessions  may  not  exist  or  have  ever 
been  issued.

Wow,  the  Heritage  Signature  Currency  {sic}  auction 
catalog  was  a  surprise  from  the  beginning.  It  arrived 
in  a  priority  mail  flat  rate  box.  I  could  not  figure 
out  what  that  could  possibly  be,  but  I  did  not  expect 
it  to  be  good  news.  I  was  certainly  wrong  about  that. 
I  believe  that  it  is  the  largest  and  heaviest  paper 
money  auction  catalog  ever  produced  and  it  might  hold 
that  record  for  a  long  time.  The  American  Bank  Note 


Company  archive  sale  certainly  had  more  notes,  and 
there  might  have  been  an  auction  with  more  lots,  but 
the  catalog,  wow. 

Based  on  size  I  thought  it  might  have  one  of  every 
national  bank  note  ever  issued,  but  there  was  not  a 
single  note  from  Ottawa  Country,  Ohio.  I  was  both 
pleased  and  disappointed  about  that. 

The  MPC  section  too  is  a  bit  lean  so  I  was 
disappointed  in  that  too.  When  I  was  putting  the 
catalog  aside  for  filing  I  noticed  that  one  of  the 
cover  notes  was  a  North  African  issue.  I  saw  instantly 
that  it  was  a  $10  replacement.  My  first  thought  was 
that  that  is  a  dumb  note  to  put  on  the  cover.  North 
Africa  $10  replacements  are  not  even  particularly 
scarce.  The  Series  1934A  is  quite  common  and  the 
Series  1934  is  unique  and  has  never  been  sold  via 
auction.  Those  were  just  fleeting  thoughts  as  I  looked 
more  closely.  Yes,  this  was  the  1934  star!  Now  I  was 
really  interested. 

I  finally  found  the  note  (lot  18065  on  page  481) .  This 
is  not  the  original  Jim  Thompson  note,  but  a  new 
discovery  according  to  the  catalog,  unfortunately  the 
catalogers  do  not  give  any  details  of  the  discovery.  I 
had  not  heard  about  it  before  this  sale.  The  serial 
number  is  *0101309A.  I  checked  with  Remembered  and 
found  the  serial  number  of  the  Thompson  piece: 
*01022388A.  If  my  subtraction  is  right,  that  is  a 
difference  of  2079.  I  could  probably  stumble  around 
and  figure  out  the  sheet  relationship  of  these  two 
notes,  but  I  hope  that  someone  out  there  who  is  much 
more  familiar  with  US  small  size  notes  will  do  that 
for  us  and  report. 

After  some  hemming  and  hawing  for  which  I  cannot  blame 
them,  the  catalogers  come  up  with  an  estimate  of 
$125, 000-$175, 000 .  That  deserves  another  wow! 

What  will  it  bring?  Of  course  no  one  knows  at  this 
moment,  but  it  will  certainly  be  interesting  and 
probably  exciting.

Conversion  Issues 


by  Jim  Downey 

In  my  legal  practice,  I  have  access  to  electronic 
databases  of  court  decisions  including  all  of  the 
reported  cases  from  the  Federal  Judiciary.  Out  of 
curiosity  I  decided  to  enter  the  search  term  military 
payment  certificates  into  the  database  to  see  what 
may  be  out  there. 

I  was  surprised  to  see  over  250  cases  that 
used  the  term.  Upon  review  of  the  cases,  most  of  them 
relate  to  courts-martial  for  theft  of  MPC  from  or  by 
service  members.  I  did  not  think  that  these  were 
particularly  interesting,  but  there  were  a  few  cases 
that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  MPC  community.  I  will 
occasionally  detail  these  cases  in  the  next  few 
months . 

The  first  case  is  Miller  v.  United  States. 

It  involved  the  attempt  to  convert  more  MPC  than  the 
authorized  amount  during  the  conversion  from  Series 
591  to  Series  611  in  Korea. 

Miller  worked  for  the  USO  in  Seoul  as  a 
civilian  employee.  He  was  an  authorized  user  of  MPC 
and  received  all  of  his  pay  in  MPC. 

The  conversion  to  Series  611  took  place  on 
January  6,  1964.  Miller  applied  to  convert  $5,825.35 
in  Series  591  notes.  Eighth  Army  Regulations 
prohibited  the  conversion  of  more  than  $300.00  in  MPC 
unless  the  holder  could  establish  the  legitimate 
acquisition  of  the  currency.  Despite  the  $300.00 
limit.  Miller  was  permitted  to  convert  $1,523.00  worth 
of  Series  591  MPC.  The  Department  of  the  Army  denied 
the  request  to  convert  the  additional  funds.  Miller 
sued  the  United  States  for  the  remaining  $4,302.35  on 
the  theory  of  a  violation  of  the  Fifth  Amendment 
takings  clause  which  prohibits  the  government  from 
taking  property  of  an  individual  without  compensation 
and  without  due  process. 

The  amount  that  the  Department  of  the  Army 
permitted  to  be  converted  was  determined  as  follows: 
When  Series  591  was  introduced  he  converted  $750.00  of 
the  prior  series.  From  then  until  the  conversion  to 
Series  611,  he  earned  $11,140.00.  He  was  therefore 
credited  with  legal  acquisition  of  $11,890.00  in  MPC. 
He  provided  data  that  showed  that  his  expenses  during 
this  period  amounted  to  $10,367.00.  The  difference 
between  these  numbers  is  the  $1,523.00  that  the 
Department  of  the  Army  allowed  him  to  convert. 

Atan  administrative  hearing  with  the 
Department  of  the  Army,  Miller  offered  differing 
explanations  as  to  where  the  excess  came  from  with  the 
most  plausible  explanation  being  from  gambling 
winnings.  Miller  could  not  provide  evidence  that  the 
persons  that  he  won  the  money  from  were  authorized  to 
hold  MPC. 


Miller  appealed  the  Department  of  the  Army 
decision  to  the  Federal  District  Court  for  District  of 
Columbia  where  his  appeal  was  rejected.  He  then 
appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  who  also  turned  him  down. 

The  Court  noted  that  Miller  did  not 
dispute  the  validity  of  the  MPC  system  or  that  the 
regulations  required  him  to  prove  legitimate 
acquisition  of  the  money.  (It  would  have  made  for  a 
more  interesting  decision  had  he  attacked  the  MPC 
system.)  Instead,  he  argued  the  fact  that  the 
regulations  placed  this  burden  on  him  was  a  violation 
of  due  process  in  violation  of  the  Fifth  Amendment. 

He  argued  that  the  mere  possession  of  the  money  was 
evidence  of  legitimate  ownership  and  that  it  was  up  to 
the  Department  of  the  Army  to  prove  that  the  money  was 
not  legitimately  acquired. 

The  Court  did  not  buy  Millers  argument. 

The  decision  was  based  on  a  rule  of  evidence  that 
places  the  burden  of  proving  the  facts  essential  to 
the  validity  of  a  claim  on  the  claimant  where  such 
facts  are  peculiarly  within  that  persons  knowledge. 

In  simple  English,  since  he  knew  where  he  got  the 
money  and  there  was  no  real  way  for  the  Department  of 
the  Army  to  know,  he  had  to  prove  his  case. 

The  Court  went  on  further  to  point  out 
that  the  MPC  itself  indicates  on  it  that  it  is  for  use 
in  US  establishments  by  authorized  personnel  in 
accordance  with  applicable  rules  and  regulations.  In 
this  case,  the  applicable  regulation  was  the 
limitation  on  conversion  and  having  to  prove 
legitimate  acquisition  of  amounts  above  the  conversion 
limits.  When  Miller  accepted  his  job  with  the  USO,  he 
did  so  knowing  that  he  would  be  paid  in  MPC  and  that 
its  use  was  subject  to  regulation  by  the  military. 

The  question  that  I  have  is  this:  What 
happened  to  the  money?  The  decision  does  not  indicate 
the  disposition.  Was  it  returned  to  him  or  is 
$4,302.35  in  Series  591  notes  sitting  in  a  file 
somewhere  in  one  of  the  Federal  Courthouses  in 
Washington  ,  D.C.  ?  If  so,  are  there  any  replacements 
lurking  in  the  hoard?

Many  Grams  ago,  there  were  a  few  articles 
concerning  the  Validation  Board  for  German  Dollar 
Bonds.  The  Validation  Board  was  created  in  1953  as  a 
result  of  certain  agreements  among  the  United  States, 
West  Germany  and  the  Western  European  countries  to 
verify  the  legitimacy  of  dollar  denominated  bonds 
issued  by  certain  German  industries,  cities  and  state 
governments  in  the  1920s  and  1930s. 

The  history  and  procedures  of  the  Validation  Board 
are  found  in  the  U.S.  court  case  of  Abrey  v.  Reusch. 
Abrey  attempted  to  register  and  validate  245  $1,000.00 
bonds  issued  by  the  United  Steel  Company.  Abrey,  a 
citizen  of  Poland,  claimed  that  he  acquired  the  bonds 
in  Poland  in  1940  and  fled  with  them  to  the  United 
States  in  November  1940.  He  claimed  to  have  held  them 
in  a  safe  deposit  box  at  the  Chemical  Bank  in  New 
York.  He  then  claimed  to  have  given  them  to  a  friend 
for  safekeeping.  The  friend  held  them  until  1950  when 
they  were  returned  to  Abrey.  In  1953,  he  submitted  the 
bonds  to  the  Validation  Board.  The  Validation  Board 
ruled  against  Abrey.  The  strongest  evidence  against 
his  claim  was  the  fact  that  the  bonds  he  attempted  to 
validate  were  included  on  a  list  of  bonds  that  had 


been  redeemed  in  1940.  (To  give  you  an  idea  of  how 
detailed  the  investigation  of  a  claim  could  be,  one  of 
the  other  pieces  of  evidence  against  Abreys  claim  was 
the  fact  that  his  safe  deposit  box  was  not  big  enough 
to  hold  245  bonds.) 

There  were  150  different  entities  that  issued 
dollar  denominated  bonds.  Some  of  these  were  retired 
or  defaulted  prior  to  the  beginning  of  WWII.  In  the 
mid-1930s,  the  German  government  prohibited  the  direct 
payment  of  these  obligations.  This  scheme  which  was 
operated  through  the  Conversion  Office  for  German 
External  Debt  (Konversionskasse  fur  Deutsche 
Ausslandschulden)  has  been  discussed  in  previous  Grams 
as  well. 

During  the  1920s  and  1930s  many  of  the  dollar 
denominated  bonds  were  repurchased  and  reacquired  by 
the  issuers  for  retirement  or  amortization.  The  bonds 
were  issued  using  US  institutions  as  underwriters  who 
had  the  sole  authority  to  cancel  the  bonds.  During  the 
war  it  was  impossible  for  the  bonds  to  be  sent  from 
Germany  to  the  United  States  for  cancellation  by  the 
underwriters.  Instead,  they  piled  up  in  the  vaults  of 
the  Reichsbank. 

At  the  end  of  the  war,  the  Russian  forces  in 
Berlin  looted  the  Reichsbank  offices  and  made  off  with 
$350,000,000.00  worth  of  retired  bonds.  Approximately 
$250,000,000.00  of  legitimate  bonds  was  still  held 
outside  Germany  by  investors.  In  order  to  verify  the 
legitimacy  of  these  bonds,  the  Validation  Board  was 
created . 

The  Validation  Board  consisted  of  three  members:  a 
German  member,  a  U.S.  member  and  a  chairman. 

Initially,  the  German  member  was  Walter  Reusch,  the 
U.S.  member  was  Douglas  W.  Hartman,  and  the  chairman 
was  David  A.  Stretch,  all  of  whom  were  lawyers. 
Sometime  after  1956,  Walter  Reusch  was  replaced  as  the 
German  member  by  Walter  Skaupy. 

The  U.S.  and  German  members  of  the  board  were 
charged  with  examining  the  claims  of  legitimacy  made 
by  holders  of  bonds.  The  chairman  sat  as  an  umpire  in 
the  event  of  disagreement  between  the  two  members. 
Claimants  originally  presented  written  evidence  of 
their  claims  and  were  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  the 
Validation  Board  if  requested  by  the  Board  or  the 
claimant.  An  adverse  determination  by  the  Validation 
Board  could  be  appealed  to  a  court  in  Germany  or  the 
United  States  or  to  an  arbitrator. 

In  order  to  have  a  Bond  validated,  a  claimant  had 
to  first  register  the  bond  with  the  Board.  The  bond 
and  any  information  or  documents  pertinent  to  its 
registration  and  validity  had  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board.  Once  this  information  was  submitted,  the  issuer 
and  paying  agents  had  an  opportunity  to  take  a 
position  as  to  the  validity  of  the  bond.  The 
Validation  Board  could  make  whatever  investigation  of 
the  facts  it  deemed  necessary.  It  had  the  right  to 
take  depositions  and  subpoena  witnesses.  A  bond  would 


be  validated  if  the  Validation  Board  was  satisfied 
that  the  requirements  of  validation  were  met.  The 
decision  on  validation  was  then  sent  to  claimant. 

Pursuant  to  the  international  agreements 
implementing  the  Validation  Board  process,  there  were 
100  different  bond  issues  that  could  be  validated  for 
redemption.  Initially,  there  were  92  bond  issues  from 
West  Germany  but  8  issues  from  entities  in  East 
Germany  were  added  in  1960.  Only  bonds  held  outside 
Germany  on  January  1,  1945  could  be  validated. 

The  Swiss,  Dutch,  Belgians,  Swedes,  French  and 
English  also  had  Validation  Boards  for  bonds  issued  in 
these  countries.  Unlike  the  dollar  bond  validation 
system,  these  other  countries  did  not  implement 
systems  where  individual  claims  were  heard.  Instead, 
these  Validation  Boards  made  general  determinations  as 
to  the  validity  of  classes  of  bonds. 

MPC  Fest  8 

Fest  headquarters  has  [finally]  announced  dates  for 
MPCFest  2007.  They  are  March  23-25.  These  dates  are 
later  than  ever  and  break  with  the  tradition  of  being 
tied  to  the  Chicago  Paper  Money  Exposition.

Two  tons  in  a  one  ton  spot

Louise  and  I  are  in  Indianapolis  (she  continues  to 
work  in  Toledo) .  We  are  inviting  gramsters,  festers, 
seminarians,  and  other  friends  to  a  housewarming  party 
and  mini-fest  in  Indy  on  21  October  from  1600-2000. 
When  you  RSVP  (joeboling@aol.com),  I  will  send  the 


street  address  and  directions.  All  you  folks  who  live 
in  Indiana,  western  Ohio,  and  other  nearby  states 
should  plan  to  be  here.  I  believe  that  even  the 

battalion  clerk  will  make  it.  I  apologize  for  the  late  notice.  It's  been  a 
tough 

summer.  Most  of  you  knew  that  I  was  moving  from 
Seattle  to  Indianapolis  -  Louise  flew  to  Seattle  to 
assist  with  packing  and  driving.  She  came  in  behind 
The  Master  Sergeant,  who  was  also  out  there  for  about 
a  week  packing  numismatic  materials  and  visiting 
friends.  The  main  crew  of  packers  arrived  on  5  Sept 
(the  day  after  Labor  Day) .  A  smaller  crew  had  already 
spent  two  days  packing  non-essential  stuff  (things  I 
was  not  still  working  with)  the  week  before.  The 
packers  worked  three  days,  and  on  the  8th  the  van  and 
loaders  arrived.  My  property  was  so  heavy  (over  400 
cartons,  plus  furniture  and  a  two-ton  safe)  that  I  got 
a  full  van  dedicated  to  my  move  -  they  made  no  attempt 
to  break  down  all  the  bookcases,  because  cubes  were 
not  the  issue  -  it  was  the  weight  distribution  to  the 
axles  that  was  crucial.  Total  weight  was  35,000  pounds 
-  5k  under  the  estimate,  but  still  enough  to  justify 
the  mode  used.  The  van  left  that  night  and  Louise  and 
I  left  on  the  9th  for  two  nights  in  Oregon  with  my 

mother,  then  a  four-day  trek  across  the  country.  We  pulled  in  here  on  14 
September  and  the  van  and 

local  unloaders  were  here  bright  and  early  (and 
undermanned)  on  the  15th.  When  they  got  the  safe  off 
of  the  van  (a  rental  forklift  met  them  here) ,  they 
could  not  get  it  into  the  house.  There  are  two  steps  - 
one  to  the  porch  and  one  to  the  front  door  sill.  Four 
guys  using  two  wheeled  jacks  could  not  move  that  safe 
up  the  ramp  into  the  house  -  we  ended  up  parking  it  in 
the  garage  (an  unsatisfactory  long-term  solution 
because  of  the  lack  of  climate  control  in  the  garage) . 

So,  a  dedicated  safe-moving  company  was  employed.  They 

got  here  about  a  ten  days  later  and  had  the  same 

problem  (and  they  arrived  with  one  fewer  body  than  the 

movers  had) .  I  ended  up  pushing  the  safe  up  the  ramp 

with  my  car,  and  five  of  us  then  got  it  over  the  last 

hump  at  the  door  sill  (a  neighbor,  amused  at  the  sight 

of  me  driving  into  the  house,  came  to  assist  with  that 

last  push  -  his  help  was  the  turning  point) .  Once 

inside,  they  were  able  to  get  it  to  within  an  inch  of 

where  I  wanted  it  (a  critical  inch  -  I  had  to  swap 

bookcases  with  another  room  to  finish  that  wall) .  I  am 

much  happier  than  I  was  on  the  15th.  Now  for  some  actual  military 

numismatics.  A  few  weeks 

ago  I  got  a  message  about  and  some  scans  of  a  piece 
that  had  been  brought  home  to  Australia  from  Vietnam. 

The  transmitter  wanted  an  opinion  about  just  what  his 
friend  owned.  It  was  obviously  a  series  641  50c  note 
that  was  missing  a  lot  of  printing  -  the  whole  orange 
plate  was  absent.  It  looked  like  a  partially-printed 
note  -  the  serials  and  position  number  are  present, 
and  the  brown-black  counters  and  much  of  the  blue  and 
brown  underprint  -  but  the  portrait  is  a  blank  spot. 


and  none  of  the  text  is  present.  It's  a  spectacular 
error  -  until  you  look  at  the  back.  The  back  is  also 
missing  all  of  the  orange  -  only  the  gray-brown 
counters  and  the  same-color  linework  around  the  eagle 
are  present.  The  eagle,  like  the  portrait  on  the  face, 
is  a  large  white  spot.  The  planchettes  are  so  numerous 
(and  so  obvious)  that  they  give  the  back  a  multi-color 
appearance  even  though  only  one  color  of  ink  is 
present.  With  the  main  color  missing  from  both  sides,  the 
likelihood  that  the  piece  is  actually  a  printing  error 
becomes  minuscule,  and  I  told  the  inquirer  so  -  but  I 
invited  him  to  send  the  note  for  a  physical 
examination.  It  arrived  yesterday. 

It  is  well-circulated  in  terms  of  wrinkles  and  hard 
creases  (and  it  has  been  wet) ,  but  the  note  still  has 
a  lot  of  body,  and  the  colors  that  are  present  do  not 
look  particularly  faded.  I  looked  it  over  carefully 
before  going  to  bed  this  morning,  and  could  see  no 
trace  of  the  orange  plate  under  any  aspect  of  white 

light  and  magnification.  Tonight  I  looked  at  it  under  UV  light.  The  missing 
is 

found  -  under  long-wave  UV,  the  portrait  is  faint  but 
clear,  and  more  significantly,  all  of  the  text  is 
readable  -  even  though  it  is  completely  invisible 
under  white  light.  The  back  is  not  quite  as  bold,  but 
the  eagle  is  visible  under  UV.  In  short,  it's  a 
spectacularly  damaged  note,  but  not  a  printing  error. 

Has  anyone  else  seen  one  of  these  orange  notes  with 
the  main  plates  (face  and  back)  obliterated?  Does 
anyone  have  a  suggestion  as  to  what  kind  of 

environment  would  cause  this  kind  of  damage?  Don't  forget  -  party  in  Indy  on 
21  October.  Let  us 

know  you  are  coming  (or  even  just  thinking  about 
coming) .

HOUSEWARMING  DEFERRED, 
by  Joe  Boling 

Louise's  work  schedule  and  my  travel  schedule 
conspire  to  make  us  unable  to  get  the  house  ready  for 
a  party/minifest  on  21  October.  We  are  therefore 
deferring  the  event  to  11  November,  same  hours 
(1600-2000) .  So  far  only  one  family  has  RSVP'd,  and 
that  was  a  tentative  response,  so  I  don't  think  many 
will  be  inconvenienced  by  this  change  in  plans.  Be 
warned  -  the  place  will  still  be  in  shambles,  but  at 

least  we  might  have  room  to  put  some  chairs  out.  I  recently  examined  a  set  of 
fake  Philippine  JIM 

marked  as  specimens  ("mihon") .  These  are  being 
marketed  on  eBay  by  a  seller  who  insists  that  they  are 
proof  notes  from  before  the  primary  JIM  production, 
which  explains  why  they  are  not  printed  by  the  same 
technology  as  the  genuine  JIM.  To  which  I  say  "bull." 

Some  of  the  notes  in  the  set  are  Rizal  monument  notes, 
which  you  all  know  are  intaglio  products.  These 
replicas  are  lithographed,  with  the  watermark 
simulated  by  printing  a  brownish-yellow  image  on  the 
back  in  the  watermark  window.  The  serials  and  blocks 
are  largely  letterpress,  as  they  should  be,  but  the 
mihon  markings  are  not  -  they  are  lithographed  along 

with  the  main  note  image.  Here  is  my  commentary  on  the  seller's  line  of  bull: 

If  "essay  proof  notes"  were  going  to  be  printed  in 

1941,  they  would  have  been  of  the  initial  issue,  the 

litho  notes,  not  the  engraved  Rizal  monument  notes, 

which  came  later.  Similarly,  the  500  peso  notes  were 

MUCH  later,  and  not  even  contemplated  in  1941.  Just 

because  a  "Japanese  historical  group"  has  ordered 

them,  and  other  eBay  bidders  have  not  returned  the 

notes,  does  not  mean  that  they  are  good  -  which  they 

are  not,  in  my  opinion.  Reference  Fred's  delivery  of 

an  AMC  franc  note  to  representatives  of  the  Paris  mint 

at  ANA  this  year  -  they  did  not  even  know  what  the 

notes  were.  Similarly,  the  Japanese  historical  group 

may  have  absolutely  no  idea  what  they  are  looking  at. 

The  Yokohama  Specie  Bank  did  not  print  the  original 
notes  [as  the  seller  claims]  -  the  Finance  Ministry 
Printing  Bureau  did.  In  short,  these  are  fantasy 
specimens.  Beyond  $20-$30  as  references  [more 

appropriately  $5  —  $10] ,  one  would  be  overpaying.  Ray  Czahor  has  recently  also 
circulated  a  warning 

about  these  notes.  *****************************************************

Showers  are  in  a  trailer  and  there  are 
Port-a- Johns .  Our  training  has  consisted  of  IED 
Briefings,  classes  to  teach  us  to  use  the  computers 
that  will  be  in  the  hospital,  and  getting  up  at  0300 
to  drive  1  hours  in  the  desert  to  fire  our  weapons. 

We  just  fired  5  shots  at  the  targets  &  have  no  idea 
what  we  hit  as  the  exercise  was  just  to  make  sure  the 
weapons  worked.  The  whole  thing  took  about  5  hours. 

The  rest  of  my  time  has  been  spent  reading  [WWII 
Remembered  we  assume--ed] ,  going  to  the  movies, 
waiting  to  get  on  a  computer  or  DSN  phone  and,  of 
course,  visiting  the  PX  and  searching  for  POGs .  The 
food  at  the  DEFAC  is  great.  Every  Wed  night  the 
choices  are  steak,  fried  shrimp  and  King  Crab  legs.  I 
do  not  even  get  that  at  home!  At  least  I  eat  well.  It 
looks  like  I  will  miss  MPC  Fest  2007  so  I  will  have  to

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Japanese  Puppet  Banks  in  China  and  an  Old 
letter 

by  Jim  Downey 

Although  most  people  view  the  German  invasion  of 
Poland  in  September  1939  as  the  start  of  WWII,  an 
argument  can  be  made  that  the  Japanese  occupation  of 
Manchuria  in  1931  marked  the  real  commencement  of  the 
war  (this  is  the  approach  of  Schwan  and  Boling  in 
Remembered) .  The  occupation  of  Manchuria  was  the 
beginning  of  the  Japanese  attempt  at  extending  its 
hegemony  over  eastern  Asia.  As  the  Japanese  military 
spread  throughout  China  during  the  1930s,  Japanese 
occupation  of  China's  financial  system  followed. 

The  Japanese  set  up  a  system  of  banks  throughout 
China  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  China's  currency 
and  financial  resources.  These  puppet  banks  issued  a 
rather  extensive  series  of  notes  and  coins.  Although 
the  Japanese  military  was  initially  successful  in 
occupying  large  portions  of  China,  control  of  the 
Chinese  financial  system  was  not  so  successful. 

The  collapse  of  the  Chinese  economy  was  a  concern 
of  the  Allies,  particularly  the  United  States,  during 
the  war.  The  breakdown  of  the  Chinese  economy  forced 
the  War  Department  to  pay  US  forces  in  China  with  US 
currency  rather  than  with  local  currency  which  was  the 


practice  in  the  other  theaters  of  war. 

The  following  information  is  taken  verbatim  from  a 
classified  United  States  intelligence  report  dated 
June  22,  1943.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a  letter. 

Interestingly,  although  the  contents  of  the  letter 
have  been  declassified,  the  identity  of  the  sender  and 
the  recipient  remains  classified  after  63  years! 

"A  lot  of  people  have  been  wondering  about  the 
currency  warfare  in  occupied  China  which  we  thought 
you  would  be  interested  to  have  some  details  about. 

Most  merciless  and  noteworthy  among  Japan's 
aggressive  measures  against  China  is  currency  warfare. 

The  Japanese  have  been  expanding  their  own  banking  and 
currency  systems  and  those  of  their  puppets  on  the  one 
hand  and  making  every  assault  against  the  Chinese 
legal  tender  on  the  other.  Their  purpose  is  to  seize 
as  much  materials  as  possible  from  occupied  China. 

Japan  has  adopted  different  financial  and 
currency  policies  in  the  various  parts  of  occupied 
China.  The  first  invasion  bank  was  created  by  the 
Japanese  in  China  in  October,  1934,  two  months  after 
Japanese  troops  penetrated  Kalgan,  former  capital  of 
Chahar  province.  Capitalized  at  $1,000,000,  the  bank 
jointly  operated  by  the  "Central  Bank  of  Manchukuo" 
and  the  puppet  regime  in  southern  Chahar  for  the 
purpose  of  extending  the  bogus  notes  of  the  "Central 
Bank  of  Manchukuo."  It  was  reorganized  in  to  the 
present  "Mengkiang  Bank"  and  was  placed  under  the 
control  of  the  "Mengkiang  Government"  upon  the 
latter's  inauguration  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in 
1937.  Its  capital  was  then  increased  to  $12,000,000, 
and  later  increased  to  $60,000,000.  Recent  reports 
indicate  that  the  capital  has  been  increased  to 
$150,000,000.  The  "Mengkiang  Bank"  has  been  issuing 
bogus  notes,  but  has  so  far  failed  to  curtail  the 
circulation  of  the  Chinese  legal  tender. 

Not  satisfied  with  issuing  bogus  money  alone,  the 
Japanese  have  seized  a  number  of  native  banks  in 
Chahar,  Shasi  and  Suiyan  and  reorganized  them  into 
three  industrial  banks.  The  so-called  "Southern  Chahar 
Industrial  Bank"  was  formed  by  13  native  banks  in 
Kalgan  and  Suanhwa  (southern  Chahar)  with  a  capital  of 

$1,000,000  of  which  $500,000  came  from  the  "Mengkiang  Bank."  The  third  is  the 
"Mongolian  Industrial  Bank."  Capitalized  at  $1,000,000,  the  bank  was 
reorganized 

from  18  banks  in  Kweisui,  Fongchen,  Tsining,  and 
Paotow  (all  railway  cities  in  the  Inner  Mongolian 
province  of  Suiyan) . 

The  situation  has  been  more  complicated  in  North 
China  than  in  Inner  Mongolia.  It  was  not  until  1938 
that  the  Japanese  ordered  their  puppets  to  organize 
the  "China  Federal  Reserve  Bank."  Capitalized  at 
$23,000,000,  the  puppet  bank  was  created  for  drawing 
the  reserves  from  all  the  existing  banks  in  North 
China  and  issuing  new  notes.  The  first  measure  adopted 
by  the  Japanese  after  the  inauguration  of  the  bank  was 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  legal  tender.  The  order  had  to 


be  compensated,  however,  by  depreciating  the  value  of 
the  "FRB"  notes  because  the  people  preferred  the  use 
of  legal  tender.  The  Japanese  then  ordered  the  control 
of  trade,  forcing  the  use  of  the  bogus  notes  as  the 
sole  medium  of  exchange.  The  position  of  the  notes  was 
comparatively  stabilized  late  in  1939,  as  the  Japanese 
extended  the  control  of  export  trade  throughout  North 
China.  The  increasing  inflow  of  Japanese  goods  to 
North  China,  however,  resulted  in  the  concentration  of 
the  "FRB"  notes  in  to  the  hands  of  the  Japanese 
themselves,  thus  producing  harm  instead  of  profit. 
Measures  were  adopted  both  by  the  Japanese  and  by  the 
puppets  in  1940  to  combat  the  worsening  situation,  but 
little  was  achieved.

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Japanese  Puppet  Banks  in  China  and  an  Old 
letter  part  II

The  painful  experience  gained  by  the  Japanese  in 
North  China  caused  them  to  adopt  a  rather  different 
policy  in  Central  and  South  China.  Knowing  the 
difficulties  in  creating  a  new  system  the  Japanese 
gave  up  their  attempts  to  destroy  the  Chinese  legal 
tender,  but  tried  to  collect  as  much  Chinese  money  as 
they  could  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  more  materials 
in  the  war  areas. 

The  puppet  "Hwa  Hsin  Bank"  was  established  in  May 
1939.  This  puppet  institution  was  different  from  the 
"FRB"  in  North  China,  for  it  did  not  act  as  a  sort  of 
central  bank.  It  was  not  included  in  the  so-called  yen 
bloc  because  it  used  the  Chinese  legal  tender  as  a 
reserve  for  the  issuance  of  bogus  notes.  "Hwa  Hsin" 
notes  were  merely  nominal  in  value,  aiming  at 
absorption  of  Chinese  notes. 

The  creation  of  the  puppet  "Central  Reserve  Bank" 
in  January,  1942,  did  not  change  the  enemy's  policy  of 
economic  exploitation,  Japanese  spokesmen  have  been 
repeatedly  announcing  that  Japan  does  not  want  to 
drive  out  fapi  [this  is  a  Chinese  word  which 
essentially  means  the  Chinese  legal  tender  or  the 
notes  of  the  native  Chinese  banks]  entirely  from  the 
occupied  regions,  for  the  absence  of  fapi  will  create 
further  troubles  for  the  bogus  money.  Meanwhile,  the 
Japanese  and  their  puppets  have  been  making  every 
effort  to  stabilize  the  exchange  position  of  the  "CRB" 
notes . 

The  Japanese  have  ordered  the  reopening  of  those 
Shanghai  banks  closed  after  the  outbreak  of  the 
Pacific  war  and  the  resultant  complete  occupation  of 
the  port  city  by  the  Japanese.  As  a  result,  there  are 
now  194  Chinese  banks  in  Shanghai.  Ninety-three  of 
them  have  their  headquarters  there.  An  overwhelming 
majority  of  the  123  are  commercial  banks,  engaged  in 
sheer  speculation  undertakings.  Most  of  the  banks  are 
capitalized  at  around  $1,000,000.  The  largest  are 
capitalized  at  about  $2,000,000.  Both  coins  and  paper 
currency  formerly  belonging  to  these  banks  were  taken 
away  by  the  Japanese  in  exchange  for  "CRB"  notes. 

The  Japanese  are  practicing  a  similar  policy  in 
South  China.  They  have  thus  far  created  about  20 
banks,  both  modern  and  old-fashioned,  at  Canton, 
former  provincial  capital  of  Kwangtung.  With  the 
Kwangtung  branch  of  the  "CRB"  as  a  nucleus,  these 


banks  are  promoting  the  use  of  Japanese  military  yen 
and  "CRB"  notes. 

In  the  spring  of  1940,  a  so-called  financial 
offensive  was  launched  by  the  Japanese  in  Kwangtung 
Province.  All  sorts  of  differences  were  made  about  the 
value  of  the  different  issues  of  Chinese  legal  tender, 
aiming  at  the  depreciation  of  Chinese  notes.  This  was 
carried  out  simultaneously  in  other  parts  of  the 
occupied  areas.  In  Canton,  the  Yokohama  Specie  Bank, 
the  Bank  of  Taiwan  (Formosa) ,  and  the  puppet 
"Kwangtung  Provincial  Bank"  are  the  chief  agencies  in 
creating  such  disturbances. 

The  Japanese  created  a  "General  Remittance  Bureau 
of  Canton"  to  take  charge  of  the  remittances  of 
overseas  Chinese,  with  the  obvious  purpose  of  seizing 
more  foreign  exchange.  Branch  bureaus  have  been  set  up 
in  six  Kwangtung  counties.  Assisting  the  matter  is  the 
puppet  "Overseas  Bank  of  Canton, "  whose  function  is  to 
make  necessary  associations  with  Hong  Kong  and  the 
South  Seas.  Chinese  traitors  are  sent  to  various  parts 
of  the  South  Seas  to  persuade  the  overseas  Chinese  to 
remit  their  money  home  through  the  Yokohama  Specie 
Bank,  the  Bank  of  Taiwan,  or  any  other  puppet  bank. 

The  center  of  their  activity  is  Singapore. 

Kwangtung  banks  were  ordered  to  hand  over  their 
fapi-reserves  and  were  given  "CRB"  notes,  which  are 
now  compulsorily  circulated  in  South  China. 

It  shows  how  the  Japs  try  to  operate  in  all  the 
occupied  areas  and  which  is  not  working  out 
favorably . " 

There  is  no  question  that  the  Japanese  monetary 
policy  in  China  was  a  disaster  for  both  Japan  and 
China.  The  Nationalist  Chinese  monetary  policies  of 
Chiang  Kai  Shek  were  as  damaging  to  the  Chinese 
economy  as  the  Japanese  policy  was,  if  not  more  so. 
Rampant  inflation  hit  both  the  puppet  bank  currencies 
and  the  nationalist  yuan  by  the  end  of  the  war.

I'll  venture 
a  guess.  The  flag  of  Manchukuo  was  a  spin-off  of  the 
pre-Nationalist  flag  of  China.  It  keeps  the  same 
5-colored  theme  -  red,  white,  blue,  black  and  yellow 
stripes,  but  changes  the  yellow  stripe  into  the  main 
background  color  of  the  flag.  I  am  guessing  that  the 


interest  of  the  flag  to  numismatists  is  that  the 
5-colored  flag  was  reproduced  on  the  first  notes,  and 
this  was  a  technological  advance  for  Japan's  printing 
bureau  at  the  time.  I  am  a  bit  baffled  by  this  one,  so 
I ' 11  be  anxious  to  read  what  answers  other  gram 
readers  provide,  including  my  hubby,  who  collects  the 
Manchukuo  notes  and  has  read  up  on  the  subject.  [Well 
done  Kathy.  Yes  the  significance  of  the  flag  is  its 
use  on  Manchukuo  currency--paper  money  AND  coins.  That 
is  a  bit  unusual  in  itself,  but  the  color  printing  of 
the  flag  on  the  notes  was  a  technical  achievement  as 
you  say. --Ed]

the  chess  world  championship.  It  has  been  an  amazing 
contest.  Essentially,  they  are  in  overtime.  What  has 
this  to  do  with  numismatics  and  the  Gram?  Well  chess 
is  represented  in  numismatics  in  many  ways  and  places 
(including  MFC) .  Ah,  but  the  Gram  question  is  an 
interesting  one.  The  only  other  significant  mention  of 
chess  in  the  Gram  (I  think)  occurred  in  1991  when  the 
defending  champion  Kramnik  won  the  title  in  London.  As 
it  happened  the  match  started  during  the  London  Paper 
Money  Congress  and  I  attended  game  1  (it  was  really 
exciting) .  So,  to  me  at  least  there  is  a  paper 
money-Gram  connection  to  the  world  championship.

Dear  Gram, 

I  had  a  nice  day  today.  The  Nassau  County  Museum 
has  an  exhibition  of  Mort  Kunstler  paintings.  I  assume 
everyone  know  that  he  has  painted  hundreds  of  military 
scenes,  to  include  a  pile  of  very  famous  Civil  War 
scenarios,  and  also  others  from  as  early  as  the 
Revolutionary  War  right  through  to  Vietnam  and  the 
current  Iraqi  Freedom.  His  work  is  amazing.  You  can 
get  real  close  and  see  the  steam  coming  out  of  the 
mouths  of  soldiers  in  the  snow.  By  some  great  good 
fortune  he  was  at  the  museum  today.  I  heard  him  being 
interviewed  and  he  said  that  he  had  started  drawing  at 
4  and  by  12  was  as  good  as  he  is  today.  The  only 
difference  in  that  now  he  is  a  lot  faster.  He  claimed 
to  do  about  8  paintings  a  year. 

I  was  amazed  to  see  one  scene  from  stories  that  I 
have  written,  showing  the  Jewish  inmates  at 
Sachsenhausen  Concentration  Camp  counterfeiting 
American  $50  bills.  He  got  it  slightly  wrong,  the 
Counterfeiters  worked  on  a  $100  bill.  I  also  noticed 
in  the  Kunstler  write-up  that  the  Jews  were  forced 
to  counterfeit  the  currency.  That  is  not  exactly  true. 
It  was  a  good  job  and  kept  a  prisoner  out  of  the 
crematorium,  so  most  of  them  begged  for  the  job,  and 
some  that  had  no  skills  even  lied  to  get  into  the 
counterfeiting  group.  He  also  says  that  no  American 


bills  were  counterfeited,  and  that  is  still  being 
argued.  There  are  some  counterfeiters  who  have  stated 
that  the  plot  never  came  to  fruition,  others  who  have 
stated  that  about  four  hundred  $100  bills  were 
finished,  and  an  American  Army  officer  who  had  worked 
for  the  Secret  Service  thought  that  about  6,000  notes 
were  probably  finished.  Besides  that,  all  else  was  as 
it  should  be.

Editorial 


Early  last  week,  the  boss  and  I  went  to  a  coffee  house 
in  Marblehead  (a  suburb  of  Port  Clinton)  for  lunch.  It 
was  nice  but  pricy--especially  for  Ottawa  county  in 
October.  Two  doors  down  was  a  used  book  store--a 
favorite  kind  of  place  for  me.  This  was  an  upscale 
place  as  used  book  stores  go.  It  is  an  unusual 
operation.  It  is  a  venture  run  by  volunteers  seeling 
donated  books  to  raise  money  to  establish  a  local 
(Marblehead)  library.  Hardound  books  are  $2,  paper 
bound  $1.  All  of  this  is  very  cool. 

The  bad  news  is  that  there  was  not  a  big  World  War 
II  section.  Indeed,  there  were  really  only  two  WWII 
books.  I  splurged  and  bought  them  both.  One  is  very 
interesting  on  many  counts.  I  am  sure  that  I  will 
comment  on  it  and  quote  from  it  regularly  in  the  weeks 
to  come . 

The  Secret  Histoy  of  the  War  by  Waverly  Root  was 
published  in  1945.  That  was  one  of  the  things  that 
attracted  me.  I  like  contemporary  reports.  Only  with 
some  digging  did  I  find  that  the  cut  off  of  the  book 

was  approximately  Jan  1,  1943.  Here  is  one  small  among  many  things  that  I 
have 

learned  so  far.  I  learned  in  the  1970s  from  one  of  Ray 
Toy's  books  that  the  name  of  the  Free  French  was 
changed  to  Fighting  French  by  General  DeGaule.  In  the 
interveening  years  I  have  seen  both  terms  used  but 
have  never  seen  a  discussion  of  this  change  in 
terminology.  On  page  69  Root  describes  how  the 
underground  movements  in  France  gave  their  loyalty  to 
the  general  and  the  name  was  changed  in  recognition  of 
this  fact  because  those  fighters  in  France  were  not  at 
all  free,  but  they  were  indeed  fighting.  I  am  very 
pleased  to  learn  this.  I  am  going  to  edit  this  into 
the  Remembered  manuscript  yet  tonight. 

The  book  is  interesting  beyond  the  history.  Below 
the  autor's  name  on  the  title  page  is  a  roman  numeral 
II.  The  only  other  large  clue  that  this  is  volume  II 
is  that  the  book  also  starts  with  chapter  18  (but  page 

I. )  Of  course  when  I  figured  out  that  this  is  volume 

II,  I  certainly  wanted  volume  I. 

That  started  me  on  a  google/amazon  search.  Where  do 
I  start  describing  this  journey? 

The  first  frustration  was  that  I  definately  could 
not  find  Volume  I.  I  did  find  many  entries  for  Waverly 
Root,  but  this  guy  was  a  food  expert.  After  some  more 
digging  I  found  that  it  was  the  same  Waverly  Root  and 


there  was  at  least  a  partial  autobiography.  Of  course 
I  ordered  it.  The  big  surprise  was  that  I  did  find  a 
sale  listing  for  volume  III!  You  KNOW  that  I  ordered 
that  one  (it  was  substantially  more  than  the  $2  at  the 
used  book  store),  but  still  a  bargain. 

I  am  only  129  pages  int  624  pages  and  have  plenty  to 
report  from  those  that  I  have  read  so  keep  your 
reading  glasses  handy.

For  quite  a  while  my  wife  and  I  had  planned  to  go 
to  Italy  and  this  past  September  we  finally  got  to 
take  the  trip. We  started  in  Rome,  the  first  of  the 
twelve  cities  and  towns  we  would  visit,  and 
experienced  the  beauty  of  Vatican  City  and  the  Vatican 
museums  with  its  magnificent  frescos,  mosaics  and 
sculptures . Since  the  Vatican  is  its  own  country  it 
has  its  own  postal  system  with  the  Vatican  post  office 
right  in  St.  Peter's  square. I  picked  up  some  stamps 
for  postcards  and  took  a  look  around  for  any 
philatelic  or  numismatic  items  which  may  have  been  of 
interest . Nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  was  found  except 
for  a  commemorative  silver  coin  honoring  the  late  Pope 
JohnPaul  II. It  was  a  nicely  done  coin  but  at  200 
Euros  (about  $260)  I  passed. In  our  two  and  one-half 
days  in  Rome  I  looked  for  local  coin  shops  but  none 
were  to  be  found. After  Rome  we  found  ourselves  on  the 
road  to  Cassino  to  visit  the  monastery  (Monte  Cassino) 
which  was  the  site  of  a  long  and  bloody  battle  during 
World  War  II.  As  we  passed  through  Cassino  enroute  up 
the  narrow  winding  road  to  the  monastery  out  of  the 
window  I  saw  a  sign  which  told  me  the  building  was  a 
museum  dedicated  to  Cassino  and  the  war. How  do  you 
say  "stop  the  bus"  in  Italian?It  did  not  matter 
because  even  after  asking  in  English  the  bus  kept 
going. We  spent  a  couple  of  hours  at  the  monastery 


and  saw  how  it  was  restored  after  it's  destruction 
during  the  battle. On  the  way  back  down  the  mountain  I 
again  tried  to  convince  the  tour  guide  to  stop  at  the 
museum  but  we  were  told  the  schedule  would  not  permit 
a  stop. I  can  only  guess  at  what  I  would  have  found. 

Our  tour  continued  on  through  some  small  coastal 
towns  and  villages  one  of  which  was  Orvieto  known  for 
its  beautiful  cathederal  and  outstanding  white 
wine. My  wife  stopped  in  a  local  shop  and  upon  paying 
the  bill  I  took  the  change  from  my  pocket  to  count  out 
the  Euro  coins. As  I  did  so  the  shop  owner  inquired 
about  my  challenge  coin  which  was  with  the  change  in 
my  hand. She  spoke  no  English  and  I  could  not  find  the 
words  in  Italian  to  explain  what  a  challenge  coin  was 
and  how  it  used,  so  I  told  her  it  was  a  military 
coin. She  tooka  closer  lookand  commented  it  was 
"bello"  (nice) . 

Our  next  city  was  Pisa  with  its  leaning  tower  and 
all  the  tourists  taking  a  picture  trying  to  hold  it 
up . I  did  manage  to  find  a  stamp  shop  in  the  square 
but  it  offered  just  stamps  most  of  which  were  Italian 
and  none  of  which  had  any  military  themes . Florence 
has  a  wonderful  museum  dedicated  to  Michelangelo  and 
that  is  where,  among  many  other  pieces, we  were  able 
to  see  his  sculpture  "David. "I  did  find  a  coin  shop 
but  it  was  small  and  featured  common  Italian  coins  and 
uncirculated  Euro  coins  at  high  prices. No  paper  money 
or  military  related  items. 

We  eventually  wound  up  in  Venice  with  its  canals  and 
St.  Mark's  Cathedral  and  the  Doges  palace. While 
avoiding  the  multitude  of  pigeons  in  the  square  I 
found  myself  in  front  of  another  stamp  dealer's  shop. 

I  expected  to  find  stamps  but  to  my  surprise  on 
display  was  a  setof  Italian  AMC ! The  set  contained 
the  one,  two,  five  and  ten  lira  notes  in 
uncirculatedconditionpriced  at  90  Euros. The  set 
also  contained,  priced  separately  at  130  Euros,  a  100 
lira  note,  series  1943A.The  notes  were  not 
replacements  so  I  could  not  account  for  the  high 
pricing. I  ventured  inside  and  while  I  waited  for  a 
customer  to  finish  with  the  owner,  I  noticed  a 
completeset  of  Italian  Allied  Military  Government 
stamps  in  mint  condition  for  8  Euros. I  already  have  a 
mint  set  so  I  passed  on  another  even  though  I  thought 
the  price  reasonable. I  asked  the  owner  if  he  had  any 
other  AMC  and  he  produced  a  binder  with  two  1000  lira 
notes. Both  were  series  1943;one,  priced  at  840  Euros 
was  in  uncirculated  condition  and  the  other,  which  was 
listed  as  UNC,  appeared  to  be  AU  and  was  listed  at 
800  Euros. The  notes  were  nice  but  at  over  $1000  each 
were,  in  my  opinion, overpriced. In  the  same  binder 
were  some  Italian  notes  from  1944  andl  boughta  100 
Lira  Banca  d' Italia  note  (Pick  75)  in  XF+  for  $30. 

A  short  plane  ride  found  us  back  in  Rome  for  two 
days  on  our  own . I  thought  about  taking  the  train  to 
Cassino  to  visit  the  museumbut  was  toldthere  was  a 
verygood  chance  it  would  be  closed  on  Mondays. To 


that  my  wife  told  me  we  would  just  have  tocome  back 
again.  Rome  is  built  on  seven  hills  and  for  two  days 
we  walked  up  all  fourteen  of  them  seeing  the  ruins  of 
ancient  Rome  and  all  the  while  looking  for  another 
coin  of  stamp  dealer. Again  I  had  no  luck  but  we  did 
find  some  nice  cheese,  some  great  wine  and,  of  course, 
some  olive  oil.  I  wanted  to  bring  back  a  5  Euro  note 
as  a  souvenir  and  discovered  that  they  must  be  printed 
wrinkled  and  creased. An  uncirculated  example  could 
not  be  found  despite  asking  at  banks  and  money 
exchanges .All  things  considered  it  was  a  great  trip 
and  the  food  wasn't  too  shabby  either.

Remember  back  in  June  a  couple  of  us  mentioned  that 
AAFES  was  having  a  photo  contest  for  subjects  for  the 
next  series  of  AAFES  pogs?  In  this  week's  Army  Times 
some  results  of  that  contest  were  announced.  Of  the 
twelve  photos  selected  as  pog  subjects,  six  are  of 
children  (the  article  was  not  clear  about  whether 
these  are  all  kids  of  service  members,  or  if  some 
might  be  kids  in  Iraq  or  elsewhere) .  The  one  photo 
illustrating  the  article  is  titled  "Baby  Colin  in 
helmet."  Colin  was  six  days  old  when  the  photo  was 
made,  by  his  father,  SFC  Chad  Johnson  of  Lawton, 

Oklahoma.  Colin  fits  completely  into  the  helmet,  save 
for  his  head,  resting  on  the  helmet's  rim.  Louise 
noted  that  babies  can  fold  up  pretty  small.  Nothing 
was  said  about  when  these  pogs  will  be  available,  and 
I  could  find  nothing  about  them  at  the  AAFES  web  site 

(not  even  a  mention  of  the  contest) .  Into  my  hands  this  week  comes  (on  loan) 
a  copy  of  a 

14  March  1945  press  release  from  the  Treasury 
Department  (Press  Service  No. 45-45)  titled  "Statement 
of  the  Treasury  Department  on  Invasion  Currency."  The 
release  is  nine  pages  long  and  goes  into  some  detail 
about  both  dollars  and  foreign  currencies  used  by 
soldiers  operating  outside  the  US.  Fred  tells  me  that 
this  has  been  mentioned  in  the  Gram  before,  and  was 
even  published  in  The  Numismatist  back  when  it  was 
current.  There  aren't  many  facts  in  this  release  that 
look  new  (though  some  of  the  inferences  will  be 
discussed  in  future  columns)  but  this  one  was  new  to 
me.  I  was  stopped  short  by  the  following  comment  (on 
page  6,  in  a  discussion  of  liberation  currencies  for 
Allied  nations  being  re-entered) :  "Netherlands 
currency  was  printed  privately  in  Canada  at  the  order 
of  the  Netherlands  Government-in-Exile . . . . "  SB 
mentions  Netherlands  liberation  notes  printed  by  only 
ABNC,  de  la  Rue,  and  Waterlow.  Did  one  of  these 
companies  have  a  plant  operating  in  Canada?  Did  one  of 
these  companies  subcontract  some  note  printing  to  a 
Canadian  firm  whose  imprint  was  not  used  on  the  notes? 

The  press  release  states  correctly  that  Luxembuorg 
liberation  notes  were  printed  in  the  US  and  Britain, 
and  that  Belgian  notes  were  printed  in  the  UK.  Only 
one  nation  is  mentioned  for  the  Netherlands,  and  it  is 
not  one  that  we  associate  with  their  currency.  Anyone 
know  what's  behind  this  statement?

Souvenir  notes  will  be  issued  for  David  Seelye's 
wedding  tomorrow  and  a  sheet  of  the  notes  is  being 
sold  on  ebay  to  raise  money  for  the  scholarship  fund. 
Below  is  the  text  from  the  auction.  It  includes  the 
appropriate  information.  The  ebay  item  number  is 
110049095167  but  remember,  the  auction  will  not  be 
posted  until  the  moment  of  the  wedding. 

Fester,  dealer,  collector  David  Seelye  was  married  at 
1730  hours  on  Saturday  Oct  28th.  A  set  of  four 
commemorative  notes  was  prepared  for  the  event  and 
distributed  to  people  in  attendance.  Two  uniface  uncut 
sheets  were  also  prepared.  One  sheet  will  be 
autographed  by  everyone  (hopefully)  at  the  wedding  and 
given  to  David  and  Judy  as  a  wedding  gift  from  the  MPC 
community.  The  other  sheet  is  being  sold  here.  It  is  a 
one  day  ONLY  auction  that  starts  at  precisely  the 
moment  that  the  ceremony  begins--1730 .  Now  to  make 
things  better,  100%  of  the  realized  price  will  be 
donated  to  the  scholarship  fund  by  the  same  MPC 
community  so  bid  early  and  bid  often.  Finally,  100 


notes  were  prepared  making  25  sheets  (serial  numbers 
ranging  from  1-39  (the  discrepancy  being  because  of 
spoilage  (no  replacements  reported) ) ) .  IF  any  notes 
are  not  issued,  they  will  be  sold  in  a  similar 
scholarship  auction  next  week  (probably  starting  at 
1730  on  the  one-week  anniversary) .

Japanese  Occupation  of  the  Philippines 
by  Chick  Parsons  wit  the  aid  of  Jim  Downey 

Charles  Chick  Parsons  is  one  of  the 
forgotten  heroes  of  World  War  II  in  the  Pacific.  At 
the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Parsons  wore  many  hats.  He 
was  an  American  businessman,  the  owner  of  the  Luzon 
Stevedoring  Company.  He  served  as  the  Consul  for  the 
country  of  Panama  in  the  Philippines  .  He  was  also  a 
lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 

Claiming  diplomatic  privilege  as 
Panamanian  Consul  to  the  Philippines,  Parsons  avoided 
internment  for  himself  and  his  family  by  the  Japanese 
when  foreign  nationals  were  rounded  up  in  January 
1942.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Swedish  Consul, 

Parsons  and  his  family  were  repatriated  from  the 
Philippines  in  June  1942.  They  traveled  first  to 
Shanghai,  then  to  Mozambique  and  left  Mozambique  on 
board  the  Swedish  vessel  MS  Gripsholm  in  late  July 
1942  . 

Because  of  his  knowledge  of  and  contacts 
in  the  Philippines  ,  Parsons  was  assigned  to 
MacArthurs  staff  in  Australia.  He  established  an 
intelligence  network  in  the  Philippines  and 
coordinated  the  submarine  supply  operations  that 
brought  supplies  to  the  Philippine  guerrillas.  His 
activities  in  the  Philippines  earned  Parsons  the  Navy 
Cross  and  personal  accolades  from  MacArthur  who 
referred  to  Parsons  as  the  bravest  man  he  had  ever 
known . 

Parsons  authored  at  least  two  reports 
relating  to  his  time  in  the  Philippines.  The  first 
was  aboard  the  Gripsholm  and  described  conditions  in 
the  Philippines  up  to  the  time  of  his  departure.  The 
other  report  was  written  in  1943  after  he  spent  four 
months  in  the  Philippines  visiting  the  guerrilla 
forces.  Both  reports  contain  significant  information 
relating  to  money  and  banking  matters.  The  following 
information  is  taken  from  the  report  written  aboard 
the  Gripsholm.  The  bracketed  portions  of  the 
selections  are  either  my  editorial  comments  or  those 
of  Parsons  son,  Peter  Parsons,  who  made  the  report 
available . 


During  the  month  of  December,  the  banks 
in  Manila  were  instructed  to  send  their  cash  funds  and 
bullion  to  the  Insular  Treasurer,  or  on  the  Philippine 
National  Banks  clearing  house,  with  a  view  to 
removing  from  Manila  (to  Corregidor,  it  was  later 
learned)  all  surplus  funds  and  thus  preventing  these 
funds  falling  into  enemy  hands.  [Parsons  himself  was 
involved,  through  Luzon  Stevedoring  Co.  and  its  tugs 
and  barges,  in  the  removal  of  the  governments  silver 
coins  and  dumping  them  in  deep  water  near  Corregidor.  PP] 

When  the  Japanese  forces  entered  Manila 
and  found  that  the  banks  were  without  funds,  they  were 
at  loss  as  to  what  steps  to  take  to  reopen  the  banks 
and  reestablish  normal  conditions  in  the  local 
business  community.  Although  most  of  the  funds  of  the 
banks  were  removed  from  Manila,  it  is  understood  that 
for  some  reason  or  other  there  remained  some  fifteen 
million  pesos  in  the  Insular  Treasury  which  were 
confiscated  by  the  Japanese  authorities,  and  I  heard 
(not  confirmed)  that  this  money  was  turned  over  to  the 
two  Japanese  banks  (Yokohama  Specie  Bank  and  Taiwan 
Bank)  in  order  to  permit  their  reopening. 

About  the  middle  of  January  the  Japanese 
authorities  permitted  the  reopening  of  (a)  the 
Philippine  Governments  Bank,  the  Philippine  National 
Bank;  (b)  the  Bank  of  the  Philippine  Islands;  and  (c) 
the  Philippine  Bank  of  Commerce  (all  Filipino  owned 
and  controlled) .  In  order  to  make  possible  these 
re-openings,  the  Japanese  finance  administration 
loaned  to  the  banks  in  question  an  estimated  total  of 
twenty-five  million  pesos  (all  in  military  peso 
currency) . 

The  banks  upon  reopening  were  ordered  to 
maintain  a  carefully  frozen  status  of  all  deposits, 
limiting  Filipino  and  neutral  withdrawals  to  500  pesos 
per  month  per  company,  or  family;  and  200  pesos  per 
month  per  family  for  belligerents.  Larger  amounts 
could  be  withdrawn  upon  application  for  license  to  do 
so,  provided  the  reasons  were  considered  satisfactory 
to  the  Japanese.  Mr.  Fukuoka,  sub-manager  of  the 
Yokohama  Specie  Bank,  was  the  civilian  in  charge  of 
the  issuing  of  license. 

The  tendency  in  the  beginning  so  far  as 
local  banking  was  concerned  was  withdrawal  from 
current  and  savings  accounts,  with  practically  no 
deposits.  Later,  to  encourage  deposits  the  Japanese 
announced  that  there  would  be  no  freezing  of  funds 
deposited  after  the  occupation,  and  as  the  local 
merchants  had  no  confidence  in  the  apa  (military 
peso)  currency  being  circulated  by  the  Japanese,  the 
few  who  were  accumulating  money  started  a  rush  to 
deposit  funds  which  they  had  accumulated,  with  the 
idea  of  later  withdrawing  government  pesos  when  the 


Americans  returned.  They  were  informed  however  at  the 
banks  that  the  deposit  in  apa  were  being  earmarked 
on  the  books  of  the  banks,  and  they  would  not  be 
entitled  to  withdrawal  later  of  any  other  kind  of 
currency.  This  advice  had  to  be  handled  delicately, 
in  as  much  as  the  Japanese  authorities  had  circulated 
information  that  it  would  be  a  military  offense, 
subject  to  severe  punishment,  for  anyone  to  refuse  to 
receive  the  military  pesos  on  exactly  the  same  basis 
as  the  Government  pesos.  When  merchants  found  that 
they  were  not  bettering  their  financial  condition  by 
getting  rid  of  the  military  pesos  through  bank 
deposits,  they  looked  for  other  means  of  getting  the 
military  pesos  out  of  their  possession.  In  some  cases 
they  have  bought  goods  in  the  hands  of  looters  for 
later  re-sale;  have  purchased  jewelry,  household 
goods,  and  real  estate;  retaining  for  themselves  only 
sufficient  funds  for  their  daily  needs. 

The  foreign  banks  in  Manila  National 
City  bank  of  New  York,  Chartered  bank  of  India, 
Australia  and  China,  Hong  Kong  and  China  Banking 
Corporation,  Dutch  Bank,  the  China  Banking 
Corporation,  etc.,  --  were  sealed  completely,  and  have 
not  reopened  their  doors  even  for  collections.  There 
does  not  seem  any  probability  of  these  banks  being 
reopened,  and  in  view  of  the  large  amount  of  funds 
deposited  by  Filipinos  and  neutrals  in  these  banks, 
the  affected  depositors  feel  as  though  a  great 
injustice  has  been  done  them.  They  have  applied  to 
the  Japanese  authorities,  and  to  the  present 
government  of  the  Philippines,  for  relief,  but  as  yet 
nothing  has  been  done. 

In  addition  to  the  Filipino-owned  and 
controlled  banks  which  have  been  reopened,  and  the 
foreign  banks  mentioned  above  as  having  been  sealed, 
there  are  in  Manila  several  local  banks.  These 
local  banks,  such  as  the  Philippine  Trust  Company, 
Monte  de  Piedad,  Peoples  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Banco 
Hipotecario,  etc.,  wished  to  reopen  and  the  Japanese 
apparently  wanted  them  to  do  so,  especially  to  take 
care  of  depositors  amongst  the  Filipinos  and  neutrals. 
However,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Philippine  Trust 
Company  (of  which  I  am  a  director) ,  lack  of  cash  on 
hand  made  it  impossible  to  restart  business  without 
being  able  secure  funds.  The  Philippine  Trust  Company 
would  have  required  at  least  one  million  pesos  in  its 
vaults  before  it  could  have  opened  its  doors.  It  had 
in  its  vaults  only  fifty  thousand  pesos  upon 
occupation  of  Manila.  The  bank  is  owned  by  the 
Archbishop  of  Manila  (an  Irish  Free  State  citizen) 
[Michael  J.  ODoherty  PP] ,  except  for  a  shortage  of 
funds.  The  Japanese  finance  administration  at  first 
thought  of  lending  further  amounts  to  the  Philippine 
National  Bank.  Later,  however,  this  plan  was 
discussed  as  apparently  the  Japanese  military 


authorities  disapproved  of  any  plan  which  called  for  a 
more  widespread  circulation  of  the  military  pesos. 


It  was  estimated  that  up  to  the  end  of  May 
1942,  the  Japanese  had  circulated  sixty  million 
military  pesos  in  the  Philippines,  including  funds 
loaned  to  the  new  government  to  cover  its  budget, 
loans  to  the  Philippine  National  Bank,  Bank  of  the 
Philippines,  and  Philippine  Bank  of  Commerce  to  permit 
these  banks  to  reopen,  plus  expenditures  by  the 
Japanese  forces;  and  in  addition  to  the  some  fifteen 
millions  of  Philippine  government  notes  found  in  the 
Insular  Treasury  and  probably  turned  over  to  the 
Japanese  banks. 

There  is  apparently  no  bank  clearance  in 
Manila,  and  checks  drawn  on  one  bank  are  not  accepted 
by  another  bank  for  deposit. 

An  interesting  situation  existing  in  the 
Philippines  is  a  black  market  business  in  U.  S. 
dollars,  which  are  bought  at  a  discount  against  the 
military  peso,  sometimes  the  discount  being  as  high  as 
thirty  percent  against  par  (that  is,  PI. 40  being  paid 
for  $1.00  [The  pre-war  rate  was  P2.00  to  $1.00.  JD] ) 
but  the  discount  is  usually  ten  percent.  This  is  due 
to  it  being  a  Japanese  military  offense  to  have 
American  currency  in  ones  possession.  A  period  of 
time  was  first  given  within  which  to  dispose  of 
American  currency. 

There  is  also  a  limited  business  being 
done  in  checks  drawn  on  current  account  of  closed 
banks,  discounts  running  from  around  ten  percent  on 
checks  of  banks  that  have  a  chance  of  reopening  soon, 
up  to  fifty  percent  on  checks  draw  on  the  American, 
British,  and  Dutch  banks.  There  is  much  a  shortage  of 
funds  in  the  Philippines  in  general,  however,  that 
this  type  of  business  is  necessarily  limited. 

Loans,  discounted  paper,  and  other  forms 
of  banking  are  not  permitted  of  the  banks  open  for 
business,  except  in  the  case  of  Japanese  banks,  which 
have  been  permitted  to  lend  funds  to  Japanese 
nationals.  The  banks  open  for  business  are  limited  to 
deposits  and  withdrawals  in  current  and  savings 
accounts,  and  the  receipt  of  payment  on  accounts 
outstanding  for  collection. 

Silver  currency  has  disappeared  almost 
entirely  from  the  market,  having  been  displaced  by  the 
paper  military  currency.  [See  note  above.  PP]  The 
denominations  of  the  paper  currency  were  one  centavo, 
five  centavos,  ten  centavos,  twenty  centavos,  fifty 
centavos,  one  peso,  two  pesos,  five  pesos,  ten,  and 
twenty  pesos.  [If  Parsons  is  referring  to  the 
Japanese  Military  Peso,  the  mention  of  a  two  peso  and 


twenty  peso  note  is  obviously  incorrect  as  no  such 
notes  were  issued  by  the  Japanese.  JD]  It  is  not 
believed  that  larger  denominations  than  twenty-peso 
bills  have  been  issued.  The  quality  of  the  paper  on 
which  the  military  currency  has  been  printed  or 
lithographed  is  very  poor,  and  money  becomes  useless 

very  soon  (especially  in  the  centavo  denominations) .  Up  to  the  time  of  my 
departure  from  the  Islands,  no 

provisions  had  been  made  for  exchanging  damaged  or 
worn-out  currency.

REPORT  ON  ANA  SUMMER  SEMINAR  II  JULY  8-13,  2006

This  class  is  enjoyable  for  a  number  of  reasons, 
but  the  reenactments  in  which  all  students  are 
required  to  perform  help  make  the  class  seem  almost 
like  regular  military  duty. With  Bill  Myers  from 
Georgia  acting  as  paymaster,  all  of  us  were  required 
to  report  for  pay. As  a  novice  in  this  exercise,  I 
required  lots  of  helping  saluting  the  correct  way. I'm 
still  not  sure  I  have  it  down ! I  do  wish  I'd  had 
someone  take  a  picture  of  my  inability  to  salute  and 
the  subsequent  efforts  to  assist  me  in  the  correct 
posture  or  maybe  not! We  received  a  ration  card 
which  was  given  to  each  member  upon  an  introduction  to 
the  class  about  who  we  were,  why  we  were  interested  in 


military  numismatics  and  what  brought  us  to  this 
class! There  were  7  basic  students,  including  a  YN, 
and  4  advanced  students  in  this  class,  and  they 
brought  about  a  wonderful  mix  of  questions  and 
knowledge  sure  to  benefit  anyone  who  was  interested  in 
the  subject  of  World  War  II. All  students  were  issued 
a  paybook,  and  then  the  fun  began! We  had  to  salute, 
present  ourselves  for  pay,  receive  our  pay,  count  it 
out,  and  then  salute  again  before  retreating  to  the 
back  of  the  line. Our  pay  was  in  lire,  although  not 
the  real  stuff! Fred  gave  us  Allied  Fest  Certificates, 
ranging  from  1  lira  to  2,  5,  10,  20  and  40  lire. As  a 
former  elementary  school  teacher  and  now  media 
specialist,  I  have  learned  that  if  I  ask  the 
Sdumb?  questions,  someone  else  in  the  class  will 
need  the  same  information,  so  of  course  my  first 
question  was  SWhat ' s  the  difference  between  lira  and 
lire??Answer  lira  is  singular,  lire  is  plural. 

Once  pay  was  issued,  Fred  put  a  chart  on  the  board 
indicating  the  cost  of  numerous  items  that  you  needed 
for  class. You  were  required  to  purchase  a  copy  of  the 
3  main  books  for  the  class  World  War  II  Remembered 
for  110  lire.  Military  Payment  Certificates  for  85 
lire  and  Yarwood  for  20  lire. I  checked  them  out  from 
the  ANA  Library  because  Dan  and  I  already  owned  a  set, 
so  this  wasn't  a  cost  I  had  to  pay. You  were  also 
given  the  "opportunity"  to  buy  a  $70  bond  with  $60  of 
your  fest  dollars  which  would  help  fund  the  war 
effort . 

Of  course,  as  canteen  officer,  chit  books  were  my 
department . For  20  lire,  students  could  buy  books 
which  contained  small  pieces  of  paper  called  chits  for 
their  drinks. The  amounts  in  the  chit  books  ranged 
from  5  cents  to  80  cents. Drinks  were  50  cents  each, 
and  a  box  was  made  available  for  depositing  your  chits 
in  exchange  for  your  water  or  pop. With  water  in  short 
supply  this  week  from  the  ANA,  most  of  the  water  was 
used  before  class  was  concluded  on  Thursday,  in 
addition  to  lots  of  caffeinated  pop  to  stay  awake! 

One  of  the  more  interesting  things  to  watch  for  was 
the  rate  of  inflation  on  our  money. As  class  began,  $1 
=  1.71ire.  As  the  week  progressed,  we  watched  it  fall 
from  1.7  to  to  $1  =  3.75  lire. The  following  chart 
shows  the  conversion  rates: 

$1  =  1.70  lire  7-091300

The  rest  of  the  afternoon  was  spent  learning  about 
paper  money. Fred  has  an  interesting  approach  to 
currency. His  definition  states  that  currency  is  all 
money  including  paper  money  and  coinage .{ Readers ,  if 
your  research  indicates  otherwise,  we  want  (need)  to 
hear  from  you.  --Ed.}So,  with  that  in  mind,  we 
discussed  terminology  used  in  notes. There  are 
different  kinds  of  notes: 

1  Notes  for  issue  (completed  notes) 

2  Specimen  notes  (will  have  a  fantasy  serial  number 
most  common  is  all  000s) 

3  Replacement  notes,  of  which  there  are  2  kinds 
a  Make-ups  recreate  the  same  serial  numbers 
(American  Bank  Note  Company  did  this) 

b  Substitutions  Star  Notes  (Zs  or  Xs  at  front  and 
back  of  serial  number) 

We  also  discussed  how  banknotes  are 
manufactured . There  are  again  3  ways. 

1  Intaglio  =  engraving  the  design  is  recessed  into 
the  plate. This  is  currently  what  is  done  at  the  BEP. 

2  Offset  =lithography 

3  Letter  press  (rubber  stamp  technology) 

Next  up  for  discussion  was  the  type  of  paper  used  for 
notes. We  talked  about 

1  Security  paper  with  silk  threads  woven  throughout, 

2  Holograms,  and 

3  Watermarks . 

We  then  had  the  opportunity  to  see  Hawaii  and  North 
Africa  notes,  the  first  issued  after  we  went  to  war. 

DAY  TWO 

Each  day,  the  advanced  students  joined  us  first 
thing  in  the  morning  for  orders  and  inf ormation . We 
all  watched  as  the  rate  of  inflation  kept  climbing, 
prompting  us  to  wonder  when  a  conversion  would  take 
place . However ,  today  would  not  be  the  day. 

We  spent  all  day  Monday  discussing  different  types 
of  Allied  Military  Currency,  the  notes  issued  to  the 
soldiers  before  we  entered  a  particular  country. They 
were  designed  as  supplemental  currency;  in  other 
words,  they  were  supposed  to  be  used  by  the  soldiers 
and  the  local  population  in  addition  to  the  regular 
coins  and  currency. 

Of  course,  the  class  wouldn't  be  nearly  as  good 
without  Fred's  stories. He  entertained  us  with  a 
number  of  them  throughout  the  session,  but  stopped  to 
tell  us  about  the  most  important  note  of  the  war  the 
2  French  franc  with  the  flag  back. He  is  convinced 
that  this  little  note  will  be  one  of  the  most 
important  in  history  because  every  Allied  soldier 
carried  it  into  battle  in  France,  and  many  are  known 
to  exist  so  the  story  about  that  part  of  the  war  can 
continue  to  the  grandchildren  of  these  military 


persons . 


DAY  THREE 

Tuesday  morning  started  the  study  of  Military 
Payment  Certificates .According  to  the  Comprehensive 
Catalog  of  Military  Payment  Certificates,  written  by 
Fred  Schwan  (our  mighty  instructor)  MPC  was  to  be  used 
by  soldiers  only,  instead  of  the  supplemental  currency 
that  was  currently  being  used  and  abused. These  were 
basically  used  after  the  war  was  over. All  monies  had 
to  go  through  a  finance  office,  which  would  reduce  the 
problem  of  the  black  market  and  soldiers  having  more 
money  to  convert  than  was  anticipated . However ,  it 
wasn't  accepted  by  some  of  the  war  departments  as 
there  were  places  that  weren't  having  difficulties 
with  black  market  activity.  Conversion  to  A  yen  was 
begun  on  July  19,  1946  in  Japan  and  was  successful 
immediately . Conversion  day  in  Europe  was  September 
16,  1946. Even  later,  on  September  30,  1946,  a  second 
conversion  was  instituted  in  the  Pacific,  although 
this  conversion  was  largely  handled  like  any  other 
pay,  due  to  the  success  on  July  19. It  was  determined 
after  all  conversions  were  accomplished,  that  almost 
$531  million  dollars  in  overdrafts  were  handled  during 
the  conversion,  $271  million  of  which  were  in  German 
marks ! 

At  least  21  countries  used  MPC,  and  there  is  now 
documentation  showing  at  least  7  other  countries . The 
numbers  given  to  each  printing  of  notes  shows  the  year 
it  was  printed,  and  which  issue  it  was. For  example, 
in  1947,  there  were  2  printings  of  MPC. 

We  spent  most  of  the  morning  looking  at  slides 
showing  the  various  examples  of  MPC  and  discussing 
multiple  printings  and  replacement  notes. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  items  to  observe  is  the 
beautiful  artwork  on  the  notes. Notes  had  nice 
vignettes,  ranging  from  beautiful  women  to  soldiers  to 
aircraft  and  everything  else  in  between. Most  of  them 
were  printed  using  lithography,  and  at  the  beginning 
there  were  4  different  printers  making  MPC.  These  were 
the  BEP,  Forbes,  Stecher-Traung,  and  Tudor  Press, 
although  eventually  all  printing  was  done  by  the  BEP. 
We  also  received  travel  pay  that  morning.lt  was 
paid  in  lire,  and  each  person  received  310  lire  in 
Series  1944a  Allied  Fest  Certificates. 

Tuesday  afternoon  the  lire  continued  to  slide  on  a 
downward  spiral. The  rate  of  conversion  after  lunch 
was  $1=3.25  lire. It  was  rumored  that  we  might 
actually  see  a  conversion  soon,  but  no  one  knew  when 
that  would  be ! 

We  continued  to  discuss  the  war  after  lunch, 
focusing  on  Occupied  Germany . Stories  were  told  of 
Barter  stores,  conceived  by  the  wives  of  two  famous 
army  generals,  where  the  German  people  could  take 
goods  to  the  store  for  appraisal  and  exchange . The 
owner  was  paid  in  Sstore  money?  known  as  barter 


units,  in  denominations  of  1,  5,  10,  25,  50  and  100 
units. This  money  could  then  be  used  in  the  store  to 
purchase  needed  goods  and  food. The  units  were  printed 
on  surplus  map  paper  by  a  local  printer  in  both  Berlin 
and  Frankfurt . Four  series  of  barter  units  were 
printed,  and  brought  in  $32,500  in  MPC  and  40,000 
marks  profit. When  the  stores  closed  in  October  1948, 
the  monies  were  turned  over  to  the  German  Youth 
Association  so  there  would  be  no  question  as  to  the 
intent  of  the  stores. We  also  learned  about  taxi 
tickets,  import  travellers'  coupons  and  other  items 
important  to  the  German  occupation. 

We  also  discussed  Occupied  Japan,  focusing  on 
provisional  currency,  emergency  specimen  notes,  and 
the  1946  currency  reform. 

DAY  FOUR 

Each  day  I  continued  to  do  my  canteen  officer  job, 
walking  to  the  local  gas  station  for  ice  and  other 
supplies. The  students  in  the  class  were  doing  a  fine 
job  of  using  their  chits  to  purchase  the  goods  I  had 
available,  and  always  paid  for  their  purchases . The 
exchange  rate  this  morning  had  gone  up  to  $1  =3.50 
lire. We  would  continue  to  watch  the  rise  of  inflation 
with  alarm,  powerless  to  change  anything! 

My  husband  Dan  had  a  bit  of  a  surprise  for  me  this 
morning  when  I  got  to  class. This  was  my  birthday,  and 
we  had  decided  to  celebrate  when  we  got  home  from 
Colorado . However ,  he  had  other  thoughts  in  mind. A 
story  had  been  circulating  concerning  the  political 
situation  of  the  ANA,  and  Fred  asked  me  to  read  it, 
which  I  did. When  I  went  to  sit  down,  however,  he  told 
me  to  stay  standing  while  the  rest  of  the  class  sang 
Happy  Birthday. I  believe  my  face  was  as  red  as  a  beet 
at  this  spectacle ! However ,  it  was  a  nice  surprise! 
Instructor  Joe  Boling  spent  the  morning  with  us 
discussing  the  War  in  the  Pacific. He  had  a  slide  of  a 
wonderful  map,  which  for  those  of  us  who  are 
geographically  challenged  did  much  to  help  us  see 
exactly  where  the  war  took  place  in  the  Pacific.lt  is 
absolutely  amazing  to  me  that  so  much  warfare  took 
place  on  a  group  of  small  islands,  and  that  they  would 
be  so  fiercely  loyal  to  their  country  that  they  would 
die  for  it! I  do  wonder  if  any  of  us  would  feel  the 
same  way! 

We  discussed  Japanese  Specimen  Money,  and  then  led 
into  JIM  Japanese  Invasion  Money. This  was  money 
given  to  the  Japanese  soldiers  when  they  invaded 
different  parts  of  the  east. There  were  notes  for 
Malaya,  Oceania,  Burma,  East  Indies,  and  the 
Philippine  Islands . Discussion  was  held  on  many 
different  aspects  leading  up  to  the  War  in  the 
Pacific,  as  well  as  the  Occupation  by  the  Americans 
from  1945-1951. 

Wednesday  afternoon  we  had  show  and  tell,  begun  by 
one  of  the  advanced  students,  Warner  Talso. Warner  was 


our  bond  chairman,  and  he  encouraged  all  to  buy  a  bond 
to  finance  the  war. He  discussed  different  aspects  of 
these  bonds,  and  how  all  countries  involved  in  World 
War  II  had  bond  sales . Different  countries  took 
different  angles  to  pay  for  the  war  ef fort . Germany 
had  a  lottery  system  where  you  bought  lottery  tickets 
to  fund  the  war. Millions  of  Germans  bought  these 
lottery  tickets  as  a  way  to  fund  the  war. 

The  Americans  also  had  bonds,  and  the  picture  below 
shows  one  of  these  bonds . There  were  3  series  of  bonds 
E,  F,  and  G.If  you  were  a  U.S.  citizen,  you  could 
spend  $25.00  up  to  $10,000  for  a  bond. Since  soldiers 
were  encouraged  to  support  the  war  effort,  a  $10  bond 
was  created  for  their  purchase  only,  since  generally 
they  couldn't  afford  anything  more  than  that. To  solve 
the  problem  about  what  to  do  with  all  the  unpaid  leave 
the  soldiers  had  accrued,  they  were  paid  in  US  armed 
forces  leave  bonds. 

Dan  talked  about  Canadian  war  savings  certificates, 
and  Fred  Schwan  talked  about  Canadian  victory  loan 
bonds,  both  vital  issues  in  the  Canadian  war  effort. 

DAY  FIVE 

On  Thursday  morning,  conversion  of  our  money  finally 
took  place. The  lira  was  valued  at  $1  =  3.75  lire,  and 
trading  in  lire  was  suspended . Students  had  to  sign 
and  date  any  lire  they  wanted  to  convert  into  fest 
dollars . Students  then  received  Military  Fest 
Certificates  Series  062  which  were  counterstamped  with 
ANA  in  green  and  ANA  Summer  Seminar  2006  in 
blue. Because  I  have  a  background  in  music,  I  had 
helped  share  some  popular  songs  from  the  World  War  I 
and  World  War  II  era  from  a  couple  of  books  put  out 
for  soldiers  in  the  wars. They  appear  below. We  even 
practiced  a  couple  of  songs  so  we  could  perform  at  the 
evening  banquet!  We  then  spent  the  rest  of  the  morning 
discussing  numismatic  issues  of  Nazi  Germany, 
accompanied  by  a  visit  from  Ken  Bressett  and  lots  of 
photo  opportunities ! 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  David  Schenkman  came  to  our 
class  to  discuss  Sutler  tokens,  "money"  used  by  the 
Civil  War  soldiers  to  purchase  goods  from  a  sutler  (a 
store  owner  who  traveled  with  the  soldiers  to  sell 
them  the  things  they  needed) . 

One  opportunity  that  these  classes  afford  is  the 
chance  to  meet  other  people  from  very  diverse 
backgrounds,  as  well  as  experts  in  their  field. That 
fact  was  especially  true  with  this  class. Not  only  did 
we  have  people  like  myself  with  virtually  no  military 
background,  we  had  a  commander  of  a  Naval  submarine  as 
one  of  the  advanced  students,  several  people  who  had 
served  in  Vietnam,  a  current  soldier  who  was  going 
back  to  Iraq  in  September,  and  a  soldier  (now 
book/military  numismatics  dealer)  from  Australia . Yet 
all  were  there  to  share  their  experiences  and  to  help 
enrich  the  class. 


In  addition,  the  advanced  students  gave  their 
presentations  which  had  taken  up  the  bulk  of  their 
time  during  the  week  of  classes . David  Klinger  (the 
naval  submarine  commander)  and  Tony  James  (the 
gentleman  from  Australia)  shared  parallel  research 
they  had  been  doing. When  they  finished,  we  adjourned 
the  class,  promising  to  sit  together  at  the  banquet 
that  night. When  Joe  and  Fred  were  called  to  get  their 
instructor  certificates,  we  tried  to  sing  "Hail,  Hail, 
the  Gang's  All  Here",  but  where  we  succeeded  in 
volume,  we  lacked  in  tone! Oh,  well,  I  guess  our 
hearts  were  in  the  right  place  even  if  our  voices 
weren ' t !

I  wanted  to  comment  on  the  excellent  article  by 
Chick  Parsons.  It  was  very  educational  and 
interesting . 

As  an  addendum  to  that  article  I  would  like  to 
submit  the  following: 

Philippine  collector,  author,  and  researcher,  C.  M 
Nielsen  has  spent  considerable  time  in  the  National 
Archives  researching  WWII  numismatic  and  syngraphic 
material  from  the  Philippines.  He  found  there 
proclamations  from  the  Philippine  Government 
concerning  currency  notes  of  the  Philippine  National 
Bank  that  were  looted  and  spent  by  the  Japanese  when 
several  branches  of  the  PNB  were  captured.  Neil  was 
able  to  document  the  serial  number  ranges  of  these 
"unoficially  issued"  notes.  One  note,  the  1920  50  peso 
note  is  noted  in  Pick  SCWPM,  Pick  no.  49;  serials 
90001  to  1000  as  having  been  issued  by  the 
Japanese. In  addition,  5  and  10  peso  notes  of  1916;  5 
peso  notes  of  series  1921;  and  5,  10  and  20  peso  notes 
of  series  1937  were  also  "issued"  by  the  Japanese. 
After  the  liberation  the  Philippine  Government 
declared  these  notes  as  worthless  and  not  redeemable. 

I  am  not  at  liberty  to  give  out  the  serial  ranges  of 
these  notes.  This  information  belongs  to  Niel,  and  I 
must  respecthis  wishes.  Someday  I  will  be  able  to 
share  this  information  with  the  collecting  community. 
This  does  explain  why  so  many  of  these  early  notes  are 
found  in  high  grade.

Crunching  the  Numbers

Well,  it's  Halloween.  I  figured  I  might  have  a 
slightly  different  kid  count  here  than  I  have  had  for 
the  past  13  years.  In  Federal  Way  I  averaged  about  0.2 
visits  per  year  -  that's  right,  every  four  or  five 
years  one  kid  or  two  siblings  would  knock  on  my  door.

POST  /  BASE  EXCHANGE (PX/BX/NEX) 
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Fake  uncirculated  MPC 
by  Joe  Boling 

This  column  was  written  8  November  and  has  been 

modified  twice  as  events  continued  to  unfold  while 

awaiting  a  gram  to  be  published.  I  got  a  small  group  of  MPC  for 

authentication  this 

week.  They  came  from  a  European  auction  firm  who  was 
not  sure  about  their  legitimacy,  and  originated  in 

Italy.  Here  is  my  report  back  to  the  inquirer.  "The  MPC  are  all  genuine,  but 
have  been  heavily 

washed  and  pressed.  The  embossing  of  the  serials  and 
position  numbers  has  been  added  after  the  washing 
(perhaps  while  the  paper  was  still  wet) .  The  washing 
has  caused  the  color  of  the  planchettes  to  run  (become 
diffuse) ,  and  it  has  substantially  damaged  the  colors 

of  the  series  471  $5  note.  "That  note  has  also  been  trimmed  to  square  up  its 
corners,  as  has  the  series  481  $10.  The  661  $20  has 
been  trimmed  on  its  ends,  and  the  692  $5  may  have  been 

trimmed  on  at  least  its  left  end.  "There  are  obvious  folds  and  surface  damage 
(pressed 

out)  visible  on  the  backs  of  all  of  the  notes,  and 
there  is  a  spot  of  heavy  abrasion  on  the  face  of  the 
692  $5  just  to  the  left  of  the  lower  right  position 
number.  "If  you  hold  the  481  $10  vertically  with  the  right 
end  up  and  look  at  the  serials  with  a  glass  with  light 
falling  across  the  note  from  top  to  bottom,  you  can 
see  where  the  mechanical  embossing  has  missed  the 
serials  by  about  one-half  millimeter.  On  all  of  the 
notes,  the  numerals  used  to  emboss  the  position 
numbers  were  not  the  correct  size,  and  have  caused 
obvious  pushing  in  of  the  paper  beyond  the  dimensions 
of  the  numerals. 

"On  the  471  $5,  the  words  "series  471"  were  printed 
at  the  same  time  as  the  serials  and  position  numbers, 
and  so  should  show  the  same  degree  of  embossing  as  the 
numerals,  but  the  note  doctor  has  not  tried  to  emboss 

those  characters.  "So,  they  are  all  good,  but  deceptively  altered  (and 
thus  damaged  more  than  if  they  had  simply  been  left 
alone) . " 

The  embossing  discussed  above  was  added  to  the  notes 
by  setting  the  same  serial  number  in  the  same  (or  a 
very  close)  font  and  pressing  it  into  the  paper  to 
simulate  uncirculated  embossing  of  serials.  The 
position  numbers  were  also  embossed,  but  the  font  used 
was  too  large  for  the  numerals  involved.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  note  doctor  here  was  trying  to  turn 
VF  notes  into  unc-appearing  notes.  The  colors  of  the 
471  $5  note  were  severely  washed  out  -  it  was  the 
appearance  of  that  particular  note  that  first  made  the 
auctioneer  suspicious  of  the  whole  lot.  I  have  never 
seen  planchette  colors  run  like  these  had  -  I  suspect 
that  there  was  some  kind  of  chemical  in  the  wash  water 


that  affected  the  planchettes  (and  perhaps  the  colors 

of  the  471  $5  as  well) .  Following  are  the  serial  numbers  of  the  pieces 

described  above:  471  $5  -  B03499576B 

481  $10  -  D01048328D 

661  $20  -  B01037715B 

692  $5  -  E03958132E 

Watch  out  for  these  -  once  they  are  slabbed,  they 
will  be  a  LOT  harder  to  evaluate  (watch  for  fuzzy 

planchettes  in  slabbed  notes) .  On  18  November  I  received  an  email  from 
CollectPlaza, 

a  Dutch  auction  house.  The  above  MPC  are  listed  in  an 
11  December  auction,  lots  4476-4479,  properly 
described  as  washed,  pressed,  trimmed,  and  discolored. 

If  you  need  an  example  of  a  throughly  doctored  note, 
here's  your  chance.  Best  to  get  these  off  of  the 

market  before  someone  gets  them  slabbed.  Also  in  that  sale  are  scrip  for 
troop- carrying 

vessels  -  lots  4155-4156  -  with  some  Winterhulp  pieces 
and  Dutch  canteen  scrip  in  the  preceding  few  lots,  and 
Dutch  ration  material  following.  See  also  lot  5070  for 
some  Winterhulp  ceramic  tokens.

St  Louis  Show  Report 
by  Roger  Urce 

This  was  my  first  show  in  St.  Louis  and  the  decision 
to  attend  was  only  made  about  a  month  prior  to  the 
show.  Some  research  found  some  foreign  paper  money 
dealers  would  have  tables  and  that  coupled  with  a 
presentation  by  Jim  Downey  and  a  mini  fest  made  my 
mind  up  to  attend.  Like  Memphis  the  show  is  in  the 
hotel  and  the  hotel  is  a  free  shuttle  bus  ride  from 
the  airport  right  across  the  Interstate.  About  two 
weeks  prior  to  departure  I  got  a  call  from  a  Navy 
buddy  whom  I  had  last  seen  about  39  years  ago  on  a 
ship  in  a  river  in  Asia.  As  coincidence  (fate?)  would 
have  it  he  now  lives  in  St.  Louis  and  we  agreed  to 


meet  at  the  show.  (More  on  that  later) 

Once  on  the  floor  I  found  about  a  half  dozen 
dealers  with  foreign  notes  and  was  able  to  add  a 
number  of  pieces  to  my  collection  including  a  1st 
series  BAFSV  1  shilling  note  (unc) ,  a  BAFSV  10 
shilling  note  (vf)  and  a  series  681  $20  MPC  in 
extremely  fine  condition.  I  was  also  able  to  find  a 
number  of  other  notes  from  China,  Germany,  North 
Africa  and  Viet  Nam.  Also  found  was  a  100  lit 
Partisan  issue  from  Yugoslavia  (SB#  112a  -  page  444) 
that  I  had  not  seen  prior.  My  surprise  find  was  a 
Japanese  puppet  bank  1  Yuan  note  (vf)  from  Manchukuo 
which  has  been  on  my  want  list  for  a  while.  Listed  in 
Pick  as  P-J125  and  in  SB  as  #22  (Occupation 
governments/China  -  page  665)  it  features  the  five 
color  flag  of  Manchukuo.  There  are  three  vertical 
folds,  but  the  color  is  bright  and  the  note  has  an 
pleasing  appearance.  Overall  I  would  say  there  was  a 
very  good  selection  of  foreign  notes  to  choose  from. 

In  addition  there  was  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
other  Festers  and  to  talk  military  money  share  some 
camaraderie . 

At  the  IBNS  meeting,  Jim  Downey  had  a  presentation 
on  notes  with  military  themes.  The  notes,  all  from 
foreign  countries,  were  not  military  issues  but 
featured  vignettes  of  various  military  personnel  and 
equipment.  Many  of  the  notes  were  Notgeld  and,  as 
with  the  other  notes  shown,  commemorated  various 
battles  or  victories  of  the  issuing  countries.  Jim 
had  promised  a  door  prize  to  whomever  could  guess  the 
thing  all  notes,  save  one,  had  in  common.  There  were 
a  number  of  guesses  all  dealing  with  what  was  depicted 
on  the  notes  (male  vs  female;  weapons;  hats  or  no  hats 
on  soldiers;  Army  or  Navy)  but  none  of  us  could  come 
up  with  the  correct  answer  that  all  of  the  notes, 
except  one,  was  valued  under  $10  in  uncirculated 
condition.  Consequently  the  door  prize,  consisting  of 
the  notes  used  in  the  presentation,  was  not  won.  The 
presentation  was  informative  and  provided  and  ideal 
for  another  method  to  collect  military  related 
currency . 

At  the  mini-fest  Jim  had  specially  printed 
Headquarters  Command  Barter  Units  to  be  distributed  to 
the  attendees.  Two-hundred  serialized  notes  had  been 
produced,  but  since  there  were  only  eight  in 
attendance,  Jim  decided  to  issue  five  notes  to  each  of 
us.  The  notes  are  in  two  varieties,  one  with  both  the 
English  and  German  obligations  partially  blocked  out 
and  one  with  only  the  English  obligation  partially 
blocked  out.  The  notes  were  dated  "Series  2006"and 
overprinted  "FOR  USE  IN  THE  ST.  LOUIS  BARTER  STORE 
ONLY  /  NOVEMBER  18  2006".  Due  to  errors,  seven 
replacement  notes,  indicated  by  the  absence  of  the 
Greek  letter  omega  at  the  end  of  the  serial  number, 
were  produced.  See  the  attached  scans.  Upon  being 
issued  the  notes  we  were  all  free  to  trade  or  search 
the  un-issued  notes  for  special  serial  numbers  and 


varieties  provided  we  each  only  kept  five  notes.  All 

un-issued  notes  were  to  be  destroyed.  To  get  back  to  my  shipmate,  Jerry 
Hyde,  we  did  meet 

on  Friday  evening  and  caught  up  on  life  since  1968.  We  were  both  assigned  to 
the  repair  ship  USS  Askari, 

which  was  part  of  Task  Force  17  of  the  Mobile  Riverine 
Force  in  the  Mekong  Delta.  As  coincidence  again 
would  have  it.  Jack  Lippencot  was  also  assigned,  as  a 
member  of  the  US  9th  Army  division,  to  the  same  Task 
Force.  The  three  of  us  got  together  and  passed  around 
the  photos  I  had  brought  with  me.  We  all  remembered 
things  we  had  forgotten  and  had  a  nice  reunion  of 
sorts.  I  had  not  met  Jack  prior  to  attending  my  first 
Fest  and  it  was  quite  a  surprise  to  learn  we  were  both 
assigned  to  the  same  unit.  Jack  promises  to  bring  some 
of  his  photos  to  the  next  Fest  and  I  look  forward  to 
seeing  them.  Jerry  was  curious  as  to  what  we 
collected  and  about  the  show  and  I  showed  him  some  MPC 
and  explained  our  common  interests.  He  had  not  saved 
anything  from  his  time  in  the  Navy  and  I  promised  to 
send  him  some  MPC. 

Saint  Louis  was  a  great  show:  I  met  some  current 
friends,  got  reacquainted  with  an  old  shipmate  and 
found  some  notes  too. 


Cohabitation  fest  notes  get  limited  distribution 
by  Joe  Boling 

Only  two  gramsters  attended  the  cohabitation  fest  on 
11  November  at  the  Bolings'  -  Ron  Wise  (with  his  wife 
Ivonne)  and  Brett  Irick.  Several  other  (non-gramster ) 
neighbors  and  Indianapolis  friends  also  came,  so  we 
were  not  lonesome.  Each  attendee  received  an  envelope  of  four 
merchandise  notes  issued  by  LouJoe's  Trading  Post  at 
the  Buck  Creek  ford  on  the  National  Road,  Territory  of 
Indiana.  These  notes  were  prepared  from  BAFSV  second 
series  five  pound  notes,  with  the  face  legends 
obliterated  and  new  denominations  applied:  1/8  keg 
powder,  five  pounds  lead,  three  flints,  or  one  axe 
head  -  all  commodities  needed  by  families  arriving  in 
the  territory.  The  notes  were  hand-dated  11  Nov 
[18] 06.  The  original  (unoverprinted)  notes  were  from  a 
circulated  pack  of  100  notes,  sealed  and  verified  by 
two  Royal  Army  Pay  Corps  officers  on  10  December  1959 
(said  pack  having  been  obtained  from  William 
Henderson) .  In  the  course  of  preparing  the  overprints, 
four  notes  were  spoiled,  so  a  total  of  96  notes 
(twenty-four  sets  of  four)  were  prepared,  each 
denomination  being  re-numbered  from  000001  to  000024. 

Sets  #7,  8,  and  11  were  pulled  for  archival  purposes. 

The  remaining  notes  were  randomized  and  placed  into 
envelopes  that  were  distributed  to  those  attending  the 
fest . 

Twelve  envelopes  remained  undistributed  at  the  end  of 


the  event.  One  envelope  will  be  reserved  for  the 
FestAte  scholarship  auction  -  the  remaining  eleven  are 
available  at  $10  each  (in  cash  Federal  money  or  local 
notes  from  Ohio,  Indiana,  or  Kentucky  (no  Michigan 
notes  accepted)  -  or  in  checks  payable  to  Military 
Scholarship  Fund) .  Serial  numbers  on  these  notes  will 
not  be  known  until  delivery  is  accomplished. 

Four  error  notes  were  created  during  the  overprinting 
process.  One  lead  note  received  an  inverted  back 
overprint;  one  flint  note  received  an  inverted  face 
overprint;  and  two  powder  notes  were  initially  run 
through  the  wrong  press,  receiving  stray  texts  at 
right  angles  to  the  main  inscriptions  (these  notes 
were  subsequently  passed  through  the  correct  press,  so 

the  correct  overprints  are  also  present) .  One  feature  of  these  notes  is  a 
vignette  of  a  bear 

head  in  brown  printed  over  the  large  five  pound 
counter  at  the  left  of  the  face;  but  the  dark  blue  ink 
of  the  original  notes  so  masks  the  design  of  the  bear 
vignette  that  it  is  all  but  unrecognizable,  appearing 
as  a  large  gray  mass  over  the  counter.  When  printed  on 
white  paper  it  looks  fine,  but  as  an  overprint  it  is 

much  less  successful.  Individuals  wishing  to  acquire  sets  of  the  remainder 

notes  (which  are  not  cancelled  or  otherwise 

distinguishable  from  the  issued  pieces)  should  send  a 

telegram  to  the  trading  post  reserving  the  desired 

sets,  so  that  monies  are  not  dispatched  exceeding 

inventory .

Two  years  ago  I  bought  at  auction 
a  set  of  Yugoslavia 

notes  stamped  VERIFICATO  for  Montenegro.  I  needed  only 
the  500  dinara  denomination,  but  had  to  buy  several 
others  (all  in  one  lot) .  Upon  receiving  them,  I 
measured  the  stamp  for  the  proper  diameter  (31.3mm), 
and  they  passed  that  test.  But  the  stamps  all  looked 
too  uniform  -  not  like  you  would  expect  to  see  on 
notes  that  had  been  stamped  by  hand.  So  I  put  my  20x 
glass  on  them,  and  lo  -  all  the  overstamps  had  been 
applied  by  ink  jet  printer.  The  notes  were  genuine, 
but  the  stamps  were  not.  I  returned  the  lot  with  a 


plea  that  the  auctioneer  put  me  in  touch  with  the 
consignor  so  I  could  buy  some  of  the  fakes  at 

appropriate  prices.  I  heard  nothing  more.  At  MSNS  this  year  I  found  the 
consignor.  This  is  not 

the  first  time  that  I  have  returned  a  spurious  piece 
to  an  auctioneer,  only  to  encounter  the  same  piece  in 
a  dealer's  stock  a  year  or  more  later.  This  time,  the 
dealer  agreed  immediately  when  I  showed  him  the  stamps 
through  my  20x  glass  (he  had  not  been  informed  by  the 
auctioneer  of  what  the  problem  was  with  his  notes  - 
only  that  they  were  suspected  of  having  fake 
handstamps  -  so  he  had  not  used  enough  power  when 
looking  at  them  to  see  the  colored  pixels  mixed  with 
the  black,  as  laid  down  by  the  ink  jet  printer) . 

Interestingly,  he  also  had  some  genuine  stamps,  mixed 
with  the  fake  ones  -  his  supplier  in  Europe  may  have 
been  deceived  by  HIS  supplier,  not  realizing  that  some 
of  the  stamps  were  recent  technology.  So,  I  was  able 
to  buy  several  good/bad  pairs  of  the  Montenegro

He  was  fresh  from  the 
St.  Louis  show  and  basking  in  his  new  fame  from  the 
profile  in  Numismatist.  We  had  a  good  time  loooking, 
chatting,  looking,  and  eating  perch. 

One  area  that  we  worked  on  was  US  WWII  bonds.  He  had 
some  interesting  contemporary  sales  material  (more  on 
that  another  time--possibly  Rob  will  write  it.  Anyway, 
we  got  on  to  a  subject  that  I  have  discussed  here 
before.  When  I  asked  about  this  before,  I  got  some 
good  answers,  but  I  think  that  I  asked  the  wrong 
question.  The  issue  relates  to  the  legends/titles  on 
the  bonds . 

Series  E  is  rather  straight  forward.  It  started  out 
as  Series  E  Defense  bonds  then  changed  to  Series  E  war 
bonds,  and  of  course  later  to  small  size  war  bonds. 
Series  F  started  out  as  defense  bonds  (confirmed 
with  multiple  examples),  but  the  second  issue  (so  to 
speak)  is  Series  F  Savings  bonds--no  war  legend  (also 
conirmed  with  multiple  examples) . 

Series  G  is  the  problem.  Just  as  the  others  it 
started  out  as  a  defense  bond.  The  second  issue  of 


large  size  bonds  are  war  bonds  (rather  than 
defense/war) .  However,  the  twist  is  that  the  small 
size  G  bonds  seem  to  be  savings  rather  than  war.  I  can 
only  confirm  this  with  one  example,  but  that  one  piece 
is  clear. 

OK,  what  I  need  is  confirmation  of  any  of  these 
bonds  that  do  not  fit  in  the  scheme  described  above.
